Division  was  read.  After  discussion,  the  vice-president  was  directed  to  write 
an  answer  to  this  letter. 

Mrs.  Loyd  presented  a request  which  had  come  to  her  that  the  Conference 
Society  send  two  young  girls  to  Assembly  in  May,  1962. 

Mrs.  Jackson  moved  that  we  recommend  to  the  executive  committee  that 
two  youth  delegates  be  sent  to  Assembly  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance)  and  that  up  to  |200.00  of  their  expenses  be  paid.

MID-YEAR  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

WOMAN’S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 
Grace  Methodist  Church,  Ruston  — October  18-19,  1961 

Following  a luncheon,  at  which  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey  was  hostess  in  her  lovely 
home,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  convened  at  2:00  P.M.,  October  18,  1961,  in  the  sanctuary  of 
Grace  Methodist  Church,  Ruston,  for  its  mid-year  meeting.  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kil- 
patrick, President,  presided. 

Following  singing  of  the  hymn  “Be  Still  My  Soul,”  prayer  was  led  by  the 
Reverend  Lawrence  Gilbert.  Special  music  was  rendered  by  two  students  from 
Louisiana  Tech,  Miss  Jamie  Armstrong,  vocal  soloist,  accompanied  at  the  organ 
by  Miss  Betty  Lou  Arnett.

The  president  introduced  the  Reverend  Lawrence  Gilbert,  conference  dir- 
ector of  youth  work,  as  a member  of  the  committee.  Mr.  Gilbert  urged  that  wc 
find  ways  in  which  to  make  the  gospel  more  meaningful  to  young  people  and 
to  interest  them  in  missions.  He  asked  that  representatives  from  the  executive 
committee  attend  the  annual  conference  for  youth  in  Louisiana  next  June  and 
make  them  aware  that  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  is  a part  of 
the  work  of  the  Church. 

Mrs.  McCammon,  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  stated  that  plans  are  in  the 
making  for  Youth  Assembly  for  next  year.  Tentative  dates  are  June  18-23,  1962. 
on  the  Centenary  Campus.  The  president  asked  Mrs.  McCammon  to  see  that 
the  Woman’s  Society  is  represented  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Gilbert’s  request. 
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A recess  was  called.  Coffee  and  light  refreshments  were  seiwed  in  the 
patio  by  the  Farmerville  Woman’s  Society. 

On  reconvening,  the  secretary  noted  the  addition  of  Mrs.  George  Grafton 
to  the  members  present. 

The  president  called  for  officers’  reports. 

Vice  President:  Mrs.  Tatum  reported  that  she  attended  the  Jurisdiction  School 
of  Missions;  served  as  assistant  Dean,  in  charge  of  housing,  for  the  Conference 
School  of  Missions;  led  the  vice-president’s  clinic  and  cooperated  in  the 
leadership  training  program.  A nursery,  in  chsirge  of  Mrs.  Euland  Efurd, 
Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  in  the  Shreveport  District,  was  held  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Vacation  Church  School  for  Noel  Memorial  Methodist  Church. 
First  Church  of  Shreveport  served  as  hostess  society. 

In  the  absence  of  the  president,  she  conducted  a called  meeting  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  with  the  district  presidents  in  attendance,  and  repre- 
sented the  president  at  the  Area  Council  meeting  called  by  Bishop  Walton  at 
Centenary  College,  August  16.  The  Council  is  to  correlate  the  work  of  all 
areas  of  Methodism  in  Louisiana. 

A new  filmstrip,  “World  Wide  Friends,”  presenting  the  World  Federation 
of  Methodist  Women,  its  organization,  and  a variety  of  units,  was  used  at  the 
School  of  Missions  and  at  the  zone  meetings  in  the  Baton  Rouge  District.  It  is 
available  to  anyone  who  would  like  to  use  it.

Secretary  of  Children’s  Work:  Mrs.  Cahal  reported  that  she  attended  the  Juris- 
diction ^hool  of  Missions  and  received  valuable  help  in  the  clinic  for  Secre- 
taries of  Children’s  Work.  Cooperation  of  District  Directors  and  District  Sec- 
retaries continues  to  be  an  important  step  toward  attaining  our  goal  in  the  total 
program  of  Christian  education  for  children.  Mrs.  Cahal  served  as  director  of 
a local  vacation  church  school  and  as  dean  of  a nursery  laboratory  school  in 
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New  Orleans  this  fall.  At  the  School  of  Missions  she  held  a clinic  with  seven 
children’s  workers  enrolled  and  presented  children’s  materials  in  both  the  clinic 
of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Mrs.  Nanez’s  class  on  Latin  America. 
On  October  2 and  3 she  attended  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Conference  CouncO  of 
Children’s  work  in  Shreveport. 

Recommendations  to  the  Woman’s  Division  from  the  Children’s  Committee 
which  met  in  Nashville  in  January  were:  Regional  conferences  to  be  held  in 
Kansas  City  on  March  6-7;  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  on  all  levels 
should  be  a member  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations;  disap- 
proval of  Honorary  Junior  and  Baby  Membershp  pins  and  certificates.  When 
the  present  supply  of  Handbooks  for  Secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  is  exhaust- 
ed, the  free  leaflet  “Missionary  Education  of  Children  in  The  Methodist 
Church’’  will  be  rewritten  to  include  more  information  about  the  work  of  the 
Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  and  to  provide  more  guidance  for  her.  She  stated 
that  our  church  school  materials  will  be  revised  and  ready  for  use  in  1964. 

It  was  suggested  that  Mrs.  Cahal  be  sent  as  a delegate  to  the  March,  1962, 
conference  on  children’s  work  in  Kansas  City.  This  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  for  their  consideration. 

Mrs.  Cahal  stated  that  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Woi'k  should  be  counted 
as  a member  of  the  committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  wherever  work 
concerning  the  welfare  of  children  is  being  considered. 

Christian  Social  Relations:  Mrs.  Mouton  reported  that  she  attended  the  meeting 
of  the  Regional  Committee  on  the  Quadrennial  Emphasis  on  Race  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  in  March.  Attempts  are  being  made 
through  the  district  secretaries  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  this  com- 
mittee. She  attended  the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  with 
the  District  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  from  Lake  Charles,  Alex- 
andria, New  Orleans,  Monroe,  and  Ruston  Districts.  The  secretaries  from 
Lafayette  and  Shreveport  attended  the  Briefing  Conference  for  Christian  So- 
cial Concerns  and  made  a written  report  which  they  circulated  through  the 
other  districts.  She  held  the  clinic  for  district  officers  at  Officers’  Training 
School  in  Alexandria  in  April  with  seven  secretaries  and  two  members  of  the 
Conference  Committee  of  Christiair  Social  Relations  in  attendance;  attended  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  in  Baton  Rouge 
in  April,  and  later  talked  to  Dr.  Hotalan  regarding  policies  of  the  Foundation, 
which  resulted  in  correspondence  over  a period  of  several  months;  attended 
Confei-ence  School  of  Missions  and  held  a clinic  with  about  sixteen  present; 
assisted  the  Conference  Guild  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  her 
clinic  at  Camp  Brewer  in  July;  participated  in  programs  for  District  Guild 
meetings  in  Lake  Charles  and  Welsh;  presented  the  study,  “The  Christian  and 
Responsible  Citizenship,”  at  seminars  in  New  Orleans,  Alexandria,  and  Lake 
Charles;  assisted  in  Officers’  Training  sessions  in  New  Orleans  and  Lake 
Charles  and  spoke  to  the  Society  at  University  Church,  Lake  Charles,  relative 
to  “Hate  Campaigns”  and  various  so-called  Anti-Conrmunism  groups,  and  in 
DeRidder  at  Wesley  Church;  attended  committee  meetings  of  the  Regional 
Committee  on  Race  in  New  Orleans  and  Baton  Rouge,  of  which  she  acts  as 
secretary;  and  is  serving  as  Educational  Director  of  United  Church  Women  in 
the  West  Calcasieu  Area.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations has  been  functioning  and  the  overall  program  is  being  implemented 
through  the  various  sub-committees.  They  have  done  some  good  work  in  re- 
porting, sending  literature,  and  calling  attention  to  the  responsibility  of  good 
citizenship.  She  has  helped  other  conference  secretaries  in  establishing  similar 
committees  and  getting  them  to  work.  She  is  a member  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence committee  on  Visual  Aids.  Two  recordings  and  one  film,  “This  is  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations,”  are  being  circulated  through  the  Conference.

The  Committee  returned  to  the  sanctuary  for  the  evening  session  which 
began  at  7.45  P.  M.  with  prayer  led  by  Mrs..  Wells. 

The  secretary  noted  the  presence  of  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey. 

Mrs.  Laskey  spoke  of  her  participation  in  the  Methodist  Conference  in  Oslo, 
Norway,  which  made  one  realize  that  we  are  a world  church.  She  stated  that 
she  came  back  to  work  at  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service  for  a ten 
day  session  of  hard  work  and  long  hours,  thrilled  that  she  is  a Methodist — and 
a Methodist  woman.  It  is  a rewarding  experience  to  realize  that  the  work  of 
the  Woman’s  Division  affects  the  lives  of  so  many  people.  The  Woman’s  Divi- 
sion is  deeply  concerned  with  where  we  live,  how  we  live,  how  we  act,  and 
things  that  affect  our  lives  today. 

Some  disastrous  and  heartbreaking  reports  have  come  from  Angola,  she 
stated.  Six  Methodist  ministers,  American  missionaries,  have  been  put  in  pri- 
son Just  because  they  are  Methodist  ministers.  Dozens  of  African  Methodists 
have  been  taken  from  home  and  put  to  death  because  they  were  Methodists. 

There  is  tlirilling  news  from  the  Congo.  'When  the  Congo  became  free, 
there  were  only  eighteen  or  twenty  graduates  in  the  Congo.  'The  Woman’s  Di- 
vision is  putting  in  a school  of  Home  Economics  for  brides,  which  is  greatly 
needed.  This  is  possible  because  of  wise  investment  in  securities  which  have 
paid  excellent  dividends.  Our  own  teachers  will  head  the  school  of  Home 
Economics. 

She  also  stated  that  we  are  going  to  participate  in  a Christian  Center  near 
the  United  Nations.  The  lot  has  'been  procured  largely  through  the  efforts  of 

the  Woman’s  Division.  A fourteen  story  Methodist  building  is  to  be  erected. 
This,  too,  has  been  obtained  largely  through  Woman’s  Division  efforts.  It  will 
be  staffed  by  Methodists  and  used  by  many  groups  of  people. 

She  expressed  her  pride  in  being  a member  of  this  great  Church.  The 
Methodist  Church  steps  out,  looks  forward,  and  anticipates  the  future. 

Literature  and  Publications.  Mrs.  Orr  reported  a tour  of  Literature  Headquar- 
ters in  Cincinnati,  which  inspired  a deep  sense  of  pride  in  this  big  business 
enterprise  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  She  was  impressed  with  the  deep  spiritual 
conviction,  high  intellectual  accomplishments,  exacting  business  ability,  and 
deep  sense  of  mission  of  the  women  at  Literature  Headquarters.  She  spoke 
of  visiting  Mrs.  C.  C.  Long,  who  is  on  leave  of  absence  due  to  illness,  and  of 
her  radiant  Christianity.  As  a conference  officer,  she  was  given  a filmstrip, 
‘The  Reader  Is  a Leader,”  which  is  a pictorial  presentation  of  procedures  in 
the  editorial  offices  in  New  York  and  production  and  circulation  offices  in 
Cincinnati.  It  can  be  used  effectively  to  bring  together  audiences  and  avail- 
able literature.  She  urged  that  the  Districts  be  encouraged  to  use  this  in  dis- 
trict and  local  work. 

Literature  sales  at  Conference  School  of  Missions  were  $1,541.11.  She  ex- 
pressed her  thanks  to  the  many  who  helped  in  the  literature  room.  She  assist- 
ed with  literature  sales  at  Guild  Week-end  at  Camp  Brewer,  and  assisted  in 
the  New  Orleans  District  Seminar  for  the  Woman’s  Society  and  for  the  Guild. 
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Some  changes  will  be  made  in  the  1%2-1963  Program  Books.  -More  oppor- 
tunities for  choice  of  materials  will  be  available  to  the  local  society.  There 
will  be  fifteen  programs  with  separate  programs  related  specifically  to  Christ- 
mas and  Easter. 

She  called  attention  especially  to  two  issues  of  The  Methodist  Woman:  the 
excellent  index  in  the  December  issue,  and  the  article,  “Concerning  Programs,” 
by  Mrs.  Perryman  in  the  July-August  issue. 

Missionary  Eiducation:  Mrs.  Watson  reported  that  twenty-one  from  the  Louisi- 
ana Conference  attended  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions. 
Date  of  the  1962  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  will  be  June  25-30,  with  the 
theme,  “O  Send  Us  Forth,”  and  the  theme  hymn,  “Eternal  God  Whose  Power 
Upholds.” 

Total  enrollment  in  the  1%1  Conference  School  of  Missions  was  352,  a 
slight  increase  over  the  previous  year.  This  total  figure  included  the  delegates, 
visitors,  guests,  and  teachers.  Other  School  of  Missions  statistics  were  as  fol- 
lows: total  enrollment  in  classes,  316;  total  credits  received,  296;  total  attend- 
ance from  all  districts,  339;  enrollment  in  clinics,  233  total  with  forty-six  dis- 
trict officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  in  the  attendance  pattern;  church- 
es represented,  116;  percentage  of  enrolled  class  members  receiving  cards  of 
recognition,  93.6%.  The  offering  for  Missions  amounted  to  $217.65.  It  was 
divided  equally  between  the  study  projects  assigned  to  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction.  For  the  first  time,  members  of  the  Youth  Division  participated 
in  the  School  of  Missions,  an  average  of  three  from  each  district.  They  parti- 
cipated in  all  phases  of  the  School  of  Missions  program  and  proved  to  be  a most 
worthwhile  addition  to  the  sehool. 

The  library  was  open  at  certain  hours  for  reading,  with  ninety-six  books 
available.  Worship  settings  related  to  each  of  the  monthly  programs  for  1961- 
1962  were  on  display  throughout  the  week,  with  booklets  picturing  all  these 
settings  prepared  for  sale.  Mrs.  Joe  Bond  and  Mrs.  T.  A.  Pitt  prepared  these 
aids  to  worship  without  expense  to  the  School  of  Missions.  About  750  of  the 
booklets  were  sold,  at  a price  of  15c  or  two  for  25c.  Mimeographed  devotionals, 
especially  prepared  by  missionaries  and  workers  under  the  Woman’s  Division 
who  are  from  Louisiana,  were  provided  for  morning  worship  by  Mrs.  T.  Haller 
Jackson.  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Clotilde  Nanez,  served  as  lead- 
er in  the  Christian  Leadership  Training  program.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  two 
persons  were  insured  during  the  School  of  Missions  at  a premiiim  of  $153.45. 

Twelve  District  Educational  Seminars  were  held  in  the  Louisiana  Confer- 
ence - nine  for  the  Woman’s  Society  and  three  for  the  Wesleyain  Service  Guild. 
Societies  represented  in  these  seminars  were  234,  with  1,273  persons  attending. 
Four  Guilds,  147  persons,  attended  Guild  seminars.  Most  of  the  districts  held 
Youth  and  Children’s  Workshops. 

Study  courses  for  1962-1%3  will  be,  ‘“rhe  Christian  Mission  on  the  Rim  of 
East  Asia,”  “The  Church’s  Mission  and  Persons  of  Special  Need,”  “Today’s 
Children  for  Tomorrow’s  World,”  “Prayer.”  The  Church-wide  study  will  be 
“Methodism’s  Ministry  to  Persons  with  Handicaps.” 

For  the  1962  Conference  School  of  Missions,  the  following  have  been  named: 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Wideman  Watson;  Dean,  Mrs.  M.  R.  Tatum;  Assistant  Dean  in 
charge  of  housing,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Eubank;  Registrar,  Mrs.  W.  D.  Snelling;  School 
Secretary,  Mrs.  E.  B.  Miller;  School  of  Missions  Committee  Secretary,  Mrs.  J. 
B.  Mouton. 

The  following  filmstrips  were  bought  and  paid  for  from  the  Seminar  fund: 
“Church  in  Action,”  “Boomtime,”  “Better  Than  Silver,”  “Members  One  of  An- 
other,” and  “World  Wide  Friends.”  They  are  available  for  use  throughout  the 
Conference. 

Missionary  Service:  In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Robley  Davis,  her  report  was  read 
by  the  secretary.  Mrs.  Davis  expressed  regret  at  her  inability  to  be  present. 
She  noted  that  a list  of  missionaries,  deaconesses,  and  other  workers  who  have 
gone  out  from  Louisiana  or  who  serve  within  the  borders  of  our  conference 
had  been  compiled,  complete  with  birthday  and  address  of  each  one  listed,  and 
distributed  through  the  packets  at  Annual  Meeting  in  Lake  Charles  last  March. 
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A new  venture  this  year  was  to  assign  one  person  from  this  list  to  each 
local  society  and  to  each  conference  officer.  The  list  was  divided  among  the 
eight  districts  and  given  to  the  District  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  ami 
Service,  who,  in  turn,  assigned  one  worker  to  each  local  society  through  the 
corresfKjnding  local  officer.  She  assigned  one  directly  to  each  conference 
officer.  These  assignments  continue  until  the  end  of  the  Conference  year.  The 
local  societies  were  asked  to  remember  their  special  worker  on  birthdays  and 
other  occasions  with  cards  and  letters,  but  no  gifts,  the  purpose  being  to  estab- 
lish a closer  bond  between  the  person  remembered  and  the  local  women  who 
support  them  with  their  prayers  and  possessions. 

Since  March,  she  has  written  189  personal  letters  and  notes,  and  has  mailed 
eleven  of  the  lists  distributed  at  Annual  Meeting  to  local  secretaries  who  had 
not  received  them.  She  is  writing  brief  historical  sketches  of  the  workers  as 
they  comply  with  her  request  for  information.  She  has  written  ten  letters  to 
missionaries  and  heads  of  institutions  for  articles  for  the  next  issue  of  our  con- 
ference newspaper. 

The  president  called  attention  to  the  new  addition  to  our  list  of  missionaries 
in  the  21st  Annual  Report  - Dorothea  Brown,  Franklin,  Louisiana,  from  Central 
Jurisdiction.  She  requested  that  the  committee  on  finance  bring  in  a recom- 
mendation concerning  a gift  from  the  Woman’s  Society  to  her,  in  accordance 
with  our  conference  standing  rule  No.  19. 

Promotion:  Mrs.  Patterson  reported  that  on  April  26  and  27  a training  school 
for  district  officers  was  held  at  First  Methodist  Church  in  Alexandria  with  91 
of  112  district  officers  and  all  15  of  the  Conference  officers  present.  Mrs.  J.  H. 
McSween  served  as  resource  person  in  the  treasurers’  clinic.  Miss  Sue  Batton 
presented  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  the  entire  assembly.  The 
total  cost  of  the  training  was  $1,091.94,  or  about  $9.93  per  person.  The  evalua- 
tion sheets  handed  in  by  the  officers  were  full  of  praise  for  the  efforts  made 
and  asked  that  the  training  be  repeated  at  least  every  two  years.  She  read  the 
following  recommendation:  The  Committee  on  Promotion  recommends,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Finance: 

1.  That  a training  school  for  District  Officers  and  Secretaries  of  Lines  of 
of  Work  be  held  in  Alexandria  in  April  or  May,  1963. 

2.  That  it  be  an  overnight  meeting  to  begin  at  2 P.  M.  and  close  at  noon  the 
following  day. 

3.  That  the  expenses  of  the  school  be  paid  from  Conference  cultivation 
funids. 

Mrs.  Patterson  moved  the  adoption  of  these  recommendations.  Motion  car- 
ried. 

Mrs.  Patterson  recommended  that,  since  Easter  1963  is  April  14,  the  1963 
District  meetings  be  held  from  April  16  to  the  26,  1963,  and  that  the  date  for 
District  officers’  training  be  May  1 and  2,  1963.  This  recommendation  was  ac- 
cepted. 

District  Spring  Meetings:  The  Annual  Spring  District  Meetings  for  1962  are 
being  planned  with  the  idea  of  putting  the  Leadership  Training  material  to 
work  on  a local  level.  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  has  consented  to  itinerate  the  con- 
ference as  the  coordinator  of  these  programs.  She  will  be  calling  for  help  from 
the  various  district  officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  well  as  the  con- 
ference officers  in  each  district.  The  dates  and  places  for  the  district  meetings 
are  as  follows:

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Membership  Study:  One  of  the  recommendations  to  come  through  the  office  of 
Promotion  was  that  the  executive  committee  of  each  local  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  make  a depth  study  of  the  woman  constituency  of  its  church 
with  relation  to  the  membership  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  study  is  now  in  progress.  To  help  the 
societies  start  the  survey  the  July-August  issue  of  The  Methodist  Woman  in- 
cluded a check  sheet  to  be  filled  out  by  each  society  and  mailed  to  the  District 
Secretary  of  Promotion  to  be  channeled  to  the  Woman’s  Division.  As  soon  as 
the  study  is  completed  a composite  report  will  be  made  and  sent  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  committee.  Two  districts  have  not  yet  reported. 

“Bridging  the  Gap”:  At  a meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  and  Pro- 
motion held  in  New  York  on  September  19  and  20  it  was  voted  to  send  a copy 
of  the  September  issue  of  The  Methodist  Woman  to  the  District  Superinten- 
dents, calling  special  attention  to  the  article  “Bridging  The  Gap.”  This  is  an 
article  telling  of  how  one  group  in  tha  North  Central  Jurisdiction  made  a study 
of  the  relationships  between  the  church  and  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  to  lead  to  better  understanding  between  the  pastors  and  women  in  the 
societies.  The  Secretary  of  Promotion  in  each  conference  received  enough 
copies  of  the  magazine  to  send  one  to  each  of  the  District  Superintendents  in 
her  conference  with  a joint  letter  from  the  conference  president  and  the  secre- 
tary of  promotion  recommending  that  the  superintendents  promote  such  a study 
in  their  respective  districts.  Each  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  was 
urged  to  work  with  her  District  Superintendent. 

Spiritual  Life:  Mrs.  Jackson  reported  that  she  attended  the  Schools  of  Missions 
at  Mount  Sequoyah  and  Centenary,  at  both  of  which  she  studied  “The  Meaning 
of  Suffering,”  which  promises  to  be  very  helpful  and  to  add  meaning  to  all  the 
other  studies.  Particularly  evident  this  year  are  the  interelatedness  and  dove- 
tailing in  all  our  studies. 

Attendance  and  interest  were  excellent  at  the  clinic  which  was  held  on 
Spiritual  Life  during  the  School  of  Missions  at  Centenary.  A meeting  of  the 
Conierence  committee  on  Spiritual  Life  was  held  in  August  during  School  of 
Missions. 

Last  year  the  committee  accepted  the  challenge  from  South  Central  Juris- 
diction to  attain  100</f  observance  of  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial.  Though 
the  goal  was  not  reached  this  year,  the  same  challenge  has  been  accepted  for 
next  year,  and  all  societies  are  urged  to  participate. 

She  has  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  district  secretaries  through  two  letters, 
one  in  June  and  one  in  September,  which  have  gone  to  all  local  secretaries  of 
Spiritual  Life.  Plans  for  a fellowship  of  prayer  to  undergird  our  Annual  Meet- 
ing are  being  formulated. 

Missionary  Personnel:  Mrs.  Dameron  reported  that  serving  as  both  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Personnel  and  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Christian  Voca- 
tions has  offered  wider  opportunities  in  this  work.  One  file  for  both  offices 
is  now  being  kept,  though  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  tries  to  give 
special  attention  to  those  college  young  people  interested  in  a missionary  ca- 
reer. 

Because  of  their  position  on  the  newly  authorized  district  committees  on 
Christian  vocations,  and  because  the  Office  of  Missionary  Personnel  is  no  longer 
giving  intensive  cultivation  to  high  school  youth,  the  District  Secretaries  of 
Missionary  Personnel  are  in  a more  strategic  position  than  ever  before. 

The  special  events  have  provided  or  will  provide  recruitment  emphasis  to 
selected  young  people.  Twenty-four  girls  attended  the  School  of  Missions  and 
were  privileged  to  hear  Miss  Jane  Stentz  from  the  Office  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel of  the  Board  of  Missions.  Nine  yoimg  people  - six  boys  and  three  girls 
- attended  the  Youth  Section  of  the  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah, 
Miss  DarLynn  Gilbert  will  be  the  Louisiana  Conference  delegate  to  the  Juris- 
diction Christi£in  Vocations  Weekend,  October  27-29. 
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Churches  are  being  asked  to  make  an  appeal  for  professionally  trained 
adults  who  can  and  will  give  some  time  in  missionary  service  in  places  of  ur- 
gent need.  Also,  Churcih  people  are  asked  to  interpret  the  Peace  Corps  within 
the  perspective  of  the  on-going  Missionary  program  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

The  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  met  during  the  School  of  Missions 
and  heard  Miss  Jane  Stentz.  “Christian  Vocations  Guide,”  a bi-monthly  paper 
from  the  Interboard  Committee  on  Ohristian  Vocations,  is  now  being  sent  to 
the  members  of  the  Committee. 

Student  Work:  Mrs.  Giessen  reported  that  she  has  tried  to  serve  as  a liaison 
person  between  the  Woman’s  Society  and  the  Methodist  Student  Movement, 
working  very  closely  with  Rev.  Allen  O.  Jernigan,  the  director  of  the  Methodist 
Student  Movement  in  Louisiana.  He  reports  nine  Wesley  Foundations  on  col- 
lege and  university  campuses  and  a Methodist  Student  Movement  organization 
on  the  Centenary  campus,  all  of  which  are  staffed  with  ordained  ministers. 
Plans  are  now  under  way  for  coordinating  our  work  whenever  it  is  possible. 

Wesley  Foundation  at  L.  S.  U.  reported  57  students  registered  in  their  Wes- 
ley School  of  Religion.  In  previous  years,  not  more  than  twelve  have  enrolled. 
Twelve  Wesley  Foundation  students  attended  Work  Camps,  26  attended  Meth- 
odist Student  Movement  Regional  Leadership  Conference.  90  attended  State 
Methodist  Student  Movement  Conference,  one  Methodist  Student  Movement 
Citizenship  Seminar,  and  one  United  Nations  Seminar.  Wesley  Foundation  at 
the  University  of  Southwestern  Louisiana  has  a warm  working  relationship 
with  an  Arab  Club.  Several  Wesley  Foimdations  have  foreign  students  who 
are  active  memters.  Seven  report  a Fellow  College  project  and  four  report 
a Fellow  American  Project. 

Secretaries  of  Student  Work  have  assisted  with  banquets,  parties  and  stu- 
dent entertainment  at  each  Foundation  and  in  several  places  supplied  needed 
equipment.  Six  secretaries  (campus)  are  members  of  Boards  of  Directors  of 
Wesley  Foundation,  and  are  promoting  the  dollar  per  member  plan  of  support. 
The  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  and  several  local  Woman’s  Socie- 
ties provided  money  so  that  more  students  might  attend  the  National  Student 
Conference  which  was  held  in  August,  1%1. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  reported  $2,240.32  for  Methodist  Student  Day 
Offering  for  1961,  which  was  an  increase  over  last  year  of  $101.32.  The  total 
offering  over  the  United  States  decreased  4.5%  this  year.  In  the  light  of  increas- 
ing enrollments  and  rising  costs  of  attending  college,  this  is  a discouraging  re- 
port from  the  national  viewpoint. 

Six  secretaries  of  student  work  attended  the  training  school  for  district 
officers  held  last  April.  Seven  district  officers  reported  training  local  officers 
at  zone  and  district  meetings. 

Supply  Work:  Mrs.  Tackaberry  reported  that  she  attended  the  School  of  Mis- 
sions at  Mt.  Sequoyah  and  in  Shreveport;  led  the  clinic  on  Supply  Work  at 
Conference  School  of  Missions;  presented  the  study,  “Churches  for  New 
Times,”  at  the  New  Orleans  and  Baton  Rouge  district  seminars.  She  serves  on 
the  Board  at  Dulac  Community  Center  and  MacDonell  Methodist  Home,  and  is 
chairman  of  the  board  at  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center. 

Christmas-in-August  parties  and  the  collection  of  Red  Scissors  coupons  for 
St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  were  promoted  again  this  year.  As  of  July  25, 
72,442  coupons  had  been  sent  in  to  the  Colgate  Company  as  compared  to  63,800 
last  year.  Our  quota  was  50,000,  so  we  received  a nice  bonus.  New  coupon  pro- 
motion material  has  been  mailed  to  all  eight  districts. 

Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Miss  Batton  reported  that  the  Louisiana  Conference 
quota  of  twenty-one  was  present  at  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  at  Mt.  Sequoy- 
ah. She  and  three  others  stayed  for  School  of  Missions  and  later  presented  the 
studies  at  Guild  Weekend  at  Camp  Brewer.  Louisiana  Conference  had  charge 
of  housing  for  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend,  with  Miss  Batton  as  chairman. 
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Guild  Weekend  at  Camp  Brewer  drew  a capacity  crowd.  Several  young 
girls  and  some  students  attended.  Workshops  and  clinics  were  conducted  by  able 
leaders  and  the  studies  were  presented  in  an  interesting  way.  Miss  Lillian 
Johnson  was  a guest  speaker.  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  were  brought  into 
line  with  those  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

At  Conference  School  of  Missions  in  August,  forty  members  attended 
Guild  clinic,  with  active  participation  an  outstanding  feature. 

In  September,  most  of  the  district  officers  and  chairmen  of  lines  of  work 
attended  Guild  Officers’  Training  and  Coaching  Conference  at  Camp  Brewer. 
Seven  districts  have  repeated  this  training  for  officers  and  chairmen  at  the 
local  level.  The  eighth  has  plans  for  doing  so.  She  assisted  with  four. 

All  phases  of  Guild  work  are  showing  growth.  The  pledge  to  missions  has 
been  increased  each  of  the  past  three  years,  and  has  been  overpaid  each  year. 
Membership  in  the  109  Guild  units  was  2,172  on  June  1.  Two  new  units  have 
since  been  organized  - one  each  in  the  Shreveport  and  Monroe  Districts. 

Youth  Work:  Mrs.  McCammon  stated  that  the  most  outstanding  accomplish- 
ment in  youth  work  during  the  past  few  months  was  the  attendance  of  twenty- 
four  girls,  high  school  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  some  of  college  age,  at  the 
School  of  Missions.  This  is  also  being  planned  for  the  summer  of  1962. 

Each  girl  came  to  a new  awareness  of  the  meaning  of  missions  in  the  Church- 
today.  Many  expressions  of  appreciation  came  from  the  girls  and  their  mothers. 

She  serves  as  sub-district  counselor.  In  the  area  of  Christian  outreach,  she 
was  leader  for  a group  during  the  Youth  Assembly  for  the  second  consecutive 
year.  In  October  she  attended  a meeting  of  the  newly  organized  Council  for 
Youth  Work  in  Shreveport  and  took  part  in  planning  for  youth  activities  for 
the  coming  months.  She  has  been  invited  to  participate  in  the  South  Central 
Regional  Workshop  for  Youth  to  be  held  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  August  1 - 10,  1962. 

Plans  for  the  Youth  Dinner  during  the  1962  Annual  Meeting  are  progress- 
ing well.  Dr.  J.  B.  Holt  will  be  guest  speaker. 

All  districts  lifted  up  youth  studies  in  their  Seminars.  In  most  districts,  a 
separate  session  was  held  for  adult  workers  with  youth,  two  of  which  she  con- 
ducted. She  has  sent  a large  amount  of  material  to  all  the  district  secretaries. 

Plans  for  the  Mission  Tour  are  well  underway.  A further  report  on  this  will 
be  given  later  during  the  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  gave  the  following  report:  The  Annual  Report  for 
1960-61  was  printed  by  the  Savoy  Printing  Company  of  Lafayette.  The  cost  of 
printing  1000  copies,  each  having  141  pages  (ten  more  than  last  year)  was 
$1,258.  Eight  hundred  envelopes  printed  with  return  address,  “Return  Postage 
Guaranteed”  and  “Library  Materials”  cost  $19.89.  Postage  was  4c  for  703  copies, 
12c  each  for  the  four  mailed  to  workers  abroad,  and  4c  each  for  five  copies  re  • 
turned,  two  of  which  were  remailed.  The  total  cost  of  the  above  - printing, 
mailing  galley,  and  mailing  books  - was  $1,307.83.  Books  were  sold  at  the  Con- 
ference School  of  Missions  and  at  each  District  Seminar  for  50c  each. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  Geraldine  Hunt  has  completed  her 
term  as  US2  and  is  now  doing  social  work  in  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

President’s  Report:  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  spoke  of  this  being  the  fourth  mid-year 
Executive  Committee  meeting  during  her  tenure  of  office  and  her  last  as  pres- 
ident. She  expressed  her  sincere  gratitude  to  each  member  of  the  committee 
and  her  appreciation  for  the  privileges  that  have  been  hers  during  these  years. 

For  the  Methodist  Church  she  is  secretary  of  the  1,000  Club  and  serves  on 
the  Retired  Ministers’  Home  Board,  the  Methodist  Children’s  Home  Board,  thv^ 
Board  of  Missions,  and  attends  the  Conference  and  District  Board  of  Missions. 
She  attended  a recent  meeting  in  Dallas  of  the  Board  of  Lj^dia  Patterson  In- 
stitute where  plans  were  made  to  rebuild  the  Institute,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
present  buildings  have  been  condemned  by  the  City  of  El  Paso  where  the  In- 
stitute is  located.  She  attended  the  dedication  of  the  R.  E.  Smith  Religious 
Activity  Building  on  the  Centenary  Campus.  On  Layman’s  Sunday,  her  own 
church  honored  her  as  speaker  of  the  day. 
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The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  privilege  of  attending  the  World  Feder- 
ation of  Methodist  Women  and  the  World  Methodist  Conference  in  Oslo,  Nor- 
way.  She  stated  that  there  are  only  9,000  Methodists  in  aU  Norway.  Lutheran 
is  the  state  church.  She  visited  a number  of  Methodist  institutions  in  Norway. 
She  spoke  of  the  kindness  of  people  from  throughout  the  world  whom  she  met 
on  the  tour,  and  of  the  warm  outgoing  friendliness  of  the  people  of  Norway. 
She  expressed  thanks  to  Mrs.  Gallaher  and  Mrs.  Tatum  for  assuming  her  duties 
of  office  while  she  was  on  tour  and  attending  these  meetings.  She  noted  that 
Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy’s  article  on  “World  Federation”  taken  from  The  Meth- 
odist Woman  was  on  the  church  bulletin  board  in  Oslo. 

She  spoke  of  the  serious  illness  of  Mrs.  Arrington,  vice-president  of  the 
World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  in  the  United  States,  which  prevented 
her  from  attending  the  Oslo  meeting. 

She  stated  that  a chaplain  in  Italy,  who  secured  the  address  of  the  Secre- 

i tary  of  Children’s  Work  to  write  to  her  concerning  a sergeant’s  children  in 
, Louisiana  who  needed  care,  had  obtained  the  address  from  the  Annual ' Report 
' of  the  Woman’s  Division,  which  is  sent  annually  to  all  chaplains.  As  a result 

of  the  correspondence,  the  sergeant’s  children  were  placed  in  Sager-Brovra 
Home  in  Baldwin. 

: In  July  a US2,  Mr.  Jerry  Matthews,  was  assigned  as  a group  worker  at 

ii  Dulac  Community  Center.  Mrs.  Martha  Overbey  has  been  assigned  to  the 
I Simmesport  area  as  a rural  worker,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  McSween. 

With  a prayer  by  Mrs.  Dameron,  this  session  was  adjourned  until  8:45  A.M. 
j;  Thur.sday. 

j THURSDAY  MORNING 

I With  the  singing  of  hymn  number  233,  “Jesus  Calls  Us,”  and  a prayer  led 

i by  the  Reverend  Ross,  the  morning  session  began.  A vocal  solo,  “O  Lord  Most 
Holy,”  by  Miss  June  Maddox,  accompanied  at  the  organ  by  Miss  Jerrylynne 
Lott,  set  the  tone  for  the  devotional  led  by  the  Reverend  McGuire.  He  spoke 
of  the  tremendous  potential  of  people  in  leadership  in  Christendom,  and  of 
' their  sense  of  being  “overwhelmed”  with  a feeling  of  inadequacy.  Using  as' 

! his  Scripture  the  first  few  verses  of  Matthew,  ending  with  the  phrase  “and 
f straightway  he  will  send  them,”  he  stated  “If  Jesus  can  use  a donkey,  he  can 
I use  me.”  The  size  of  something  is  not  the  measure  of  its  importance  - the 
[ power  of  an  atom  that  cannot  even  be  seen,  germs  that  cause  serious  illness. 

Each  individual  is  vastly  important.  We  must  make  sure  that  we  keep  our- 
j selves  in  the  hand  of  God.  A group  of  dedicated  Christians  can  literally  rock 
I the  world.  He  closed  the  devotional  with  prayer. 

I Mrs.  Kilpatrick  expressed  appreciation  to  those  who  took  part  in  the  wor- 

ship service,  and  to  Reverend  Ross,  and  to  Mrs.  Barnwell  for  the  many  lovely 
courtesies  shown  the  Committee  during  the  meeting. 

The  President  called  for  committee  reports. 

Tour  Committee:  Mrs.  McCammon  reported  that  at  the  two  committee  meet- 
ings held  on  October  18  during  the  present  executive  committee  meeting,  the 
following  recommendations  were  submitted: 

1.  That  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
sponsor  a tour  to  Nashville,  Tennessee.  This  tour  will  include  visitation 
of  Mission  Projects  en  route  and  will  also  include  Pittman  Center  near 
SevierviUe,  Tennessee. 

2.  That  the  tour  be  for  ten  days  - July  10-20,  1962. 

3.  ’That  Miss  Louise  Sharp  be  the  director  of  the  tour.  Several  names  were 
submitted  for  consideration  as  counselors  for  the  tour.  Miss  Sharp  has 
been  asked  by  the  committee  to  contact  these  persons. 

4.  That  150.00  be  the  maximum  amount  charged  the  young  people  for  the 
tour. 
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5.  That  specific  requirements  for  participation  be  set  forth  and  that  appli- 
cation be  made  by  the  young  person.  A committee  composed  of  Miss 
Sharp,  Rev.  Lawrence  Gilbert,  and  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  chairman,  be 
authorized  to  screen  the  applications  and  choose  those  who  will  partici- 
pate. Applications  will  go  to  Mrs.  McCammon.  Requirements  for  parti- 
cipation in  the  tour: 

a.  Junior  or  Senior  High  School  student  or  college  age 

b.  Active  in  youth  and  student  groups 

c.  Definite  concern  that  one’s  life  be  a Christian  witness 

6.  That  publicity  begin  in  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  paper  in  January. 

These  recommendations  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Annual  Meeting  Program:  Mrs.  Jackson  reported  that  the  program  for  Annual 
Meeting  is  shaping  up  nicely;  the  theme  - “His  Mission  Unites  Us;”  theme 
hymn-number  475,  “God  of  the  Strong,  God  of  the  Weak;”  quiet  hour  speaker, 
Mrs.  Dana  Dawson;  Division  guest,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Perryman,  Vice-President;  other 
speakers  who  have  accepted.  Bishop  Walton  and  Dr.  J.  B.  Holt. 

It  is  planned  that  our  projects  be  presented  on  the  floor  rather  than  in  spe- 
cial sessions  this  year.  There  will  be  no  clinics  in  connection  with  the  annual 
meeting.  A tour  of  projects  in  New  Orleans  is  to  be  offered  after  the  closing 
session. 

She  stated  that  a change  in  the  registration  form  for  the  Annual  Meeting 
is  being  considered,  possibly  a double  postal  card  form. 

Discussion  concerning  length  of  the  meeting  followed. 

Committee  on  Recommendations:  In  reporting  for  the  committee  appointed  in 
study  methods  for  handling  Recommendations  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
Mrs.  Patterson  read  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  mimeographed  copies  of  recommendations  in  full  or  in  composite 
form  be  omitted  from  the  delegate’s  packets: 

2.  That  the  delegated  body  be  made  aware  that  these  recommendations 
will  appear  in  the  Annual  Report  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  be  imple- 
mented on  the  local  level; 

3.  That  any  new  recommendation  shall  be  emphasized  by  the  respective 
officer  or  secretary  of  line  of  work  during  the  time  allotted  to  her  on 
the  program  at  the  Annual  Meeting; 

4.  That  the  most  important  recommendations  be  promoted  by  each  officer 
and  secretary  of  line  of  work  in  her  space  in  the  Louisiana  Conference 
News  published  in  June,  1962. 

Discussion  followed.  Mrs.  Laskey  stated  that  she  thought  the  following 
reports  should  be  included  in  the  packets:  Tours  Committee  report,  School  of 
Missions  report,  and  the  Rural  Advisory  Committee  report. 

Mrs.  Laskey  moved  that  Recommendation  No.  1 be  adopted.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Mouton  moved  that  Recommendation  No.  2 be  adopted.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Tackaberry  moved  that  Recommendation  No.  3 be  adopted.  Motion 
carried. 

The  Secretaries  of  Promotion  were  requested  to  send  their  lists  of  local 
officers  to  Mrs.  McSween  for  use  in  mailing  the  Conference  newspaper. 

Rural  Advisory  Committee:  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween,  Chairman  of  the  Simmesport- 
Ville  Platte  Area  Committee,  reported  that  the  Reverend  Fred  Flurry,  District 
Superintendent  of  the  Alexandria  District,  initiated  plans  for  a Rural  Worker 
in  the  spring  of  1961.  Mrs.  Martha  Overbey  and  Miss  Cornelia  Russell,  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  Town  and  Country  Work  rmder  the  Woman’s  Division,  were 
contacted  and  plans  were  started  toward  the  fulfillment  of  this  goal.  Miss 
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Russell,  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick  and  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  Chairman  of  the  Confer- 
ence Rural  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  worked  with  the 
Reverend  Flurry  in  obtaining  the  information  needed  by  the  Division  to  ap- 
point Mrs.  'Overbey  as  a Rural  Worker.  The  appointment  was  made  as  of  July 
1,  1961.  Mrs.  MeSween  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  area  committee.  Other 
members  of  the  Committee  are  Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson,  President  of  the  Alex- 
andria District,  the  Reverend  Fred  Flurry,  and  Ex-Officio,  the  Eeveread  Mrs. 
Lclia  Hickman,  and  the  Reverend  J.  C.  Zeraiigue,  Sr. 

Miss  Shiela  Nuttall,  former  R-ural  Worker  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  met 
with  Mrs.  Overbey  and  the  above  committee  in  Simmesport  the  11th  of  July, 
IWl,  and  formally  set  up  the  work. 

Mrs.  Wideman,  Watson  of  the  Conference  Committee,  Mrs.  McSween,  Mrs. 
Richardson,  Miss  Nattall,  and  Mrs.  Overbey  met  with  Miss  Catherine  Ezell, 
Professsor  of  Church  and  Community  Work  at  National  College  at  our  Confer- 
etic*  School  of  Missions,  A-agust,  1861.  This  proved  to  be  a very  pro,fita'ble 
meeting. 

Mre.  Overbey  has  been,  invited  to  Nashville  for  a six  weeks  short  course  at 
Scarritt.  Mrs.  Laskey  moved  'tiiat  permission  be  granted  Mrs.  O'verbey  to  at- 
tend this  short  course.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Laskey  moved  that  Mrs.  McSween  be  sent  to  the  Conference  for 
Church  and  Community  Workers  and  Chairmen  of  Advisory  Committees  for 
R-ural  Work  in  February,  1962,  -with.  fSO.OO  as  our  part  of  the  expenses.  Motion 
carried. 

Mrs.  McSween.  moved  that  Mrs.  Richardson  be  named  as  an  alternate  to 
this  meeting.  Carried. 

Mrs.  McSween  was  requested  to  attend  the  Conference-wide  meeting  of 
Town  and  Coiintry  Commission  in  October. 

Comimlttee  on  FriendsMp  Home  for  Negro  Girls:  Mrs.  Gailaher  reported  for 
this  committee  composed  of  Mrs.  Jackson  and  Mrs.  Orr,  in  addition  to  herself, 
as  follows: 

After  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  appointed  a committee  to  study  the  need  for  a 
FriendsMp  Home  for  Negro  Girls  in  New  Orleans,  seventeen  letters  were  mail- 
ed to  those  responsible  for  handling  such  matters. 

A request  was  made  to  the  Welfare  Planning  Council,  New  Orleans,  in 
March  to  make  a survey  for  this  Friend.sMp  Home.  The  request  was  approved 
in.  June.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  to  make  the  survey  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  September  21;  the  second  meeting,  Wednesday,  October  11.  There 
are  ten  professional  men  and  women  serving  on  this  Committee.  Dr.  Gene 
Usdin,  Chairman,  is  a board  member  of  the  Welfare  Planning  Council.  There 
are  eight  white  and  two  negro  members.  Mrs.  George  Carter  from  the  Central 
Jurisdiction  and  Mrs.  Carl  Gailaher  were  guests. 

The  Committee  members  were  given  a.ssignments  as  follows: 

1.  To  consult  employee.s  of  their  acquaintances  concerning  their  opinion  of 
the  need  and  likely  use  of  a home. 

2.  To  do  the  same  with  Commercial  Schools  and  Beauty  Schools. 

3.  To  contact  Director  of  Urban  League  for  his  opinion. 

4.  Mrs.  McGhee  was  asked  to  develop  an  expression  from  the  Negro  Com- 
munity of  her  acquaintance  as  to  the  thinking  that  brought  about  this 
request  at  this  time. 

5.  Ccmsult  ten  Negro  Ministers. 

The  Committee  is  making  a thorough  study  of  this  need.  They  are  inter- 
ested and  showing  much  consideration. 

CMistitution  and  By-Laws:  Reporting  for  the  Committee,  Mrs.  Laskey  recom- 
mended the  following  changes: 
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1.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  recommendation  No.  7,  Page  49  of  the  Twenty- 
First  Annual  Report  was  adopted  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  amend  Stand- 
ing Rule  No.  21,  page  138,  by  striking  out  the  word  “one”  in  the  first  line 
and  substituting  the  word  “two.”  Standing  Rule  No.  21  would  then  read: 

Expenses  of  two  cars  from  each  district  to  the  Conference  School  of 
Missions  will  be  paid  by  the  conference  from  the  point  where  car 
pool  originates.  The  distrtict  will  assume  expense  of  persons  to  the 
place  car  pool  originates.  (Note:  this  was  rescinded  later  in  the  meet- 
ing.) 

2.  Delete  the  present  Standing  Rule  No.  12,  page  137,  and  rewrite  to  read. 

It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service 

a.  to  endorse  and  promote  through  its  channels  plans  from  business 
concerns  to  help  local  societies  of  Christian  Service  to  make  profits 
by  selling  their  products. 

b.  to  release  lists  of  officers  to  any  organization  or  commercial  firm. 
The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  incorporate  the  policy  stated  in 
block  form  on  page  20  into  our  standing  rules. 

3.  Amend  Article  V.  Section  3,  by  inserting  the  words  “conference  dele- 
gates to  the  Assembly”  following  the  words  “Jurisdiction  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service.”  Section  3 to  read; 

Beginning  in  1960-61  an  amount  up  to  fifteen  per  cent  (15%)  of  the 
pledge  to  the  Woman’s  Division  may  be  set  aside  each  year  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  conference  society  for  cultivation  in  the  conference. 
Expenses  of  officers,  speakers  at  annual  meetings,  expenses  of  execu- 
tive committee  meetings,  expenses  of  delegates  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  conference 
delegates  to  the  Assembly,  expenses  for  promotional  and  educational 
work  of  the  conference  society  shall  be  paid  from  this  cultivation 
fund.  All  monies  in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  over  the 
amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry  on  the  conference  work  shall 
revert  to  the  general  fund. 

Mrs.  Laskey  recommended  the  adoption  of  these  changes.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Laskey  was  requested  to  make  a report  of  a request  made  for  Week 
of  Prayer  Funds.  She  stated  that  a request  has  been  placed  with  the  Woman’s 
Division  that  Week  of  Prayer  funds  be  made  availible  for  Sager-Brown  Home 
and  Godman  School  when  educational  institutions  are  again  in  line  for  this 
and  is  being  given  serious  consideration  by  the  Division.  She  stated  that  edu- 
cational institutions  come  up  every  five  years. 

During  a fifteen  minute  recess,  coffee  was  served  in  the  patio  by  the 
Downsville  Woman’s  Society. 

Committee  on  Rcscommendations:  Mrs.  Patterson  brought  a further  report 
from  this  committee.  She  presented  the  following  recommendations: 

No.  5.  That  each  Conference  officer  and  secretary  of  line  of  work  send  by 
April  15,  to  her  corresponding  district  officer  in  each  district,  suf- 
ficient copies  of  her  recommendations  for  each  society  in  that  dis- 
trict. 

No.  6 That  the  district  officer  or  secretary  of  line  of  work  mail  these 
recommendations  by  May  1 to  the  newly  elected  corresponding  local 
officer  or  secretary  of  line  of  work. 

No.  7.  That  each  conference  officer  and  secretary  of  line  of  work  send 
three  copies  of  her  recommendations  to  the  recording  secretary  of 
the  Conference  by  April  15. 

She  moved  the  adoption  of  these  recommendations.  Motion  carried. 

Committee  on  Mid-Year  and  Annual  Meeting  Place:  Mrs.  Mouton  reported 
that  Alexandria  District  will  have  the  mid-year  meeting  in  1962.  The  Annual 
Meeting  for  1963  wEl  be  in  Monroe. 
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Deaconed  A^ociation  75th  Anniversary:  Mrs.  Dameron  gave  the  following 
report: 

The  committee  understands  its  function  to  lie  in  two  directions: 

1.  To  cooperate  with  the  Deaconess  Association  in  its  plans  for  the  75th 
Anniversary  observation,  and  2.  To  suggest  ways  in  which  the  75th 
Anniversary  might  be  given  special  emphasis  in  the  1963  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Woman’s  Society. 

1.  The  President  of  the  Deaconess  Board  has  been  contacted,  but,  to  date, 
no  plans  have  been  initiated  for  this  special  program. 

2.  The  committee  has  had  one  meeting  and  offers  the  following  suggestions 
as  possible  ways  of  highlighting  this  special  occasion:  A.  A dramatic  presenta- 
tion of  the  development  of  the  Deaconess  Movement,  illustrated  by  the  use  of 
“live  pictures,”  using  Deaconesses  as  the  protraits  wherever  possible.  B.  An 
invitation  to  Bishop  Richard  C.  Raines,  President  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  to 
be  the  Conference  guest  at  the  1963  Annual  Meeting  and  to  bring  two  evening 
addresses,  one  of  which  would  center  in  the  Church’s  Mission  at  home  and  the 
place  of  the  Deaconess  in  this  Minion.  The  committee  suggests  that  this  invi- 
tation, if  approved  by  the  Elxecutive  Conunittee,  be  extended  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. C.  An  invitation  to  all  Deaconesses,  active  and  retired,  within  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference  to  attend,  the  1963  Annual  Meeting.  Mementos  of  the  oc- 
casion might  be  presented  each  Deaconess  and,  time  permitting,  one  or  more 
asked  to  speak  on  some  such  subject  as  “What  It  Means  To  Me  To  Be  a Dea- 
coness.” D.  An  inyitetion  to  a Deaconed  to  be  the  noon-day  Quiet  Hour 
Leader.  E.  Dedication  of  the  l%2-63  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman’s  Society  to 
the  Deaconesses  serving  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  F.  Displays  of  pictures 
and  literature.  G.  Mary  Lou  Barnwell  as  featured  speaker. 

Mrs.  Dameron  moved  that  an  invitation  be  issued  to  Bishop  Raines  to  be 
the  Conference  guest  speaker  at  the  1963  Annual  Meeting.  Motion  carried. 

Following  discussion  on  whether  or  not  worker’s  reports  should  be  included 
in  the  packets  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  Mrs.  McCammon  moved  that  re- 
ports of  workers  be  included  in  the  packete.

5.  That  an  amount  of  $1,200  be  set  aside  to  cover  the  expense  of  District 
Officers’  Training  to  be  held  in  the  spring  of  1963. 

6.  That  two  youth  delegates  be  sent  to  the  Assembly  May  15-18,  1962,  and 
that  $200  of  their  expenses  be  paid  by  this  Conference. 

7.  That  the  Chairman  of  Conference  Rural  Advisory  Committee,  or  a rep- 
resentative, be  sent  to  the  Conference  for  Rural  Work  and  Community 
Workers  to  be  held  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  February  5-8,  1962,  and  that 
expenses  be  paid  by  this  Conference. 

8.  That  a gift  of  $25  and  a Special  Membership  be  presented  to  Dorothea 
Brown  of  Central  Jurisdiction,  who  was  commissioned  for  Methodist 
service  overseas  by  the  Board  of  Missions  at  Greencastle,  Indiana. 

9.  That  the  Conference  pay  travel  expenses  for  Mrs.  R.  R.  Cahal  to  the 
Regional  Conference  for  Secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  to  be  held  in 
Kansas  City,  March  6-7,  1%2. 

Mrs.  Eubank  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  adopt- 
ed. Motion  carried.  Mrs.  McCammon  requested  that  the  wording  of  Recommen- 
dation No.  6 be  changed  to  allow  for  one  youth  and  one  student  delegate.  This 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Mrs.  Loyd  read  the  following  additional  recommendations  from  this  com- 
mittee: 

10.  That  the  recommended  pattern  of  attendance  to  the  Jurisdiction  and 
Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  for  the  1960-64 
quadrennium  be  followed. 

11.  That  the  expense  of  District  Officers  within  the  pattern  of  attendance  to 
the  Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  for  the  1960-64 
quadrennium  be  handled  the  same  as  in  standing  rules  No.  20  and  21, 
allowing  for  the  expense  of  one  additional  car  from  each  district  for  the 
quadrennium. 

Mrs.  Loyd  moved  the  adoption  of  recommendations  10  and  11.  Motion 
carried. 

Mrs.  Dameron  moved  that  in  the  light  of  recommendations  10  and  11  brought 
by  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  the 
action  taken  earlier,  which  changed  the  word  “one”  to  “two”  in  the  first  line 
of  Standing  Rule  21,  be  rescinded,  and  the  rule  remain  as  previously  stated. 
Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Jackson  reported  that  there  were  no  definite  recommendations  for  a 
retreat  at  this  time. 

Mrs.  Dameron  moved  that  for  the  remainder  of  the  1960-64  quadrennium, 
every  Conference  officer  and  secretary  of  line  of  work  be  expected  to  attend 
the  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  unless  detained  by  reasonable 
excuse.  Motion  carried. 

The  president  appointed  Mrs.  Cahal  to  serve  on  the  Board  at  Dulac  and  at 
MacDonell  until  the  expiration  of  her  term  as  a Conference  officer,  at  which 
time  another  Conference  officer  will  have  to  be  appointed  to  take  her  place. 

In  response  to  a request  from  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  for  the  anticipated  number  of 
people  from  Louisiana  who  expect  to  attend  Assembly  in  May,  estimates  were 
given  from  each  district  represented,  for  a total  of  thirty -six. 
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Looking  toward  Assembly,  at  the  request  of  Mrs.  Kilpatrick,  Mrs.  Orr  gave 
the  available  information  concerning  plane  fares  to  Atlantic  City.  She  was  ask- 
ed to  get  further  details  and  send  to  each  district  president. 

Mrs.  Loyd  read  the  revised  recommendation  No.  6 of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  as  follows: 

6.  That  the  amount  of  $200  'be  allowed  toward  the  expense  of  either  one 

youth  or  one  student,  or  both  a youth  and  a student,  to  the  Assembly, 

May  15-18,  1%2. 

Mrs.  Gallaher  moved  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
' mittee  on  Finance.  Motion  carried. 

The  morning  session  was  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Wells. 

For  luncheon,  the  committee  met  at  Trinity  Church.  The  Reverend  Edidie 
i Morgan,  associate  minister  of  Trinity  Church,  returned  thanks.  Mrs.  Kilpatrick 
thanked  the  hostesses,  the  host  pastor  Reverend  McGuire  and  Mrs.  McGuire, 
and  called  on  Mrs.  Jackson  for  a report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee.  She  most 
graciously  represented  the  Executive  Committee  in  presenting:

A telegram  from  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  arrived  during  the  luncheon  and  was 
read  by  the  president.  Following  the  luncheon,  the  committee  reconvened  in  a 
class  room  at  Trinity  Church  for  its  final  session. 

Mrs.  Ellender  gave  the  following  report  on  the  institutions  within  the 
Lafayette  District  that  are  supported  by  the  Woman’s  Division.  At  Sager 
Brown  Home  and  Godman  School,  the  school  rooms  had  all  been  repainted  and 
were  in  excellent  shape.  Classroom  desks,  made  possible  by  funds  from  the 
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South  Central  Jurisdiction,  have  been  bought  for  the  lower  elementary  class- 
rooms. The  dormitory  furniture,  provided  from  the  same  fund,  has  been  order- 
ed. The  Woman’s  Division  is  setting  up  an  elementary  library.  Donations  of 
appropriate  books  by  societies  or  individuals  would  be  of  great  service.  There 
are  144  students  enrolled.  A complete  faculty  is  at  work. 

At  the  Methodist  Student  Center  at  the  University  of  Southwestern  Lou- 
isiana, there  is  a regular  schedule  of  planned  activities  during  the  week.  As  the 
Director  is  away  from  the  center  at  times,  there  is  a need  for  adult  volunteer 
help  to  keep  the  Center  open.  Area  groups  could  also  help  with  refreshments 
for  dinners  and  special  occasions. 

The  hurricane  Carla  took  its  toll  at  Dulac  Community  Center.  The  water 
was  only  an  inch  from  entering  the  floor  of  the  new  building  and  was  in  the 
lower  floor  of  the  frame  building.  Two  of  the  drainage  pumps  were  damaged. 
The  stove  and  refrigerator  in  the  worker’s  apartment  were  ruined.  It  is  plan- 
ned to  move  this  apartment  upstairs  where  space  is  available.  Miss  Helen  Suk, 
US2,  has  been  transferred.  Girls  and  women  who  previously  had  advantage  of 
the  center  are  going  back  there  to  work,  eager  for  their  children  to  have  the 
advantages  they  enjoyed. 

At  MacDonell  Methodist  Center,  there  are  now  four  apartments.  In  Sep- 
tember. 1960,  sixteen  children  were  enrolled.  In  September,  1961,  there  were 
twenty-eight.  Three  were  returned  home.  A total  of  thirty-one  were  cared  for 
during  the  year.  The  staff  is  doing  a great  deal  of  psychological  testing  work 
with  the  Terrebonne  Guidance  Center  and  the  Special  Education  Department 
of  Nicholls  State  College  at  Thibodaux.  Psychiatric  service  from  the  Guidance 
Center  is  used  regularly.  Two  college  students  did  volunteer  work  at  the  Cen- 
ter during  the  summer. 

Louisiana  Conference  News:  Mrs.  McSween  reported  that  4,752  copies  of  the 
third  issue  of  the  News  and  Promotion  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  were  mailed 
at  a cost  of  $346.33.  This  was  the  May  15,  1961  issue. 

This  report  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  McSween  read  the  following  recommendation  from  the  Committee  on 
the  Louisiana  Conference  News:  After  studying  the  cost,  use,  and  values  of 
the  three  issues  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  News  which  have  been  published 
to  date,  the  committee  makes  the  following  observations  as  preamble  to  its 

recommendations : 

1.  The  paper  has  been  costly  in  terms  of  money,  effort,  and  time.  'The 
editor’s  job  requires  many  hours  of  editing  and  typing  to  prepare  mater- 
ials for  the  printer  and  for  mailing. 

2.  So  few  statements  of  evaluation,  compared  to  the  total  number  of  papers 
mailed,  have  been  received,  that  the  committee  has  been  unable  to  draw 
any  conclusions  as  to  the  real  value  or  use  of  the  paper  to  local  societies 
and  guilds.  However,  of  the  few  received,  several  expressed  a desire  to 
hear  directly  from  the  conference  officers  and  secretaries  rather  than 
through  the  paper. 

3.  Information  gained  by  word  of  mouth  indicates  that  the  paper  has  not 
been  presented  or  referred  to  in  some  local  societies  and  guilds. 

3.  Due  to  restrictions  of  space,  the  articles  furnished  by  the  conference 
officers  and  secretaries  have  had  limited  value. 

In  the  light  of  the  above  consideration,  the  Committee  makes  the  follow- 
ing recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Conference  Paper,  in  its  present  size,  be  discontinued. 

2.  That,  for  the  conference  year,  1962-63,  two  papers  of  four  pages  each,  be 
published,  and  that  one  of  these  two  issues  be  used  primarily  to  publicize 
the  Annual  Meeting  and  the  other  to  publicize  the  School  of  Missions. 

3.  That  the  listings  for  mailing  of  the  paper  be  retained  as  recorded  on 
page  28,  of  the  Twenty-First  Annual  Report  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  with  the  exception  of  items  “f’ 
and  “i”,  which  shall  be  changed  as  follows: 
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a Item  “f”  to  read,  “presidents  and  secretaries  of  promotion  and  sec- 
retaries of  missionary  education  of  local  Woman’s  Society  of  Christ- 
ian Service  - three  copies  each.” 

b Item  “i”  to  read,  “presidents  and  secretaries  of  promotion  and  chair- 
men of  missionary  education  of  local  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  - 
three  copies  each.” 

It  was  moved  that  these  recommendations  be  adopted.  Motion  carried. 

A discussion  of  plans  for  the  paper  followed. 

The  secretary  was  asked  to  read  the  listing  of  the  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  from  the  Conference  By-Laws.  Since  district  secretaries  of 
promotion  and  district  treasurers  are  not  listed  as  members,  their  status  on 
the  committee  was  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that  this  matter  will  be  decided 
on  at  the  spring  meeting. 

Mrs.  McSween  stated  that  one  copy  of  the  1941  Annual  Report  is  needed 
for  the  bound  copy  she  is  preparing.  The  one  volume  of  bound  copy  that  has 
been  prepared  for  ■flie  president  was  presented. 

The  president  requested  that  each  member  present  evaluate  the  mid-year 
Executive  Committee  meeting,  and  mail  the  evaluation  to  her. 

The  Committee  on  Journal  reported  that  the  records  were  in  onder  and  a 
more  detailed  report  will  be  given  after  reviewing  the  completed  minute. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

SPRmG  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

MARCH,  1962 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
Louisiana  Conference,  assembled  at  noon,  March  13,  1962,  in  the  Fellowship 
Hall  of  St.  Luke’s  Methodist  Church  in  New  Orleans  for  a luncheon  served  by 
members  of  the  Woman's  Society.  'The  Reverend  J.  J.  Carraway,  pastor,  re- 
turned thanks.  The  president,  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick,  spoke  words  of  greet- 
ing and  reported  a telephone  call  from  Mrs.  J.  C.  Whitaker,  a former  mem- 
ber of  this  committee  now  residing  in  New  Jersey,  extending  her  love  and 
good  wishes  for  the  Annual  Meeting.  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  introduced  the  Reverend 
Carraway;  Mrs.  Elmo  Koshel,  president  of  St.  Luke’s  Woman’s  Society,  and  her 
mother  Mrs.  Ethel  Campbell,  a former  Conference  Secretary  of  Promotion;  and 
Mrs.  R.  W.  Harkess,  president-elect  of  St.  Luke’s  Society. 

The  opening  business  session  was  held  in  the  Sanctuary  of  the  Church,  im- 
mediately following  the  luncheon,  with  the  president  presiding.  The  president 
opened  fte  meeting  with  her  report,  concluding  with  a meditation.  She  report- 
ed that  by  invitation  she  had  spoken  on  the  World  Federation,  the  Methodist 
Conference  held  at  Oslo,  and  on  the  Holy  Land  (all  of  which  she  visited  last 
summer)  and  had  shown  slides  of  same  at  Church  services.  Woman’s  Society 
meetings  and  Sunday  School  groups.  She  expressed  thanks  for  the  news  letters 
that  are  put  out  by  the  district  presidents  and  secretaries  of  promotion.  She 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a recognition  day  for  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  needs  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  pastors  of  the  churches, 
so  that  the  church  as  a whole  can  share  in  the  knowledge  of  the  work  of  the 
Woman’s  Society.  She  urged  that  each  person  going  out  of  office  this  year  pre- 
pare a procedural  file,  passing  on  to  her  successor  letters  that  can  be  of  value 
and  all  information  that  will  be  helpful. 
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She  lifted  up  two  areas  of  work  — Membership,  and  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations. In  the  area  of  membership  she  recommended  the  use  of  a survey  of 
Church  Ebctension  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  that  may  be  secured  from  the 
Town  and  Country  Commission.  She  stated  that  Louisiana  is  still  a Conference 
made  up  predominantly  of  churches  with  small  congregations — , and  spoke  of 
the  blessings  of  a small  society.  In  the  area  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  she 
urged  that  we  work  to  build  a greater  church  for  the  glory  of  God,  being  con- 
structive— not  destructive — critics.  As  women  we  can  do  nothing  better  in  the 
struggle  against  Communism  than  strengthen  our  church  both  at  home  and 
abroad.  She  urged  that  we  pray  for  the  representatives  at  the  18  nation  Dis- 
armament Conference  in  Geneva  and  lift  this  meeting  of  world  importance  to 
God  in  prayer,  that  the  world  may  turn  to  peace. 

She  expressed  her  appreciation  to  the  women  of  Louisiana  for  the  oppor- 
tunities that  had  been  hers  during  the  past  four  years. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  then  led  in  a meditation,  using  a responsive  litany  that  was 
used  at  the  meeting  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  in  Oslo. 

Roll  call  by  the  secretary  showed  the  following  members  present:  Mrs.

Watson,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Mrs.  Robley  Davis,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Patterson,  Jr., 
Mrs.  T.  Haller  Jackson,  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Giessen,  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  Mrs. 
Lee  Tidwell,  Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan,  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson, 
Mrs.  J.  E.  McCampbell,  Mrs.  T.  Luster  James,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Hyde,  Mrs.  W.  A.

It  was  reported  that  Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert  was  absent  because  of  the  illness 
of  her  husband,  and  that  Mrs.  C.  J.  Tackaberry  was  very  ill  and  would  be 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting.  Mrs.  Johnston  was  requested  to  send  appropriate 
messages  to  those  who  were  absent. 

Mrs.  Jackson  led  in  a prayer  meditation  during  which  all  those  known  to 
be  ill  or  in  sorrow  were  remembered. 

Mrs.  Tatum  reported  on  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Sager-Brown  Home  and 
Godman  School  which  she  attended  with  Dr.  Evelyn  Berry,  who  is  Executive 
Secretary  of  Educational  Work  and  Residences  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  She 
stated  that  a remodeling  program  which  includes  renovation  of  existing  build- 
ings and  a possible  new  building  were  discussed. 

Correspondence  was  read  by  the  recording  secretary. 

In  response  to  an  offer  from  Miss  Ella  Hooper  to  donate  her  complete  file 
of  Annual  Reports  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  Society,  Mrs.  Jackson  and  Mrs. 
Patterson  were  appointed  to  contact  Miss  Hooper  with  reference  to  her  offer, 
and  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  placing  them  at  Centenary  or  in  another 
suitable  place  as  a permanent  file. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  suggested  that  we  consider  having  a historian  for  the  Con- 
ference Society,  action  to  be  taken  on  this  suggestion  at  the  mid-year  meeting. 

Because  of  serious  concern  about  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Tackaberry,  a voluntary 
offering  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  was  designated  for  St.  Mark’s  Com- 
munity Center  in  her  honor  and  for  flowers  to  bear  to  her  the  message  of  our 
concern  and  our  prayers. 

It  was  requested  that  the  name  of  Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild,  who  served  in  the 
Conference  Woman’s  Society  for  many  years,  be  put  on  the  mailing  list,  and 
that  a message  of  appreciation  be  sent  from  the  Executive  Committee  to  Mrs. 
Fairchild  in  appreciation  of  her  work  through  the  years  of  keeping  the  Special 
Membership  roll  for  the  Conference. 

The  minutes  of  the  mid-year  meeting  were  approved  as  circulated,  with  a 
few  minor  corrections. 
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The  recording  secretary  gave  the  following  report  from  the  Administrative 
Committee.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  local  delegates  have  expressed  a de- 
sire to  have  officers’  recommendations  included  in  the  packets  at  the  Annuil 
Meeting,  the  Administrative  Committee  recommends  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee  rescind  the  action  taken  at  the  mid-year  meeting  (1961)  concerning  Re- 
commendation No.  1 of  the  Committee  on  Recommendations,  which  was  adopt- 
ed, this  recommendation  being  “that  mimeographed  copies  of  recommendations 
in  full  or  in  composite  form  be  omitted  from  the  delegates’  packets.”  'The  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  also  recommends  that  the  officers’  recommendations  be 
included  in  the  delegates’  packets  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  She  stated  that  the 
officers  had  been  advised  that  this  recommendation  was  to  be  made  and  had 
prepared  copies  for  delegates’  packets  in  anticipation  of  its  adoption. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  McSween  that  the  Executive  Committee  rescind  the 
action  taken  at  the  mid-year  meeting  1961  “that  mimeographed  copies  of  re- 
commendations in  full  or  in  composite  form  be  omitted  from  the  delegates’ 
packets,”  and  further  moved  that  officers’  recommendations  be  included  in  the 
delegates’  packets.

Mrs.  Jackson  reported  that  all  District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life,  in  their 
reports  at  the  end  of  the  last  period,  stressed  increased  interest  in  prayer  and 
prayer  groups.  She  urged  that  we  renew  and  redouble  our  efforts  toward  at- 
taining a 100%  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  in  1962,  the  75th  anniversary 
of  its  beginning,  and  stated  that  the  week,  prO’perly  kept,  is  a Week  of  Prayer 
and  Self  Denial.  She  urged  that  the  self  denial  be  given  added  emphasis, 
phasis. 

The  president  welcomed  Mrs.  Tidwell,  who  had  been  absent  from  previous 
meetings  because  of  illness.  Mrs.  Tidwell  stated  that  a recommendation  made 
at  the  meeting  of  Organization  and  Promotion  in  New  York  in  September  be- 
came final  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division  at  Buckhill  Falls  in 
January,  1962,  to  the  effect  that  the  secretary  of  promotion  on  the  local  level 
is  now  chairman  of  the  committee  on  membership.  She  stated  that  plans  are 
such  that  we  will  be  entering  into  more  phases  of  leadership  training,  to  sup- 
plement that  of  last  year. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  stated  that  Public  Affairs  Research  published  figures  on 
population  growth  in  Louisiana  which  show  a 34%  increase  since  1940.  The 
Woman’s  Society  is  not  nearly  keeping  up  with  the  population  increase.  We 
are  falling  short  of  challenging  women  to  membership  in  the  Woman’s  Society. 

Mrs.  Cahal  reported  on  attending  the  Regional  Conference  of  Children’s 
Workers  at  National  College  for  Christian  Workers  in  Kansas  City  in  March. 
She  served  on  the  display  committee  for  this  meeting.  Those  in  attendance 
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were  urged  to  see  that  the  person  elected  as  local  secretary  of  children’s  work 
be  qualified  to  work  with  children  in  the  total  program  of  the  Church  School. 
She  reported  that  they  are  asking  and  hoping  that  more  recognition  will  be 
given  to  Children’s  Work,  that  district  secretaries  be  given  the  opportunity  of 
training  in  the  School  of  Missions,  and  that  the  Woman’s  Society  cooperate 
more  with  the  Conference  Board  of  Education.  We  are  falling  short  on  chan- 
neling oru:  offerings  for  missionary  education  in  additional  sessions  through 
the  Children’s  Service  Fund.  There  is  a need  to  emphasize  that  this  method  be 
used  in  each  local  church.  New  church  school  materials  for  children  will  ’oe 
ready  for  use  in  1964.  She  reported  that  she  attended  the  Board  of  Director’s 
meeting  at  MacDonell  Methodist  Center  and  served  as  director  of  a District 
Laboratory  School  for  Nursery  Work.  She  recommended  that  the  Secretary 
of  Children’s  Work  to  be  elected  to  replace  her  be  sent  to  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  Leadership  School  which  is  to  be  held  July  16-22,  1962. 

Mrs.  Tidwell  announced  that  the  meeting  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  will  be  held  in  Atlantic  City  on  May 
14th  for  a one  day  session  preceding  Assembly,  stating  that  those  who  are 
members  of  the  Jurisdiction  Society  and  are  planning  to  attend  Assembly  will 
want  to  attend  this  meeting. 

Mrs.  Mouton  reported  that  in  November  she  attended  a Foreign  Policy  Se- 
minar held  by  the  United  Nations  Organization  of  the  City  of  Dallas.  She 
stated  that  the  Louisiana  Regional  Committee  on  Quadrennial  Emphasis  on 
Race  will  have  a meeting  in  New  Orleans  on  April  5th.  She  discussed  the 
Christian  Social  Relations  recommendations  that  were  listed  in  the  delegates’ 
packets. 

Mrs.  Dameron  reported  that  emphasis  on  missionary  personnel  and  recruit- 
ment is  a feature  of  the  program  of  leadership  training  for  the  coming  year. 
She  urged  that  local  Committees  on  Christian  Vocations  and  Youth  Councils 
study  the  new  book,  “The  Bible  and  God’s  Call,”  urging  that  we  seek  to  in- 
fluence them  to  do  so.  She  is  to  attend  a Regional  Seminar  on  Christian  Vo- 
cations in  McAlester,  Oklahoma— one  of  six  delegates  from  Louisiana.  There 
will  be  a Conference-wide  conference  on  Christian  Vocations  for  Older  Youth 
at  Camp  Istrouma,  August  18-19.  She  suggested  that  in  1963  the  districts  plcin 
some  appropriate  celebration  of  the  75th  anniversary  of  Deaconess  work. 

Committee  meetings  were  scheduled.  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  dismissed  this  session 
with  prayer. 


TUESDAY  EVENING 

The  Committee  convened  for  dinner  in  the  Fellowship  Hall  of  Lake  Vista 
Church,  courtesy  of  the  Woman’s  Societies  of  Lake  Vista  and  Elysian  Fields 
Churches.  The  Reverend  Clyde  Frazier  asked  the  blessing.  The  president  pre- 
sented Mrs.  W.  C.  Christensen,  president  of  l^ke  Vista  Society,  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Winn,  president  of  Elysian  Fields  Society,  and  their  committees. 

Following  the  dinner  and  a tour  of  the  beautiful  new  Sanctuary,  the  eve- 
ning session  was  held  in  the  chapel. 

Mrs.  Patterson  recounted  plans  for  the  district  meetings  in  April,  stating 
that  Mrs.  Dameron  would  itinerate  the  Conference  to  direct  the  presentation  of 
the  leadership  training  information.  Mimeographed  material  has  been  sent  to 
the  District  presidents  to  serve  as  guides  for  planning  their  programs.  She  gave 
a resume  of  the  programs  outlined.  Leadership  training  is  to  be  repeated  this 
year  in  the  Schools  of  Missions  with  special  emphasis  on  Recruitment  and  Pro- 
gram Building.  She  stated  that  the  Committee  on  Promotion  of  the  Woman’s 
Division  is  studying  and  re-thinking  the  plan  of  reporting  twice  a year.  She 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a new  bylaw  from  the  Woman’s  Division  make.; 
the  local  secretary  of  promotion  chairman  of  the  membership  committee. 

Mrs.  McCammon,  expressing  appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  serving  as 
Secretary  of  Youth  Work  for  four  years,  listed  several  accomplishments  in  this 
dejjartment  of  work.  There  is  a coordination  of  work  and  purpose  with  the 
total  program  of  youth  work  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  which  promises  to 
increase  and  bear  fruit  in  years  to  come.  There  is  a better  understanding  of 
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the  relationship  of  Youth  SecretaiT  to  the  total  program  of  the  Methodist 
j;  Youth  FeHowsMp.  Tire  inauguration  of  the  attendance  of  girls  at  School  of 
" Missions  and  the  Miasion  Tours  should  .provide  a background  of  invaluable  ex- 
peri«ice  for  our  young  people.  The  program  of  Christian  Outreach  has  been, 
lifted  up  in  Conference  Youth  Asemblies,  workshops,  district,  and  sub-district 
; meetings.  Hirough  these  emphases  It  is  hoped  that  commitment  to  Christ  and 
I;  Ife  Way  will  foe  a reality  in.  the  lives  of  the  youth  whom  we  are  striving  to 
jl  serve. 

I Mrs.  Jackson,  Chairman  of  the  Annual  Meeting  Program,  gave  directions 

li  for  some  of  the  activities  of  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  McSween  reported  on  a four  day  Conference  on  The  Church  and  Com- 
munity in  Nashville,  stating  that  it  was  very  help.ful  in  her  knowledge  of  the 
work  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Town  and  Country  Work,  formerly  the 
Rural  Advisory  Committee. 

As  editor  of  the  l<»iiMaiia  Conference  News,  Mrs.  McSween  gave  the  fol- 
lowing repo.rt:

i She  gave  a rough  sketch  of  the  contents  of  the  May,  1962,  issue,  stating  that 

i as  in  the  .past,  the  'paper  would  carry  the  publicity  and  program  of  the  1962 
Conference  School  of  Missions.  Articles  from  our  missionaries  from  Louisiana 
who  are  in  the  foreign  field  and  from  directors  or  head  residents  of  the  pro- 
jects in  Louisiana  will  be  published  in  this  issue.  The  following  articles  were 
j'  req'uested:  from  the  Chairman  of  the  School,  the  school  program;  from  the 
Dean  of  the  School,  articles  and  notes  concerning  the  School  and  pictures  and 
thumbnail  sketches  of  all  teachers  for  the  school;  from  each  retiring  officer,  an 
article  of  introduction  of  the  newly'  elected  officer  succeeding  her,  with  word 
allowances  as  follows — the  president  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  the  secretary 
I of  the  Guild  300  words,  and  the  other  officers  200  words;  from  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Tours,  an  article  on  the  Youth  Mission  Tour  for  1362. 

A new  feature  of  the  paper  will  be  a list  of  the  conference  officers  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  and  the  name  of  the  editor.  It  will  also  carry  an  article  or 
I articles  on  “Echoes  from  the  Annual  Meeting.” 

All  pictures  should  be  glossy  prints  2 inches  wide  and  3 inches  high.  A 
copy  ©f  each  article  should  be  sent  to  the  Editor  and  to  Mrs.  Dameron  on  or 
before  April  1st,  1962. 

The  president  expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  Committee  to  Mrs.  Mc- 
Sween and  Mrs.  Dameron  for  their  very  fine  work  on  the  paper. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Loyd,  Mrs.  McSween  brought  two  recommendations 
from  the  Committee  on  Finance: 

1.  The  Committee  on  Finance  recommends  that  for  the  remainder  of  the 
1960-64  quadreraiium,  every  Conference  officer  and  secretary  of  line  _of 
work  be  expected  to  attend  the  Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Chris- 
tian Service  at  Conference  expense. 
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Mrs.  McSween  moved  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation.  Motion  Carried. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Finance  recommends  that  the  offering  taken  each 
night  at  this  Annual  Meeting  be  used  to  supplement  the  offering  to  be 
sent  to  Assembly  to  be  used  for  scholarships  in  the  Secondary  Schools 
and  Colleges  related  to  the  Woman’s  Division. 

Mrs.  McSween  moved  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation.  Motion  Carried. 

Mrs.  Dampier  raised  the  question  of  the  possible  need  for  a third  car  from 
each  district  for  district  officers  and  Guild  members  in  the  quadrennial  pattern, 
especially  since  every  conference  officer  would  be  required  to  attend  School 
of  Missions  and  would  in  many  cases  be  riding  in  one  of  the  two  allotted  dis- 
trict cars.  Discussion  followed.  The  question  was  referred  to  the  School  of 
Missions  committee. 

Miss  Sue  Batton,  stated  that  the  Guild  now  has  2174  members  in  111  units. 
Two  new  units  have  been  organized  in  the  last  three  quarters,  and  three  more 
are  in  process  of  being  organized.  When  she  took  office  four  years  ago,  the 
budget  was  $11,000.  It  is  being  raised  to  $17,450  for  1962-63.  She  recommended 
that  the  new  officers  of  the  Woman’s  Society  make  a study  of  the  Bylaws  and 
Constitution  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  work  with  the  Guild  toward 
organizing  new  units.  She  expressed  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  and  help 
that  the  Guild  receives  from  the  Woman’s  Society. 

Mrs.  Davis  spoke  concerning  ways  of  channeling  missionary  news  to  the 
local  society.  At  present  it  is  being  put  into  the  Louisiana  Conference  News. 
She  called  attention  to  recommendations  for  Missionary  Service  that  are  found 
in  the  packets.  She  stated  that  a suggestion  has  come  from  the  Secretary  of 
Foreign  Work  that  letters  from  missionaries  in  Southeast  Asia  be  saved  for  use 
in  the  study  next  year  on  “The  Rim  of  East  Asia.” 

Mrs.  Jackson  stated  that  missionaries  have  been  asked  to  prepare  the  morn- 
ing devotionals  to  be  used  at  Conference  School  of  Missions  as  was  done  in 
1961. 

Mrs.  Gallaher  brought  a report  from  a Deaconess  Board  meeting  on  March 
12th.  Funds  are  needed  for  the  75th  anniversary  of  Deaconess  Work  next  year, 
so  it  was  suggested  that  the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  of  the 
Church  be  asked  for  $350.00  and  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  for  $150.00. 
Mrs.  Gallaher  recommended  that  we  give  $150.00  to  the  Deaconess  Board  for 
this  purpose.  This  recommendation  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Following  a short  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  Mrs.  McSween 
made  a recommendation  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  recommends  that  $150.00  be  sent  to  the  Deacon- 
ess Board  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  assist  in  plans  for  the  observance  of 
the  75th  Anniversary  of  the  Deaconess  movement. 

Mrs.  McSween  moved  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation.  Motion  car- 
ried. 

Mrs.  Giessen  submitted  the  name  of  Merry  Orr  as  student  delegate  to  the 
Sixth  Assembly.  She  stated  that  the  Louisiana  Conference  Director  of  Metho- 
dist Student  Movement,  the  Conference  President,  and  the  Conference  Secre- 
taries of  Missionary  Personnel,  Youth  Work,  and  Student  Work  have  studied 
her  qualificatoins  according  to  the  requirements  set  up  by  the  Division  and 
have  found  that  Merry  Orr  meets  these  requirements.  She  has  agreed  to  share 
her  experiences  with  the  women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  if  selected. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  Merry  Orr  should  be  Student  delegate  to 
the  Assembly.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Warren  Orr,  Conference  Secretary 
of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Mrs.  Mouton,  reporting  for  the  Committee  on  Mid-Year  and  Annual  Meet- 
ing Place,  stated  that  the  1%3  Annual  Meeting  will  be  held  in  Monroe,  March 
13-15.  The  Mid-Year  Executive  Committee  Meeting  will  be  in  Alexandria,  at 
Horseshoe  Drive  Methodist  Church,  in  October,  1962. 
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Mrs.  McGowan,  chairmen  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  reported  a slate 
of  officers  ready  to  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  with  one  nominee  for  each 
office.  Ballots  have  been  prepared  for  the  delegates. 

Mrs.  Watson,  reported  that  12  District  Educational  Seminars  were  held  in 
1 1961:  9 for  the  Woman’s  Society  and  3 for  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  with 

234  Woman’s  Societies  and  4 Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  repuesented.  The  total 
I number  of  persons  attending  seminars  was  1273  for  Woman’s  Society  and  147 
i for  Guild.  Seminar  offering,  after  Seminar  expenses  were  paid,  was  $114.01. 

I Paid  out  of  this  fund  was  |32.50  for  film-strips  as  follows:  ’’Church  in  Action,” 
$4.00;  “Boomtime,”  $7.00;  “Better  Than  Silver,”  $8.00;  “Member  One  of  An- 
other,” $5.50;  “World  Wide  Friends,”  $8.00.  These  filmstrips  were  used  during 
Conference  School  of  Missions  and  are  now  being  used  throughout  the  Con- 
ference with  approved  studies  and  for  promoting  the  work  of  the  Woman’s 
Division.  Most  of  the  districts  held  Youth  and  Children’s  workshops. 

Reporting  on  plans  for  School  of  Missions,  to  be  held  August  13-17,  she  stat- 
ed that  instructors  had  been  secured  for  all  the  courses  stating  that  a complete 
listing  of  the  courses  and  textbooks  has  been  placed  in  the  delegates’  packets 
for  the  Annual  Meeting.  Plans  for  the  leadership  development  emphasis  will 
deal  especially  with  missionary  personnel  and  program  development.  The  Wo- 
man’s Division  has  asked  that  these  two  important  phases  of  the  work  be  given, 
adequate  time  before  the  entire  group  attending  the  summer  schools.  She  stat- 
ed that  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  dates  are  June  25-30,  1962. 

Mrs.  Dameron,  reporting  for  the  Committee  on  75th  Deaconess  Anniversary, 
suggested  the  possibility  of  inviting  Miss  Betty  Letzig,  former  president  of  the 
Jurisdiction  Deaconess  Association  and  jiarticipant  in  the  Deaconess  Exchange 
program  as  a guest  for  the  1963  Annual  Meeting. 

The  president  called  attention  to  an  item  of  business  deferred  to  this  meet- 
ing from  Mid- Year  session,  pertaining  to  the  status  of  the  district  treasurers 
and  the  district  secretaries  of  promotion  on  the  Executive  Commitee.  After  a 
lengthy  discussion,  Mrs.  Dameron  recommended  that  a committee  be  apix)inted 
to  bring  a recommendation  on  this  matter  to  the  mid-year  meeting.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  suggestion,  the  president  appointed  the  following  committee  to 
consider  the  question  and  bring  a recommendation  to  the  fall  meeting:  Mrs. 
B.  F.  Patterson,  Jr.,  the  new  Conference  treasurer,  Mrs.  T.  Luster  James,  Mrs. 
J.  H.  McSween,  and  Mrs.  Cecil  Read. 

Mrs.  Patterson  recommended  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  determine 
the  length  of  service  to  ibe  given  by  a conference  officer  or  secretary  of  a line 
of  work  before  she  is  eligible  for  a special  membership  award  from  the  confer- 
ence society.  Discussion  followed,  but  no  action  was  taken.  The  president  re- 
ferred the  consideration  of  this  to  a future  session. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  asked  that  the  district  presidents  report  any  outstanding 
work  done  in  their  districts.  Mrs.  Girard  reported  that  Lafayette  has  reorgan- 
ized one  Society,  Jeanerette,  and  organized  a new  Society  at  Lydia.  Plans  are 
underway  for  organization  of  two  others.  Several  district  members  have  been 
secured. 

Mrs.  Wells  stated  that  there  are  four  new  societies  in  Ruston  District. 

Mrs.  Gallaher  reported  that  in  New  Orleans  District,  the  New  Orleans  Wo- 
man’s Society  Seminar  and  the  Missions  Institute  of  the  United  Council  of 
Church  Women  will  combine  their  meetings  this  year. 

Mrs.  Orr  gave  a brief  report  on  the  proposed  plan  for  a trip  to  Assembly. 
The  president  requested  that  she  make  an  announcement  of  plans  for  the  trip  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

Miss  Louise  Sharp,  a former  member  of  this  Commmittee,  was  presented. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned,  to  reconvene  immediately  following  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Annual  Meeting.

I The  twenty -second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s 

1 Society  of  Christian  Service  convened  at  1:45  P.  M.,  March  14,  1962,  in  the  sanc- 

tuary of  First  Methodist  Church,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  with  the  President, 
! Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick,  presiding. 

Following  the  organ  prelude,  Mrs.  Loyd  White  at  the  organ,  the  theme 
i hymn,  “God  of  the  Strong,  God  of  the  Weak,”  was  sung.  The  president  called 
i attention  to  the  very  meaningful  words  of  this  hymn. 

Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher,  President  of  New  Orleans  District,  led  in  the  opening 
1 meditation,  using  the  scripture  John  15:  1-14,  from  the  Goodspeed  translation. 
I She  stated  that  this  scripture  gives  meaning  to  the  World  Federation  prayer. 
I If  we  stay  united  in  Christ,  we  will  put  this  prayer  into  action.  The  meditation 
was  concluded  with  the  World  Federation  prayer  repeated  in  unison. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  presented  Mrs.  L.  F.  Wagner,  President  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  who  extended  a cordial  welcome  to  all 
delegates  and  visitors.  'The  Reverend  John  Rasmussen,  Associate  Pastor  of 
First  Methodist  Church,  and  Mrs.  Rasmussen  were  introduced.  Reverend  Ras- 
mussen also  spoke  words  of  welcome. 

Mrs.  A.  C.  Porter,  General  Chairman  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  presented  the 
Committee  Chairmen  for  the  meeting,  who  assembled  on  the  platform  and  sang 
their  theme  .<?ong — “Ihe  Conference  is  Coming,”  a delightful  parody  on  an  old 
familiar  song,  “There’s  a Great  Day  Coming.”  Mrs.  Porter  stated  that  hostesses 
j for  this  meeting  were  aU  sister  churches  in  New  Orleans. 

In  presenting  the  program  folder,  Mrs.  T.  Haller  Jackson,  Program  Chair- 
man, called  attention  to  the  new  format  and  the  added  information  that  it  con- 
tained, and  to  the  theme  for  the  meeting — “His  Mission  Unites  Us.”  The  theme 
hymn  was  chosen  because  of  the  beauty  and  meaning  of  its  words.  She  stated 
that  the  Chapel  would  be  open  throughout  the  meeting  for  prayer.  She  xwinted 
out  two  changes  in  the  program:  Because  illness  would  prevent  Dr.  B.  C.  Taylor 
from  attending  this  meeting,  Bishop  Walton  would  give  the  benediction  for  the 
Wednesday  afternoon  meeting;  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan  would  substitute  for 
Mrs.  C.  J.  Tackaberry  on  the  Thiusday  morning  program,  due  to  the  serious 
illness  of  Mrs.  Tackaberry. 

'The  report  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  the  Annual  Meeting  was  as  fol- 
lows: The  Twenty-First  Annual  Report  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  printed  at  a cost 
of  $1,258.00  for  1,000  copies  of  141  pages  each.  This  was  200  more  than  the  usual 
number,  because  of  the  revision  of  the  Conference  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules 
in  1960.  The  total  dost,  including  envelopes  and  cost  of  mailing  707  copies  was 
$1,307.83.  A copy  was  mailed  free  of  charge  to  each  local  society  president. 
Many  were  sold  at  Conference  School  of  Missions  and  at  district  seminars. 
There  are  some  on  sale  in  the  literature  room  at  this  Annual  Meeting.  The 
Annual  Report  is  a “working  tool  that  should  be  used  in  every  local  society. 

A correction  should  be  made  in  the  directory:  Geraldine  Hunt’s  name 
should  not  have  been  included  in  the  list  of  US2’s  in  the  Annual  Report  as  she 
has  completed  her  term  as  a US2  and  is  now  doing  social  work  for  another 
agency. 

On  May  11,  1961,  Mrs.  C.  J.  Tackaberry  was  appointed  as  a member  of  the 
Administrative  Committee  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  Mrs.  Charles  Cadwallader  on  the  Executive  Committee.  On  July  1st, 
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1961,  Mrs.  Martha  Overbey  was  appointed  as  Church  and  Community  Worker 
in  Alexandria  District,  following  plans  that  were  begun  in  the  spring  of  1961. 
Her  work  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Advisory  Committee  for  the 
Simmesport-Evergreen  area.  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween  serves  as  chairman  of  this 
committee.  Other  members  are  listed  in  the  Annual  Report. 

The  secretary  stated  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Bylaws  woiild  report  Friday  morning,  with  two  additions  to  the  Bylaws 
to  be  considered. 

Committee  appointments  were  read  as  follows:  Journal,  Mrs.  L.  K.  Wells, 
Mrs.  Cecil  Read,  Mrs.  J.  'H.  McSween;  Resolutions,  Mrs.  M.  Eloi  Girard,  Mrs. 
M.  R.  Tatum,  Mrs.  T.  Luster  James;  Counting  Tellers:  Mrs.  Wideman  Watson, 
Mrs.  G.  A.  Blankenbaker,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Tenant,  Mrs.  R.  W.  Harkess,  Mrs.  W.  D. 
Snelling,  Mrs.  S.  A.  Seegers,  Mrs.  T.  F.  Wilbanks;  Distributing  Tellers:  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Barnwell,  Mrs.  Marvin  Carlson,  Mrs.  H.  B.  Staples,  Mrs.  Ira  Woodfin,  Mrs. 
Allen  Jemigan. 

Mrs.  Herbert  Loyd,  Treasurer,  reported  that  the  Woman’s  Division,  at  its 
September  meeting,  voted  to  eliminate  “Baby”  and  “Junior”  Memberships  and 
replace  them  with  “gifts  to  Missions,  in  honor  of  babies  and  children.  A cer- 
tificate will  be  given,  in  honor  of  the  child,  with  each  gift  received.  The 
amount  of  such  a gift  will  be  $5.00  or  more,  as  it  was  for  the  memberships, 
and  will  be  reported  in  the  same  way.  New  blanks  for  this  wiU  be  available 
in  May.

14.  That  special  attention  be  given  to  the  cultivation  of  large  gifts,  legacies 
and  bequests.  Information  on  these  special  sources  of  income  is  found 
in  the  Treasurer’s  Handbook  and  the  booklet,  “A  Continuing  Steward- 
ship.” 

15.  That  emphasis  be  given  on  such  special  giving  as  World  Banks,  In  Re- 
membrance Gifts,  and  Special  Memberships. 

16.  That  for  the  remainder  of  the  1960-64  quadrennium,  every  Conference 
officer  and  secretary  of  line  of  work  be  expected  to  attend  the  Confer- 
ence School  of  Missions  and  Christie  Service  at  Conference  expense. 

17.  That  the  offering  taken  each  night  at  this  Annual  Meeting  be  used  to 
supplement  the  offering  to  be  sent  to  Assembly,  to  be  used  for  scholar- 
ships in  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  related  to  the  Woman’s  Divi- 
sion.

Reverend  Byrd  welcomed  the  visitors  and 
delegates.  She  also  presented  Mrs.  Aubrey  W.  Walton,  the  wife  of  Bishop  Wal- 
ton; Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Wilson,  director  of  Methodist  Information,  and  Mr.  Alfred 
Knox,  editor  of  Louisiana  Methodist. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  stated  that  the  offering  taken  at  evening  meetings  would 
be  used  to  supplement  that  from  local  societies  and  would  be  taken  to  Assem- 
bly, thus  emphasizing  the  previous  adoption  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  concerning  this. 

Mrs.  Warren  Orr  made  an  announcement  about  travel  to  Assembly,  stating 
that  information  could  be  obtained  and  reservations  could  be  made  in  the  lobby 
of  the  Church  on  Thursday  and  Friday.

Community  Center;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  L.  Howe,  Jr.  from  MacDonell  Methodist 
Center;  Mrs.  Martha  Overbey,  Church  and  Community  Worker  in  Alexandria 
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District;  Miss  Ella  Hooper,  retired.  She  stated  that  Miss  Wilhelmina  Hooper, 
i'  Dulac  Community  Center,  had  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  meeting  of  the 
I : Woman’s  Division  at  Buckhill  Falls  in  January. 

■;  The  delegates  were  instructed  to  study  the  officers’  recommendations  in  the 
li  packets  before  Friday  morning.  They  will  be  presented  for  approval  at  that 
I ' time.

Mrs.  M.  R.  Tatum,  Vice-President,  took  the  Chair  at  this  time  and  presented 
the  President,  Mrs.  Kilpatrick,  expressing  to  her  the  love  and  appreciation  of 
the  women  of  the  Conference  for  her  four  years  of  service  as  president.  Mrs. 
Kilpatrick  gave  the  President’s  Message  on  the  subject  “The  Love,  the  Work, 
that  Bless  and  Bind.”  (See  Page  70.) 

'The  benediction  was  given  by  Bishop  Walton. 


Wednesday  Evening  — Dinner 

At  dinner  Wednesday  evening  in  the  Fellowship  Hall  of  First  Methodist 
Church,  the  blessing  was  given  by  the  Reverend  William  O.  Byrd.  Mrs.  M.  R. 
Tatum,  presiding,  introduced  the  New  Orleans  District  Superintendent,  the  Rev- 
erend B.  A.  Galloway,  and  Mrs.  Galloway.  She  then  presented  Mrs.  W.  L.  Per- 
ryman, Vice-President  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  who  was  a delegate  to  the 
convention  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  in  Oslo.  She  spoke 
on  the  subject,  “Fellowship  in  Olso.” 

Forty-four  countries  were  represented  at  the  Oslo  meeting.  She  spoke  of 
items  from  various  countries  that  impressed  her  in  their  reports  and  in  con- 
versations with  their  representatives  at  times  of  fellowship.  From  South  Africa 
— ^no  matter  what  the  distance  or  the  weather,  women  are  always  found  in 
Church.  From  the  Philippines — whether  in  hot  sunshine  or  in  rain,  Christian 
women  visit  others,  telling  them  of  Christ.  From  the  Congo — although  the 
work  has  been  difficult,  it  has  gone  on;  there,  mothers  learn  to  teach  their 
children  how  to  pray  and  are  taught  how  to  take  the  message  of  Christ  to 
others  as  they  visit  them.  From  Sarawak — since  Christianity  has  come  to  them, 
hands  that  once  were  used  for  killing  are  now  raised  in  prayer.  From  Korea — 
a training  institute  is  planned  for  presidents  of  local  societies.  From  New  Zea- 
land— ^after  six  months  in  prayer  sessions  about  the  union  of  three  groups  (the 
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Woman’s  Missionary  Union,  a Guild,  and  a group  of  fireside  clubs)  the  union 
finally  was  made.  From  Belgium — there  are  only  180  members  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  in  Belgium.  From  Switzerland — the  question  came  asking  what  the 
chxirch  in  the  United  States  is  doing.  Is  it  growing  spiritually?  From  South 
Africa — women  and  children  in  one  commimity  made  brick,  built  a church,  and 
on  the  day  of  the  dedication  it  was  filled  with  people,  hearts  overflowing  with 
joy.  She  stated  that  although  nationalities,  speech,  and  color  were  different 
among  the  delegates,  it  was  the  love  in  Christ  that  bound  them  together  in  “His 
mission  and  ours.’’ 


Wednesday  Evening 

Following  the  organ  prelude  by  Mr.  Wayne  Hobbs,  the  hymn,  “Christ  for 
the  World  We  Sing”  was  sung.  The  scripture  lesson  was  read  by  the  Reverend 
William  O.  Byrd  from  Matthew  16:  13-18,  after  which  he  led  in  prayer.  He  held 
a special  period  of  silent  prayer  for  Mrs.  C.  J.  Tackaberry,  who  was  reported 
to  be  seriously  ill  in  the  hospital. 

After  the  offertory,  “Gracious  Spirit,  Dwell  Within  Me”  by  Bingham,  Mr. 
Hobbs  at  the  organ,  the  choir  of  First  Methodist  Church,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Hobbs,  sang  the  beautiful  anthem,  “The  Lord  is  My  Shephard.” 

The  president  introduced  the  speaker  of  the  evening,  Dr.  D.  L.  Dykes,  pas- 
tor of  First  Methodist  Church  in  Shreveport,  who  spoke  on  the  subject,  “His 
Mission  Unites  Us.”  Noting  the  fact  that  the  forces  of  division  among  people 
today  are  stronger  than  we  have  ever  known  them  to  be,  he  spoke  of  the  forces 
within  the  Church  which  unite  us.  1.  His  mission  unites  us  in  service  to  hu- 
manity in  the  name  of  Jesus.  2.  ”1116  education  program  of  the  Church  unites 
us.  The  Church  is  the  only  institution  that  is  totally  and  completely  dedicated 
to  teaching  people  how  to  live.  3.  The  world  mission  of  the  Church  unites  us. 
The  Methodist  Church  has  always  believed  in  one  world.  John  Wesley  stated, 
“The  World  is  my  parish,”  and  Jesus  commanded,  “Go  ye  into  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.”  The  greatest  and  possibly  only  hope  of 
the  world  today  is  the  Christian  Church.  4.  We  have  Jesus.  The  whole  pur- 
pose of  the  church  is  that  we  might  know  Him.  The  Church  has  Jesus.  ’There 
is  nothing  like  it.  It  is  the  greatest  hope  of  unifying  this  world  against  the 
forces  seeking  to  divide  us. 

’Tlie  Reverend  Byrd  pronounced  the  benediction. 

Thursday  Morning 

The  Thursday  morning  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  the  theme 
hymn,  “God  of  the  Strong,  God  of  the  Weak,”  with  Mrs.  Lloyd  White  at  the 
organ.  The  president  presented  Miss  Ella  K.  Hopper,  retired  Deaconess,  whose 
work  with  the  Indians  in  Houma  and  Dulac  have  meant  much  to  the  Louisiana 
Conference.  Miss  Hopper  read  the  scripture,  selected  verses  from  the  Book  of 
Isaiah,  and  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Wideman  Watson  introduced  four  Conference  Secretaries  of  Lines  of 
Work,  each  of  whom  discussed  her  work  in  relation  to  the  theme,  “Knowing, 
We  May  Sow  the  Seed.” 

Mrs.  R.  R.  Cahal,  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  after  reading  the  parable 
foimd  in  St.  Matthew  13:  1-23,  compared  the  lives  of  children  to  the  soil  of  the 
fields,  stating  that  it  is  our  responsibility  to  remove  the  obstacles  of  prejudice, 
selfishness,  indifference  and  misunderstanding  that  hinder  the  Christian  growth 
of  our  children.  She  mentioned  the  place  of  the  home  and  the  Church  School 
teacher  here.  The  secretary  of  children’s  work  also  has  an  opportunity  to  re- 
move some  of  the  obstacles  in  the  development  of  children  by  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Cotmcil  of  Children’s  Workers,  where  plans  are  made  for  the 
program  of  work  with  children  in  the  Church,  and  by  promoting  missionaiy 
education  through  additional  sessions  and  in  the  Church  School  program.  She 
stressed  the  impKjrtance  of  electing  secretaries  of  children’s  work  who  are  in- 
terested in  the  total  program  afforded  by  the  Church  for  children.  It  is  most 
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important  that  they  be  teachers  in  the  Church  School  and  take  advantage  of 
all  training  offered  for  children’s  workers.  She  urged  that  the  recommenda- 
i tions  for  children’s  work  in  the  packets  be  read,  studied  and  used. 

Mrs.  Warren  Orr,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  stated  that  this 
was  the  opening  date  of  the  spring  combination  drive  of  our  two  publications. 
The  Methodist  Woman  and  'The  World  Outlook.  She  stressed  that  serving  as 
secretary  of  literature  and  publications  is  a continual  process  of  cultivation  and 
growth,  urging  the  promotion  of  the  habit  of  reading  daily — first  in  our  Bibles, 

I then  in  our  literature.  An  alert  and  aware  membership  makes  the  difference 
j between  a successful  society  and  a mediocre  one.  She  stated  that  Mrs.  Charles 
i E.  Wegner  of  the  Woman’s  Division  has  requested  a new  slogan  to  promote  in- 
l terest  in  our  literature,  adding  that  this  new  slogan  could  originate  in  the  Lou- 
I isiana  Conference.  Calling  attention  to  the  literature  room,  she  emphasized 
j especially  the  new  'Twenty -Second  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  the 
I 1962  Prayer  Calendar,  the  Handbooks,  leadership  training  material,  and  the 
newest  material  about  the  New  Delhi  meeting  and  the  Sixth  Assembly. 

I Mrs.  Watson,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  spoke  of  the  parable  of  the 
1 sower  and  the  soils  in  the  4th  chapter  of  St.  Mark  and  the  8th  chapter  of  St. 

) Luke.  She  stated  that  the  soil  is  ready,  and  we  must  continually  sow  the  seed 
I if  we  are  to  reach  each  individual  seeking  heart.  In  the  seed  there  are  locked 
|l  up  vital  energies  and  living  forces  which,  if  given  a receptive  soil,  produce 
! striking  transformations.  We  must  work  toward  improving  the  quality  of  our 
|!  work.  In  order  to  continue  to  grow  and  to  serve,  our  missionary  path  must  ever 
|1  be  kept  wide  enough  for  two  to  walk  there  side  by  side — room  for  oneself  and 
ji  for  one’s  brother,  with  Christ  going  on  ahead  as  our  leader  and  guide.  She 
[i  concluded  with  the  statement:  “Faith  without  work  is  visionary;  work  without 
faith  is  mercenary;  faith  with  work  is  missionary.” 

' Mrs.  Robley  Davis,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Service,  stated,  “We  want  to  be- 
I come  sowers  who  go  forth  to  sow  for  the  Master;  and  ‘knowing,  we  may  sow 
the  seed.’  ” In  this  sowing  we  are  linked  with  all  Christians  around  the  world. 
She  stated  that  each  local  society  had  been  sent  a list  of  workers  who  have 
! gone  out  from  Louisiana,  or  who  serve  within  our  Conference,  giving  the  place 
' of  service  with  address  and  birthday  of  each.  She  urged  that  each  local  secre- 
tary of  missionary  education  and  service  keep  this  list  at  her  finger  tips  and 
pass  it  on  to  her  successor  when  she  goes  out  of  office.  A supplement  of  chang- 
j es  and  additions  will  be  sent  out  after  June  1st  of  this  year.  At  the  beginning 
I of  the  present  Conference  year,  Jime  1st,  1961,  each  local  society  and  each  Con- 
ference officer  was  assigned  one  missionary,  deaconess,  special-term  or  contract 
worker  as  a special  person  to  remember  on  his,  or  her,  birthday — and  on  other 
j occasions — with  cards,  and  letters  but  no  gifts.  'The  purpose  of  this  is  to  estab- 

lish a close  bond  between  the  person  remembered  and  the  local  women  who 
support  them  with  their  prayers,  service  and  possessions,  thus  linking  us  with 
' this  chain  of  sowing  for  the  Master  that  encircles  the  globe.  In  addition,  she 

; stated,  Jesus’  command,  “Go  ye  into  all  the  world,”  includes  our  home  town, 

I our  church,  our  street,  and  our  home.  Wherever  there  is  one  who  has  not  con- 
fessed our  Lord  and  ^viour,  there  is  a mission  field,  and  the  nearest  Christian 
the  missionary. 

The  hymn,  “I  Love  to  Tell  the  Story,”  was  sung.  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  presented 
Mrs.  W.  L.  Perryman,  Vice-President  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

Mrs.  Perryman  had  as  the  topic  of  her  address  “One  Great  Fellowship  of 
Love.”  She  spoke  of  the  new  program  books,  mentioning  changes  that  have 
been  made:  Programs  are  not  dated;  they  will  be  in  blocks,  one  block  related 
to  mothers  with  small  children;  there  will  be  15  programs  instead  of  the  usual 
12,  thus  allowing  a choice;  an  evaluation  sheet  is  included,  and  all  societies  are 
urged  to  fill  it  out  and  sent  it  in.  The  title  of  the  new  lK)ok  is  “Called,  Con- 
fronted, Compelled.”  She  asked  the  question,  “Have  you  thought  of  yourself  as 
a letter  from  Christ?”  The  theme  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  World  Division 
this  year  is  “Letters  from  Christ.”  That  theme  was  chosen  from  II  Corinthians 
3:  1-3.  The  central  purpose  of  all  missionary  activity  is  to  bring  people  into  con- 
tact with  Christ  so  that  He  is  written  indelibly  on  their  lives— to  help  people 
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become  letters  from  Christ.  This  year  has  been  a year  of  crisis  and  withdraw- 
al, of  political  unrest  in  Korea,  Katanga,  Cuba,  Angola.  A shining  page  has 
b^n  the  brilliant  faith  and  the  lasting  courage  of  those  who  went  through  the 
terrific  trials  of  the  upheaval.  Four  missionaries  from  Angola  who  have  been 
releeised  from  prison  are  traveling  throughout  the  United  States.  She  lu-ged 
that  everyone  hear  them  if  possible. 

She  spoke  of  advances  being  made  in  the  work  of  the  World  Division  and 
the  National  Division,  or — in  the  work  on  the  foreign  and  home  fields.  In  the 
World  Division:  Missionaries  are  being  trained  in  interdenominational  lines; 
literature  is  being  emphasized;  a scholarship  fund  is  being  raised  for  the  pur- 
pose of  furnishing  funds  for  forty  young  people  from  Africa  to  come  to  Ameri- 
ca or  Europe  for  training;  the  Woman’s  Division  is  putting  a great  deal  of 
money  into  an  interdenominational  Congo  Polytechnic  Institute,  in  which  they 
are  establishing  a Home  Economics  Department.  The  need  is  growing  so  great 
that  the  door  is  opened  now  for  older  women,  middle-aged  women,  to  go  into 
the  missionary  field.  In  the  national  field,  the  Woman’s  Division  is  planning 
to  open  a new  field  of  work  in  Guam.  Studies  are  being  made  of  needs,  and 
some  changes  are  being  made  to  keep  up  with  the  changing  times.  Special 
training  for  some  of  our  deaconesses  is  being  urged.  The  Woman’s  Division  is 
working  with  other  Church  boards.  In  the  new  Board  of  Christian  Social  Con- 
cerns, the  Woman’s  Division  has  an  important  place.  The  need  for  missionary 
personnel  is  great.  America  is  a crucially  impoverished  mission  field.  Our 
number  of  missionaries  has  greatly  decreased. 

She  asked  the  question:  Is  our  religion  a surface  religion?  Does  Christ 
really  have  first  place  in  our  lives?  Are  we  really  giving  Him  our  best?  Are 
people  finding  something  in  our  church  that  helps  them  overcome  their  fccirs? 
Does  your  neighbor  find  it  in  your  life  as  he  watches  you?  Quoting  Margaret 
Harmon  Bro’s  “Every  Day  a Prayer”  she  said,  “What  about  the  gospel  accord- 
ing to  me?  Am  I showing  to  the  world  Christ?”  It  is  wonderful  to  do  all  these 
things  for  the  whole  world,  but  what  are  we  doing  in  our  local  church  and 
community?  She  concluded  with  prayer,  using  the  words  of  the  hymn  “Breathe 
on  Me  Breath  of  God.” 

The  congregation  joined  in  singing  the  hymn,  “Hark,  The  Voice  of  God  is 
Calling.”  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  stated  that  Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowein  would  replace  Mrs. 
C.  J.  Tackaberry  on  the  next  portion  of  the  program,  because  of  Mrs.  Tacka- 
berry’s  illness.  A special  moment  of  prayer  for  Mrs.  Tackaberry  was  observed 
concluding  with  a prayer  led  by  the  president. 

Mrs.  McGowan  stated  that  one  of  the  aims  of  Supply  Work  is  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  our  institutions  of  work,  of  which  there  are  nine  in 
Louisiana.  She  presented  a panel  of  workers,  representing  five  areas  of  work, 
as  follows:  Mrs.  H.  C.  Brunson,  Program-diiector  at  Dulac  Commimity  Cen- 
ter; Miss  Hazel  Cooper,  Director  of  Business  Girls’  Inn,  Shreveport;  Mrs.  Mar- 
tha Overbey,  Church  and  Community  Worker;  Miss  Rosie  Ann  Cobb,  Deacon- 
ess, Superintendent  at  Sager-Brown  Home  and  Godman  School;  Mrs.  John  L. 
Howe,  wife  of  the  Director  of  MacDonell  Methodist  Center.  Mrs.  Brunson  and 
Mrs.  Howe  were  presented  as  moderators. 

Mrs.  Brunson  stated  that  changing  world  conditions  have  made  it  important 
that  we  take  a close  look  at  and  evaluate  our  program  to  be  sure  that  we  are 
in  harmony  with  our  philosophy.  The  mission  of  the  Church  is  to  make  the 
redemptive  power  of  God  felt  in  the  lives  of  all  men.  We  must  give  modem 
man  a purpose.  Meeting  standards  set  by  secular  agencies  is  not  enough.  She 
enumerated  factors  that  create  needs  in  our  state  as  follows:  1.  Chxr  changing 
economy;  2 population  explosion;  3.  pMspulation  shift;  4.  bombardment  by 
mass  communication  media;  5.  insecurity  in  this  period  of  political  imrest  and 
shifting  population;  6.  racial  tension;  7.  education  essential;  8.  church’s  need 
to  maintain  contact  with  those  moving;  9.  social  upheaval  and  its  effect  on  the 
youth.  Asking  the  question,  “What  are  we  doing  to  meet  these  needs  and  to 
witness  to  the  love  and  concern  of  God?”  she  stated  that  information  about  the 
work  of  each  institution  in  the  state  at  work  under  the  Woman’s  Division 
would  be  found  in  the  delegates’  packets,  and  that  the  members  of  the  panel 
would  interpret  their  own  sacred  pieces  of  work  by  taking  us  on  a tour. 
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As  slides  of  the  work  at  Dulac  Conununity  Center  were  shown,  Mrs.  Brun- 
son made  explanatory  comments.  She  stated  that  fifty  per  cent  of  the  popu- 
lation of  Dulac  is  under  the  age  of  eleven.  There,  education  is  a proWem. 
Since  the  compulsory  education  law  was  repealed,  many  children  have  dropped 
out  of  school.  The  people  question  why  the  world  is  concerned  over  racial 
tensions  in  Africa,  but  not  in  Dulac.  Some  of  the  activities  xxjrtrayed  on  the 
slides  were;  the  new  camera  club  which  has  created  great  interest;  recreation 
in  the  new  gymnasium  which  is  enjoyed  by  all  ages;  cooking  classes  for  girls: 
work  camping;  sharing  of  ideas,  fun,  worship,  and  encoxiragement  which  local 
youth  find  most  valuable;  the  Christmas  program,  which  is  the  most  popular 
event  of  the  year  and  gives  a sense  of  personal  worth;  and  meetings  of  the  Wo- 
man’s Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  people  are  rapidly  developing  a sense 
of  mission,  she  stated. 

Mrs.  Martha  Overbey  spoke  of  her  work  as  Church  and  Community  Work- 
er in  Alexandria  District,  to  which  she  was  appointed  on  July  1st,  1961.  ' She 
stated,  “It  is  something  great  to  be  a worker  for  the  Woman’s  Division.”  The 
role  of  the  worker  is  difficult  to  define.  She  is  concerned  with  the  develop- 
menf  of  more  concerned  Christians  and  a better  community.  She  cooperates 
with  government,  civic,  and  educational  leaders,  as  weE  as  ministers.  The 
Church  and  Community  Worker  moves  from  one  neighborhood  to  another.  She 
is  not  confined  to  a building  or  restricted  to  a time  schedule.  She  is  alert  to 
changing  problems  of  the  various  aspects  of  the  church  program.  She  visits 
in  homes,  cooperates  with  community  clubs,  such  as  Parent  Teacher  Associa- 
tion and  Four  H Club.  She  interprets  Christian  vocations  and  recruits  work- 
ers. The  work  is  a challenge.  There  is  so  much  to  be  done  and  so  few  to  do 
it.  Formerly  a worker  with  migrants  in  the  Hammond  area,  she  will  go  back 
there  this  spring  to  teach  migrants.  Later,  she  expects  to  .be  back  at  work  in 
Alexandria  District.  “Pray  for  our  work”  was  her  request. 

Miss  Rosie  Ann  Cobb  spoke  on  the  work  at  Sager-Brown  Home  and  God- 
man  School  while  slides  were  beihg  shown.  She  spoke  of  the  fundamental  im- 
portance of  family  life  and  God-centered  homes.  At  Sager-Brown  Home  and 
Godman  School,  activities  are  centered  afoimd  Christian  living  and  training. 
Those  who  live  in  the  dormitory  share  in  the  general  upkeep  of  the  Home — ^md 
have  a good  time  also.  A new  elementary  library  is  being  operated  at  the 
school  by  Miss  Terry,  a retired  missionary  from  Brazil,  as  a volunteer  service. 
'The  wife  of  the  minister  in  Baldwin  gives  volunteer  service  in  teaching  sewing. 
The  minister,  a paid  worker  on  the  staff,  teaches  Bible  classes  for  grades  five 
through  eight.  As  a bit  of  philosophy.  Miss  Cobb  stated,  “It’s  hard  to  keep 
going  steadily  without  stopping  occasionally  for  a hearty  laugh.  You  have  to 
keep  the  sunny  side  up.”  Gifts  from  Woman’s  Societies  and  Guilds  at  Christ- 
mas time  help  to  give  each  girl  a doll.  They  are  lost  if  they  do  not  get  a doll 
at  Christmas  time.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  staff  to  help  these  children  grow 
from  the  doll  age  to  the  age  where  they  will  soon  be  going  out  into  life  to  take 
their  rightful  place.  “Our  purpose  is  that  Christ  may  grow  into  the  lives  of 
these  children,”  she  stated. 

Miss  Hazel  Cooper  spoke  of  the  opportunity  that  the  rraident  staff  at  Busi- 
ness Girls’  Inn  has  to  help  young  people.  The  object  of  the  Inn  is  to  provide 
a home  where  girls  can  learn  how  to  live  with  other  people  and  can  discuss 
their  problems  with  friends.  Some  of  the  girls  are  students;  some  are  business 
girls.  Various  denominations  are  repesented.  There  are  34  Baptists,  8 Metho- 
dists, 5 Catholics,  and  1 each  from  the  Church  of  God  and  the  Church  of  Christ. 
She  stated  that  they  would  like  to  have  more  Methodist  girls  there. 

Mrs.  John  Howe,  Jr.  stated  that  MacDoneE  Methodist  Center  is  for  children 
from  broken  homes  and  for  emotionally  disturbed  children  of  varying  ages. 
These  children  differ  from  others  in  that  when  a child’s  home  is  broken,  he  has 
worries,  problems,  insecurities  that  others  never  have — things  too  difficult  for 
youngsters  to  deal  with.  The  youngsters  have  been  let  down  by  adults  and 
feel  a lack  of  trust  in  people;  therefore,  they  have  trouble  learning  to  love  God. 
She  made  comments  about  various  phases  of  the  work  as  slides  were  shown. 
Activities  emphasized  were:  children  assisting  with  chores;  children  hard  at 
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play;  participation  in  community  and  Scout  activities;  the  time  to  be  alone,  im- 
portant to  all  children;  devotional  periods;  pensive  counselling  moments;  own- 
ership of  pets,  so  important  because  they  can  give  love,  expre^ions  of  love 
shown  to  the  children.  She  stressed  the  importance  of  the  right  staff,  stating 
that  the  Home  does  not  have  the  needed  psycliiatrists  on  the  staff,  There  is  a 
lack  of  workers.  Need  for  staff  controls  the  program,  the  chance  to  meet  the 
needs  of  children.  Through  the  Woman’s  Society  we  touch  the  lives  of  child- 
ren, youth,  students.  We  have  the  opportimity  to  help  build  missionary-minded 
churches — and  workers  come  from  missionary-minded  churches.  Finding  work- 
ers depends  on  how  good  a job  we  do. 

After  the  singing  of  the  hymn.  “We’ve  a Story  To  Tell,”  the  president  pre- 
sented Miss  Sue  Batton,  Conference  Guild  Secretary,  who  gave  her  final  report 
of  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Stating  that  when  she  took  of- 
fice four  years  ago,  she  knew  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  but  not 
the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society,  she  said,  “It  is  very  important  to  Imow  the 
total  program,  the  total  work.”  The  Guild  is  growing.  More  women  are  work- 
ing. It  is  important  that  we  get  them  into  the  Guild.  Help  is  needed  from  the 
Woman’s  Society.  Our  programs  should  be  coordinated  so  that  we  work  to- 
gether as  one.  The  Guild  has  grown  in  membership,  in  the  number  of  study 
courses,  and  in  amount  of  pledge,  which  has  increased  from  something  under 
$12,000  foiur  years  ago  to  $17,450  for  the  coming  year.  She  concluded  by  stating 
that  a recruitment  program  is  necessary.  We  cannot  call  the  employmait  agen- 
cy for  a deaconess  or  missionary.  We  should  and  must  make  a deeper  commit- 
ment. 

Mrs.  Sam  Dunbar,  former  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  officer,  presented 
Mrs.  G.  W.^Dameron  to  take  her  place  on  the  program  at  this  point  because  of 
temi>orary  mss  of  voice.  Mrs.  Dameron  introduced  and  welcomed  in  behalf  of 
the  Conference:  Mrs.  W.  L.  Perryman,  Vice-President  of  the  Woman’s  Division; 
Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell,  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Promotion;  Mrs.  Dana  Dawson,  wife 
of  Bishop  Dawson  and  guest  speaker  for  the  noon-day  meditations;  Bishop 
and  Mrs.  Aubrey  G.  Walton;  Mrs.  Charles  Cadwallader,  former  Conference 
president,  emd  Mr.  Cadwallader;  Mr.  Wayne  Hobbs,  organist  and  director  of 
music  at  First  Methodist  Church;  Mrs.  Henry  Walther,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Lloyd 
White,  organists;  the  former  Conference  officers  present;  Miss  Wilma  Snare, 
Deaconess;  Mr.  Alfred  Knox,  Editor  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist;  Mrs.  Thomas 
Wilson,  Director  of  Louisiana  Methodist  Information;  and  Mrs.  D.  B.  Boddie, 
who  has  the  special  distinction  of  having  attended  forty  consecutive  Annual 
Meetings  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  announced  that  immediately  following  the  noon-day  medi- 
tation the  speaker  would  ask  the  blessing  for  the  meal  to  follow,  and  requested 
that  everyone  go  directly  to  Grace  Episcopal  Church,  where  luncheon  would 
be  served.  She  then  introduced  Mrs.  Dana  Dawson,  the  wife  of  Bishop  Dawson, 
who  has  long  been  active  in  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Methodist  Church  as  a 
leader  of  prayer  retreats  and  in  orgEinizing  prayer  groups.  Mrs.  Dawson  was 
presented  as  speaker  for  the  the  noon-day  meditation  period  each  day  of  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

A special  message  in  song  by  Jo  Ann  Osbom,  “Speak  to  My  Heart,  Lord 
Jesus,”  introduced  the  theme  for  the  day’s  meditation — “With  a Song  in  My 
Heart”  Mrs.  Dawson  quoted  a ninety-six  year  old  bishop’s  request  to  schools 
of  Theology:  “Please  graduate  no  pessimists.  Since  we  serve  a God  of  hope, 
they  are  false  prophets.”  She  asked:  Do  you  have  a song  in  your  heart  the 
very  first  thing  in  the  morning,  thankful  for  another  day,  or  do  you  waken  with 
a heavy  feeling?  Remember,  God  is  always  there.  He  is  at  your  side  to  help 
you  through  the  day.  If  we  have  the  latter  feeling,  isn’t  it  because  we  do  not 
really  know  God?  When  we  read  the  Bible,  it  doesn’t  mean  much  unless  we 
stop  and  ponder  what  Jesus  is  saying  to  us.  We  have  to  know  there  are  condi- 
tions that  we  have  to  meet — and  we  have  to  believe.  Jesus  teUs  us  “Abide  in 
me  and  my  word  will  abide  in  you;  without  Me  ye  can  do  nothing.”  Do  we 
really  believe  it?  The  KXHh  Psalm  tells  us  to  “be  thankful  unto  Him.”  We  fall 
short  here  most  often.  We  do  not  thank  God  for  His  blessings.  We  take  them 
for  granted! 
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She  asked:  Are  we  willing  to  take  up  our  cross?  Do  we  worship  enough 
that  we  are  willing  to  give  our  all  to  Jesus?  Modem  as  we  are,  we  have  never 
caught  up  with  Jesus  Christ.  He  says  we  must  be  bom  again.  There  is  a dif- 
ference between  joining  the  church  and  accepting  Christ  as  your  Lord  and 
Master.  Many  people  go  to  church  without  accepting  the  Christ  the  church 
offers.  Jesus  says*  “My  joy  I leave  with  you.”  He  said  that  no  matter  what 
happens  to  us,  we  can  have  an  inner  peace  and  joy  that  cannot  be  taken  away 
from  us.  Do  you  have  a quiet  time  every  day?  We  cannot  know  someone  we 
are  never  with.  Listen  and  know  that  you  are  in  communion  with  your  Heav- 
enly Father,  and  then  do  what  He  says.  Either  He  will  eschew  you  from  trou- 
ble or  He  will  give  you  the  unfading  strength  to  bear  it.  From  experience,  she 
stated  that  she  knows  that  if  you  will  spend  thirty  minutes  every  day  with  your 
Heavenly  Father,  study  the  scriptures  every  day,  you  will  have  a song  in  your 
heart  because  it  comes  straight  from  the  heart  of  God.  She  concluded  with 
prayer  and  a blessing  for  the  meal  that  was  to  follow. 


Thursday  Noon  — Luncheon 

Luncheon  was  served  at  Grace  Episcopal  Church.  Mrs.  B.  F.  Patterson,  Jr., 
presiding,  led  the  District  Presidents  and  Secretaries  of  Promotion  in  a “This 
is  Your  Day”  program  honoring  Mrs.  Kilpatrick,  in  recognition  of  accomplish- 
ments in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  work  during  her  administration  as  president,  pointing  up  especially  ac- 
complishments of  the  past  year.  A bouquet  of  roses  was  presented  to  Mrs. 
Kilpatrick  by  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  and  other  members  of  her  home  Society,  Noel 
Memorial  Church  in  Shreveport.  A Sustaining  Membership,  a gift  from  the 
local  societies  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  was  presented  to  her  by  Mrs.  Pat- 
terson. This  represented  a gift  of  $1,000  to  Missions  in  her  honor. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  very  graciously  acknowledged  this  tribute  and  this  gift, 
stating  that  it  was  a gift  in  her  name  but  representing  work  done  by  local,  dis- 
trict and  conference  members. 

Thursday  Afternoon 

The  Thursday  afternoon  session  opened  at  1:45  P.M.  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  “God  of  Grace  and  God  of  Glory,”  with  Mrs.  Henry  Walther,  Jr.  at  the 
organ. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Mouton,  Sr.,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  gave  a brief 
report  on  the  work  of  her  department,  concluding  with  the  statement  that  we 
need  a plan;  we  need  information.  She  introduced  Dr.  Douglas  Jackson,  Pro- 
fessor of  Sociology  of  Religion  at  Southern  Methodist  University  and  Chairman 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns,  to  speak  on 
the  subject  “Our  Christian  Concerns.” 

Dr.  Jackson  stated  that  in  the  early  twentieth  century  the  first  Social  Creed 
of  any  Protestant  Church  anywhere  in  the  world  was  adopted  by  the  Methodist 
Church,  under  the  influence  of  Bishop  Welch.  In  that  same  year  the  ‘Federal 
Council  of  Churches  adopted  a Social  Creed  almost  identical  to  it.  Most  of  the 
contents  of  these  creeds  have  now  been  incorporated  into  the  laws  of  the  United 
States.  The  Methodist  Church  is  concerned  about  the  social  implications  of  the 
gospel.  The  gospel  makes  every  man  as  concerned  about  his  brother  as  he  is 
about  himself.  The  Methodist  Church  is  noted  for  its  organization,  "nie  boards 
and  agencies  are  constantly  changing  so  that  they  can  speak  for  the  present  day. 

In  1940  the  three  women’s  organizations  in  the  Methodist  Church  united.  A 
great  achievement  was  the  spread  of  the  missionary  movement  throughout  the 
women’s  organization  in  the  church.  Christian  Social  Relations  was  a part  of  it. 
There  has,  for  many  years,  been  an  annual  study  on  Christian  Social  Relations. 
We  are  not  yet  as  well  educated  as  we  need  to  be.  As  changes  were  going  on  in 
the  woman’s  work,  so  it  was  in  the  church.  First,  there  was  a Board  of  Tem- 
perance, then  a Board  of  World  Peace.  In  between,  an  unofficial  board  got 
started — the  Methodist  Federation  for  Social  Service,  later  Social  Action. 
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Though  unofficial,  it  helped  the  church  to  understand  this  new  field  of  ser- 
vice. This  unofficial  board  was  a target  for  infiltration  of  Conununists.  In  1952 
there  was  formed  an  official  Board  of  Social  and  Economic  Belations.  In  1960, 
these  three  came  together  as  the  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns.  The 
Church  here  wanted  to  include  everything  about  which  the  Church  should  be 
concerned.  It  found  46  areas  of  concern.  These  46  were  divided  into  three 
boards:  1.  The  Board  of  Temperance  has  now  become  Temperance  and  Welfare, 
which  includes  concern  about  narcotics,  and  improved  prisons;  2.  Human  Re- 
lations, which  includes  social  and  economic  concerns,  concerns  about  race,  and 
politics;  3.  Peace  and  World  Order,  which  includes  concern  about  the  United 
Nations,  disarmament  and  world  peace.  Now,  we  have  clearly  defined  areas 
that  we  should  be  concerned  about — 46  areas. 

Representatives  from  the  Woman’s  Division  are  regularly  elected  to  the 
Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns.  In  the  local  Church,  the  local  secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  is  ex-officio  member  of  the  Commission  on  Christian 
Social  Concerns.  Christian  Social  Relations  is  the  work  of  the  cliurch  going  into 
the  world  and  being  a church,  showing  that  we  serve  a God  of  Justice  as  weU  as 
a God  of  love.  The  local  church  should  pick  out  two  or  three  areas  of  concern 
in  its  local  community  and  do  something  about  them,  rather  than  trying  to 
work  at  all  46.  There  is  always  enough  work  for  us  to  do  to  need  the  Commis- 
sion on  Christian  Social  Concerns.  Among  the  books  on  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions that  Dr.  Jacksoni  recommended  for  study  were  “UNDER  ORDERS”  and 
“COMPASSION  AND  COMMUNITY,”  stating  that  the  latter  is  one  of  the  best 
books  on  welfare  that  has  ever  been  written. 

A deep  concern  about  human  welfare  is  needed.  Ibis  is  a day  in  which  crit- 
icisms are  emotional.  The  best  way  to  counter  criticism  is  with  logic.  In  the 
Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns,  during  the  past  year  and  a half,  research 
seminars  have  been  and  are  being  held.  In  California,  at  such  a seminar,  the 
best  penologists  talked  to  them  about  people  in  prison.  No  other  country  has 
so  many  people  in  prison,  and  the  church  has  been  doing  nothing  about  them. 
The  church  recognizes  that  on  each  important  issue  the  truth  is  not  easy  to 
come  by.  The  Methodist  Church,  in  studying  medical  aid  to  the  aged,  has  pub- 
lished articles  pro  and  con  in  CONCERN  magazine.  Discussion  of  this  will  be 
controversial.  Let  the  discussion  occur  in  the  Church  so  the  Chwch  can  sanctify 
it.  Let  the  Church  study  and  find  the  truth.  The  interest  of  the  Church  is  in 
finding  the  will  of  God  for  our  day. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Dr,  Jackson’s  address,  a request  was  made  from  the 
congregation  for  a copy  of  Dr.  Jackson’s  address.  Dr.  Jackson  stated  that  he 
would  send  it  to  the  LOUISIANA  METHODIST  for  publication  after  the  editor, 
Mr.  Alfred  Knox,  stated  that  he  would  publish  it. 

Noting  their  presence  in  the  audience,  the  president  presented  Dr.  B.  A. 
Galloway,  Superintendent  of  the  New  Orleans  District,  and  the  Reverend  Sam 
Nader,  Superintendent  of  Lake  Charles  District,  and  Mrs.  Nader.  The  hymn, 
“The  Voice  of  God  is  Calling,”  was  sung. 

Using  the  theme  of  Recruitment,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dcuneron,  secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Personnel,  introduced  Mrs.  Charles  Giessen,  Secretary  of  Student  Work, 
and  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  Secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

Mrs.  Giessen  gave  as  the  aims  of  her  department  of  work:  To  inspire  the 
women  of  the  church  to  work  with  all  young  people  away  from  home;  to 
maintain  a meaningful  relationship  between  church  and  students,  between 
church  and  other  young  people  away  from  home;  to  develop  world-minded 
Christian  students;  to  inspire  students  to  Christian  service.  She  stated  that  the 
college  student  who  is  going  as  a delegate  to  Assembly  is  Miss  Merry  Orr 
from  New  Orleans.  She  will  want  to  share  this  experience  and  would  welcome 
invitations  to  do  so.  Mrs.  Giesson  called  attention  to  the  recommendations  on 
student  work  in  the  delegates’  packets. 

Mrs.  McCammon  pointed  up  the  five  brief  but  tremendously  important 
recommendations  to  guide  work  with  youth  during  the  coming  year.  She  stated 
that  young  people  are  again  to  be  included  at  Conference  SAool  of  Missions 
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this  year.  She  stressed  the  third  recommendation:  That  the  Methodist  Youth 

Fund  be  THE  SPECIAL  for  youth  giving  to  missions,  because  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  will  make  a tremendous  difference  in  the  work  that  they  are  able 
to  do.  She  stated  that  over  165  reservations  had  been  made  for  the  youth  din- 
ner during  the  Annual  Meeting,  at  which  Dr.  J.  B.  Holt  would  be  the  speaker. 

Mrs.  Dameron  called  attention  to  the  recommendations  for  missionary  per- 
sonnel work,  urging  that  they  be  turned  over  to  the  secretary  of  youth  work, 

who  is  the  contact  person  for  missionary  personnel  in  the  local  society. 

Mrs.  Dameron  introduced  Dr  J.  B.  Holt,  Associate  Professor  of  Missions  at 
Perkins  School  of  Theology,  Southern  Methodist  University,  and  the  students 
; who  were  to  participate  with  him  in  a group  discussion  on  the  subject  “His 
’ Mission  Calls  Us.”  The  students  were:  Miss  Judy  Lester,  a Senior  at  L.S.U.,  New 
• Orleans;  Miss  Judy  Tucker,  a Sophomore  at  L.S.U.,  New  Orleans;  and  Miss 
Patricia  Estes,  Miss  Judy  Gretham,  David  Jones,  and  Richard  Lee,  high  school 
I Seniors.  Dr.  Holt  as  moderator  brought  out  the  following  thoughts  through 
I discussion,  questions  and  answers  with  the  students:  Your  religion  should  be 
j a matter  of  practical  everyday  life.  There  are  two  extremes  to  which  young 
I people  go — some  are  disturbed  about  where  they  are  going;  others  are  just 
' drifting  along.  As  young  people  consider  what  to  do  with  their  lives,  toey 
' should  give  consideration  to  all  valid  alternatives,  seriously  considering  what 
1 the  Church  has  to  offer.  There  are  those  fields  in  which  a person  is  called  .be- 
yond just  having  a job.  Our  Church  has  a great  number  of  professional  jobs. 

! Every  young  person  should  give  a good  look  at  church  related  jobs.  A book, 

I YOUR  FAITH  AND  YOUR  LIFE’S  WORK,  by  Ernest  Miller,  from  the  Friend- 
ship Press  is  a book  every  parent  and  young  person  should  have.  Our  Church 
I puts  out,  every  year,  a bookl  “Methodist  Church  Related  Vocations.”  Every 
local  church  Committee  on  Christian  Vocations,  all  Junior  and  Senior  High 
counsellors,  should  have  this  book.  In  it  are  listed  over  300  jobs  in  44  nations. 
The  vast  majority  of  these  jobs  are  in  leadership  training.  Every  Christian  is 
^ called  to  make  his  life’s  work  Christian.  If  the  work  you  choose  is  not  Chris- 
tian, then  you  had  better  back  up.  A young  person  is  advised  not  to  rush  into 
a job.  If  he  is  not  sure,  it  is  suggested  that  he  take  up  the  program  set  up  by 
; our  church,  whereby  he  may  volunteer  for  a three  year  term  of  work,  using 
I'  his  abilities.  He  should  always  keep  an  open  mind.  God  may  lead  him  into 
something  else.  The  Methodist  Church  has  sent  out  almost  one  thousand  young 
people  for  three  year  terms  in  the  last  ten  years.  It  would  be  valuable  for 
every  Methodist  yoimg  person  to  spend  at  least  one  year  outside  the  United 
i States  as  something  other  than  a tourist.  Where  the  needs  of  the  world  and 
i our  talents  meet — ^There  God  calls  us. 

The  Reverend  John  J.  Rasmussen  gave  the  benediction.

j Thursday  Dinner 

j The  Fellowship  Dinner,  Thursday  evening,  was  served  at  First  Methodist 
I Church  in  the  Fellowship  Hall.  Bishop  Aubrey  G.  Walton  gave  the  blessing, 
j The  program  for  the  evening  was  one  of  fun,  to  provide  a lighter  note  as  an 
I interlude  in  a day  of  serious  thinking  and  business.  Prior  to  the  dinner,  the 
I president,  Mrs.  Kilpatrick,  was  crowned  Queen  Nell  the  First  by  Bishop  Wal- 
I ton,  and  was  robed  in  the  mantle  of  a true  Mardi  Gras  queen.  Her  loyal  sub- 
jects lined  the  halls  as  she  and  her  “court”  made  their  way  into  the  dining  hall, 
i During  the  dinner,  she  and  her  “subjects”  were  entertained  gaily  with  a group 
of  comic  songs  by  Mrs.  Ed  Barksdale,  with  Mrs.  J.  W.  Matthews,  Jr.  at  the 
piano. 

At  Munholland  Memorial  Church  a special  dinner  was  served  to  youth 
from  over  the  state  and  to  workers  with  youth,  with  Dr.  J.  B.  Holt  as  the 
speaker.  There  were  over  170  in  attendance.  This  dinner  and  program  were 
under  the  direction  of  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  C.  R. 
McCammon. 


Thursday  Evening 

The  Thursday  evening  meeting  was  begun  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  “O 
Zion  Haste,”  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  George  A.  Christenson,  Jr.,  with  Mrs. 
Walther  at  the  organ.  The  Reverend  B.  A.  Galloway  read  the  scripture  lesson, 
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St.  Matthew  16:  21-28,  and  led  in  prayer.  As  the  offering  was  taken,  an  offer- 
tory, “Prelude  on  Evan”  by  Havergal,  was  played  on  the  organ  by  Mrs.  Wal- 
ther.  The  Reverend  Byrd  accepted  the  offering  with  a prayer.  Special  music 
was  given  by  the  Chorus  of  St.  Martin’s  Protestant  Episcopal  School  with  Mr. 
Ralph  Slifkin  directing. 

The  president  presented  Bishop  Aubrey  G.  Walton,  Bishop  of  the  Louisiana 
Area,  speaker  of  the  evening,  whose  subject  was  “Cluristian  Missions  and  the 
Stewardship  of  the  Soul.”  He  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  for  its  contribution  to  and  participation  in  the  entire  pro- 
gram of  the  church.  He  stated  that  stewardship  of  possessions  is  only  a part 
of  the  program  of  stewardship  taught  and  lived  by  the  Master.  In  the  original 
meaning,  a steward  was  an  employee  or  agent  in  a large  faiinily  who  super- 
vised servants  and  domestic  matters  and  kept  accounts — one  who  hao'dled  things 
not  his  own.  He  must  always  be  ready  to  give  an  accounting  of  his  stewardship. 
Of  what  we  have,  man  is  the  steward,  God  the  owner.  Man  has  been  entrusted 
with  it  for  a little  while.  He  should  always  be  ready  to  give  an  accounting  of 
his  stewardship.  Back  of  all  this  one  must  see  the  source  and  secret  of  it  all. 
There  is  our  life  for  which  we  are  steward,  and  there  is  a stewardship  of  the 
soul.  Jesus  came  to  seek  and  to  save  the  soul  that  men  might  have  life  and 
have  it  more  abundantly.  So,  if  we  are  careful  in  our  stewardship  of  the  spirit, 
then  the  other  material  values  fall  into  their  proper  place.  In  II  Corinthians 
5,  Paul  gives  an  impressive  picture  of  what  he  understands  to  be  the  meaning 
of  the  Christian  life.  The  source  of  our  love  for  God  is  His  love  for  us.  When 
we  come  face  to  face  with  the  reality  of  the  love  of  God  as  it  shines  in  Jesus, 
we  are  never  the  same  again.  When  we  come  to  know  what  God,  through 
Christ  has  done  for  us,  we  know  that  we  can  never  repay  Him.  We  can  only 
dedicate  to  Him  our  lives  and  give  to  Him  the  stewardship  of  our  souls.  We 
give  our  lives  to  something — why  not  to  God?  Jesus  calls  us  to  help  him  in 
this  great  program  to  save  the  world.  The  call  of  Christian  missions — “Come 
over  and  help  us,  they  cry.”  We  respond  in  answer  to  this  call  of  need.  So 
wonderful  and  miraculous  are  some  of  the  healing  ministries  performed  in  our 
mission  hospitals  that  the  crippled  are  healed  and  the  blind  receive  their  sight. 
Through  Christian  missions,  we  have  the  privilege  of  showing  our  love,  devo- 
tion, and  consecration  around  the  world.  He  concluded  with  a prayer  that  in 
love  we  may  respond  and  share  with  others  the  riches  of  God’s  grace. 

Verses  one  and  three  of  the  theme  hymn  were  sung,  followed  by  the  Pledge 
Service,  which  was  led  by  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks,  with  the  Conference  President  and 
the  Conference  and  District  Treasurers  participating.  EJach  treasurer,  rep- 
resenting a guardian  angel  of  some  part  of  the  church,  presented  a miniature 
“treasure  chest”  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Herbert  Loyd,  making  the 
pledge  for  her  district  as  she  did  so.

Friday  Morning 

The  Friday  morning  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  “Awake 
to  Love  and  Work,”  with  Mrs.  Walther  at  the  organ.  'The  president  presented 
Miss  Clara  Chalmers,  retired  Missionary,  who  read  as  the  scripture  for  the 
morning  the  twelfth  chapter  of  Romans,  after  which  she  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  R.  S.  Oyer,  Registrar  for  the  Annual  Meeting,  reported  the  attendance 
as  follows:  2 members  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  1 Jurisdiction  officer,  16  Con- 
ference officers,  41  District  officers,  177  Delegates,  10  Workers,  4 Zone  Leaders, 
209  Visitors — a total  of  457  in  attendance. 

The  secretary  read  the  following  recommended  changes  in  the  Conference 
Bylaws; 
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1.  Delete  the  present  Standing  Rule  No.  12,  page  137,  of  the  Twenty-First 
Annual  Report,  and  rewrite  to  read: 

It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service: 
a.  To  endorse  and  promote  through  its  channels  plans  from  business 
concerns  to  help  local  societies  of  Christian  Service  to  make  profits  by 
selling  their  products;  b.  To  release  lists  of  officers  to  any  organization 
or  commercial  firm. 

The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  incorporate  the  policy  stated  in  block 
form  on  page  20  into  our  Standing  Rules. 

2.  Amend  Article  V,  Section  3,  by  inserting  the  words  “expenses  of  con- 
ference delegates  to  the  Assembly”  following  the  words  “Jurisdiction  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,”  Section  3 to  read: 

Beginning  in  1960-61  an  amount  up  to  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  pledge  to 
the  Woman’s  Division  may  be  set  aside  each  year  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  conference  society  for  cultivation  in  the  conference.  Expenses  of 
officers,  speakers  at  annual  meetings,  expenses  of  executive  meetings, 
expenses  of  delegates  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Jurisdiction  Wo- 
man’s Society  of  Christian  Service,  expenses  of  conference  delegates  to 
the  Assembly,  expenses  for  promotional  and  educational  work  of  the 
conference  society  shall  be  paid  from  this  cultivation  fund.  All  monies 
in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  over  the  amount  necessary  to 
adequately  carry  on  the  conference  work  shall  revert  to  the  general 
fund. 

The  secretary  moved  the  adoption  of  these  changes.  Motion  carried. 

A telegram  of  greetings  to  the  conference  and  of  congratulations  to  the 
newly  elected  president  from  Mrs.  George  Sexton  was  read  by  the  secretary, 
i Mrs.  Sexton  was  the  first  president  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  So- 
' ciety  of  Christian  Service. 

Mrs.  T.  Haller  Jackson  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  delegates  the  recom- 
mendations which  they  had  been  requested  to  read  in  preparation  for  voting 
on  them  at  this  time.  Mrs.  Jackson  spoke  of  one  recommendation  on  Spiritual 
Life — recommendation  No.  5.  She  urged  that  there  be  100%  observance  of  the 
Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial. 

To  give  it  special  emphasis,  the  president  called  for  a vote  on  the  question 
1 of  giving  wholehearted  support  to  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial.  The 
vote  was  unanimously  in  favor. 

Mrs.  Jackson  moved  that  we  adopt  all  recommendations  as  included  in 
i the  packets.  Motion  carried.  (Recommendations  are  recorded  elsewhere  in 
'■  Annual  Report.  See  index.) 

Mrs.  Dameron,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Tours,  gave  the  following 
1 report: 

' The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Tours  is  concerned  with  the  proposed  Mis- 

sion Tour  for  youth,  sponsored  by  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service.  Basic  information  about  the  tour  is  given  below; 

What:  An  out-of-state,  co-educational.  Mission  Tour  for  Louisiana  Confer- 
ence Youth  and  Students. 

Why:  To  provide  opportunity,  through  first-hand  experience,  to  grow  in  un- 
derstanding of  the  Church’s  Mission  in  today’s  world,  and  - To  provide  experi- 
ences in  learning,  spiritual  growth,  and  group  living. 

When:  Tuesday,  July  10,  1962,  through  Friday,  July  20,  1%2. 

Where:  The  Tour  will  leave  Alexandria,  Louisiana,  by  chartered,  air-con- 
ditioned bus,  early  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  July  10,  and  will  return  to  Alex- 
andria on  Friday,  July  20.  Mission  Projects  and  Church  Institutions  will  be 
visited  in  every  state  through  which  the  Tour  passes,  climaxing  with  a trip  into 
Tennessee,  where  visits  will  be  made  to  Methodist  institutions,  schools  and 
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Boards,  as  well  as  points  of  interest  in  and  around  Nashville.  Pittman  Cen- 
ter, in  the  mountains  of  East  Tennessee  (Sevierville),  will  also  be  included  in 
the  Tour. 

Who:  1.  All  youth  who  wish  to  apply  for  membership  in  the  Tour  Group 
must  be: 

A.  Juniors  or  Seniors  in  high  school  or  of  college  age. 

B.  Active  in  local  church  youth  groups  or  in  student  groups. 

C.  Definitely  concerned  that  their  chosen  vocations  be  a channel  for 
their  Christian  witness. 

2.  The  Tour  Director  will  be  Miss  Louise  Sharp,  Director  of  Christiam  Edu- 
cation, Rayne  Memorial  Church,  New  Orleans.  Miss  Sharp,  who  has  had 
wide  experience  in  directing  and  organizing  tours,  will  be  assisted  by 
several  other  adult  counselors. 

Cost:  Fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  per  tour  member.  This  amount  will  cover  travel, 
meals,  and  over-night  lodging.  Each  tour  member  will  be  responsible  for  his 
or  her  incidental  expenses. 

Applications:  Application  forms  for  the  tour  will  be  sent  to  the  pastor 
and  president  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  every  local  church.  Additional  ap- 
plications will  be  available  from:  The  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  of 
Youth  Work  and  Student  Work;  the  (Conference  and  District  Directors  of  Youth 
Work;  the  Tour  Director;  Directors  of  Wesley  Foundations  and  MSM;  Local 
Church  Directors  of  Christian  Education. 

Applications  must  be  received  by  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  300  North  Fifth 
Street,  Leesville,  Louisiana,  by  June  4.  Young  people  accepted  for  the  tour 
will  be  notified  of  their  acceptance  by  June  18. 

Additional  Information;  Young  people  accepted  for  the  tour  will  be  given 
full  details  of  the  travel  itinerary,  over-night  stops,  type  of  clothing  needed, 
amount  of  baggage  allowed  per  person  (bed  rolls  will  be  required  for  some 
over-night  stops  in  churches  and/or  institutions),  and  other  details  regarding 
plans  for  the  trip. 

Mrs.  Dameron  presented  Miss  Louise  Sharp,  director  of  the  proposed  tour. 
Miss  Sharp  stated  that  she  is  convinced  that  when  young  people  have  the  op- 
portunity to  be  confronted  with  the  Church  at  work  they  will  be  challenged 
to  enter  service  for  the  Church. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween,  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Committee  for  Town  and 
Country  Work  for  the  Simmesport-Evergreen  Area,  reported  for  that  Com- 
mittee as  follows: 

In  the  Spring  of  1961  the  Reverend  Fred  Flurry,  Superintendent  of  the 
Alexandria  District,  felt  the  need  of  Church  and  Community  Workers  in  areas 
of  the  Alexandria  District.  He  learned  that  Mrs.  Martha  Overbey  had  com- 
pleted her  contract  teaching  the  migrant  children  in  the  Hammond  area. 

Upon  contacting  Mrs.  Overbey,  he  found  she  was  willing  to  come  to  the 
Alexandria  District  if  plans  could  be  worked  out.  He  then  contacted  Mrs.  L. 
B.  Kilpatrick,  President  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  Chair- 
man of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Advisory  Committee  and  Miss  Cornelia  Rus- 
sell, Executive  Secretary  of  Town  and  Country  Work  under  the  Woman’s  Divi- 
sion of  Christian  Service.  These  three  worked  with  Reverend  Flurry  in  ob- 
taining the  information  needed  by  Miss  Russell  to  appoint  Mrs.  Overbey  as  a 
Church  and  Community  Worker.  The  appointment  was  made  as  of  July  1,  1961 
for  Mrs.  Overbey  to  work  in  the  Simmesport  Area. 

Mrs.  McSween  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  District  Committee.  Other 
members  of  the  Committee  are  Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson,  President  of  the  Alex- 
andria District,  Reverend  Fred  Flurry  and  Ex-officio,  Reverend  Mrs.  Lelia 
Hickman  and  Reverend  J.  C.  Zerangue,  Sr. 

Miss  Shiela  Nuttall,  former  Rural  Worker  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  met 
with  Mrs.  Overbey  and  the  above  committee  in  Simmesport  on  July  11th,  1961 
and  formally  set  up  the  work. 
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Mrs.  Overbey  has  worked  in  the  Sunday  Schools  at  Simmesport  and  Ever- 
green and  in  the  Woman’s  Societies  and  has  directed  the  study  of  “Churches 
for  New  Times”  in  both  churches.  She  has  visited  many  homes  and  has  at- 
tended many  meetings  related  to  the  Church,  The  Church  School,  and  The 
Woman’s  Society. 

Mrs.  Overbey  has  just  returned  from  Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
where  she  attended  a six  weeks  course  on  The  Church  and  Community  Worker 
(note  new  name  - ’The  Church  and  Community  Worker  instead  of  Rural  Work- 
er), as  well  as  a four  day  Conference  on  'The  Church  and  Community,  where 
District  Superintendents,  Ministers,  The  Church  and  Community  Workers  and 
Chairmen  of  Advisory  Committees  were  brought  together. 

As  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  Mrs.  McSween  was  invited  to  attend  the 
four  day  Conference  on  The  Church  and  Community.  Both  she  and  Mrs.  Over- 
bey came  from  Scarritt  much  enriched  in  their  knowledge  of  this  work. 

Mrs.  Overbey  will  attend  the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequo- 
yah in  June  and  will  teach  in  our  own  School  of  Missions  at  Centenary  College 
in  August. 

Mrs.  L.  K.  Wells,  reporting  for  the  Journal  Committee,  stated  that  the 
Committee  has  met  and  finds  the  Journal  in  order.  She  moved  that  this  report 
be  accepted.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  D.  V.  Loflin,  President  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Monroe,  issued  a very  gracious  invitation,  on  behalf  of  the  twin 
cities  of  Monroe  and  West  Monroe,  to  the  women  of  the  Conference  for  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  1963.  Following  the  invitation,  the  president  gave  the  dates 
of  the  1963  Annual  Meeting  as  follows:  March  13,  14,  15  for  the  Woman’s  So- 
ciety; March  16-17  for  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Chairmen  of  all  local  Committees  for  the  Annual  Meeting  were  presented 
by  Mrs.  Kilpatrick.  She  requested  that  they  stand  in  front  of  the  rostrum 
while  the  Resolutions  were  read  by  Mrs.  M.  Eloi  Girard,  Chairman  of  the  Reso- 
lutions Committee:

For  the  presentation  of  the  work  of  the  projects  of  the  Womain’s  Division 
in  New  Orleans,  Mrs.  Robley  Davis  introduced  Mrs.  Pearl  Turnbull,  nurserj 
teacher  from  Peoples’  Methodist  Community  Center  and  Miss  Fae  Daves,  Dir- 
ector of  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center. 

Mrs.  Turnbull  brought  greetings  from  Peoples’  Commimity  Center.  This 
year  the  Center  will  celebrate  its  fortieth  anniversary.  Through  the  years,  the 
main  objective  has  been  day  care  for  children  of  working  mothers.  There  is 
need  for  more  room,  so  a kickoff  drive  for  expansion  funds  has  been  planned 
for  this  fortieth  year.  Mrs.  Turnbull  presented  thirty  of  the  children  from 
Peoples’  Community  Center,  in  three  group®.  'The  nursery  group  recited  in 
unison  a poem  “When  Jesus  Was  a Little  Boy,”  and  sang  a song  entitled  “ Na- 
ture’s Message.”  The  kindergarten  group  recited  “Listen!  Listen!  Listen!”  and 
sang  “The  Reason.”  'The  first  and  second  grade  group  recited  the  121st  Psahn 
and  sang  the  spiritual,  “In  My  Heart.”  The  children  were  under  the  direction 
of  the  social  worker,  Mrs.  T.  Tallerson,  the  teacher.  Miss  Aldine  Leonard,  and 
Mrs.  Turnbull.  The  pianist  was  Mrs.  E.  Daunsereau.  Mrs.  Turnbull  stated 
that  the  work  portrayed  here  by  the  performance  of  the  children  is  one  phase 
of  the  activities  at  Peoples’  Commimity  Center  and  illustrates  one  of  the  ob- 
jectives of  the  Center — “Train  up  a child  in  the  way  he  should  go.”  The  value 
inherent  in  the  work  done  here  was  apparent  to  all. 

Miss  Fae  Daves  presented  Sharon  Bennett,  a ninth  grade  student,  and  Bar- 
bara Maronge,  an  eighth  grade  student,  who  take  part  in  activities  at  St.  Mark’s 
Community  Center.  They  assisted  Miss  Daves  in  a discussion  period  about  the 
work  and  the  value  of  the  Center. 

Miss  Daves  stated  that  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  is  doing  an  outstand- 
ing job  in  combatting  juvenile  delinquency.  Over  the  50  years  that  it  has  served, 
great  service  has  been  done.  It  has  long  been  a strong,  living  witness,  serving 
on  a non-sectarian  basis,  as  an  arm  of  the  Church  reaching  out  that  second 
mile,  serving  members  from  many  racial  backgrounds.  It  is  in  a section  of  town 
where  the  white  population  is  diminishing.  She  called  attention  to  a great 
need  among  the  Negro  population  near  the  Center,  with  no  work  done  for  them. 
From  the  audience.  Miss  Daves  presented  Miss  Wilma  Snare,  who  is  a Deacon- 
ess at  St.  Mark’s. 

The  girls,  Barbara  and  Sharon,  discussed  how  they  became  particip)ants  at 
St.  Mark’s  Community  Center,  the  activities  there,  and  what  it  means  to  them. 
In  response  to  Miss  Dave’s  question:  “Do  you  think  St.  Mark’s  has  done  any- 
thing for  you  except  help  you  have  a good  time?”  Barbara  answered  that  it 
has  given  her  a sense  of  responsibility,  poise,  and  is  teaching  her  how  to  get 
along  with  other  pieople.  Sharon  emswered  that  as  a new  person  in  town  she 
was  at  first  lonely  and  shy,  but  through  the  help  and  companionship  found  at 
St.  Mark’s  she  soon  forgot  her  loneliness.  It  gave  her  a place  to  go,  things  to 
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do,  and  a sense  of  responsibility.  Elach  of  the  girls  spoke  of  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities with  younger  group®  that  were  theirs  at  the  Center,  such  as  helping 
to  supervise  work  with  younger  groups  and  assisting  with  programs.  These 
girls  left  us  with  a feeling  of  the  great  value  of  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center 
in  the  lives  of  people. 

The  hymn,  “O  God  Our  Help  in  Ages  Past,”  was  sung. 

The  president  presented  Dr.  J.  B.  Holt,  who  sp>oke  on  the  subject  “In  the 

Light  of  History.”  He  stated  that  our  Christian  faith  affirms  the  power  and 
purposes  of  God.  God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto  Himself.  We 
are  ambassadors  for  Christ.  Two-thirds  of  the  people  in  the  world  are  not 
yet  Christian.  If  the  other  one-third  really  were  Christian,  this  two-thirds 
I would  be  more  interested  in  Christianity.  The  tragedy  of  Christian  history  is 
ij  that  there  have  been  too  mtuiy  who  have  been  called  Christian  without  really 

ij  being  Christian.  Too  many  people  are  trying  to  be  as  gods,  to  do  as  they  please. 

I Too  many  have  turned  their  backs  on  God. 

j He  gave  a history  of  God’s  love  for  us,  from  Creation,  through  Redemption, 

and  the  Consummation.  He  gave  briefly  a history  of  the  church,  stating  that 
from  the  year  321  A.D.,  when  the  emperor  embraced  religion,  until  1776  the 
church  was  identified  with  the  state,  with  the  sword.  What  is  happening  in 
, Angola,  Cuba,  and  other  such  countries  today  is  a result  of  conquests  by  the 
sword  when  religion  was  without  the  open  Bible.  Those  nations  are  emerging 
from  the  sxiteenth  century  right  now.  Today,  in  the  light  of  history  and  God’s 
purposes  and  power  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  the  possibility  of  the  greatest 
era  in  human  history.  There  are  more  Christians  now  than  ever  before.  We 
have  more  resources — the  Scripture  in  a thousand  languages,  native  mission- 
aries and  deaconesses.  The  church  is  free  today  to  be  the  Christian  commun- 
ity of  faith.  Missions  today  is  no  longer  a geographic  term.  “If  you  have 
Christ  in  your  heart,  you  are  a misionary  wherever  you  are,  and  if  not  you  are 
a mission,”  said  Dr.  Holt. 

Mrs  M.  Eloi  Girard  led  in  the  singing  of  the  theme  hymn,  “God  of  the 
Strong,  God  of  the  Weak.” 

As  a final  presentation  of  their  work,  the  Conference  Officers  and  Secre- 
taries of  Lines  of  V/ork  took  part  in  a “Rainbow  of  Service.”  Each  officer  and 
secretary  spoke  two  minutes  on  the  one  word  which  she  had  selected  to  best 
represent  the  work  of  her  office,  holding  this  word  on  a placard  as  she  spoke. 
Each  participant  wore  a white  robe  with  a colored  stole,  each  stole  of  different 
rainbow  hue.  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell  was  narrator.  As  a concluding  episode,  the 
“rainbow”  included  a representative  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  Mrs.  Glenn  Las- 
key; a district  president,  Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher,  representing  all  the  districts;  a 
local  president,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Christensen,  representing  women  of  the  local  socie- 
ty. Thus  the  “rainbow”  included  twenty  representatives  of  different  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  expressive  of  the 
truth  that  the  conference  officers  alone  can  do  little,  but  everyone  working 
together  can  accomplish  great  things  in  God’s  kingdom. 

'The  president  presented  Mrs.  Charles  Cadwallader,  former  Conference  pre- 
sident, who  was  in  charge  of  the  Service  of  Recognition  for  the  retiring  offi- 
cers. Stating  that  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  has  many  ways 
of  honoring  those  who  have  served,  she  presented  certificates  indicative  of  gifts 
to  missions  in  their  name  to  Mrs.  Robley  Davis,  retiring  Secretary  of  Mission- 
ary Service,  an'd  Mrs.  Herbert  Loyd,  retiring  Treasurer.  To  Mrs.  R.  R.  Cahal, 
retiring  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  she  presented  an  Honorary  Life  Mem- 
bership. Other  retiring  officers  who  were  also  honored  will  continue  in  an- 
other office.  These  were  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  Secretary  of  Youth  Work, 
Mrs.  Charles  Giessen,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron, 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel.  Mrs.  Cadwallader  stated  that  they  were 
not  retiring — they  were  just  being  retreaded. 

Mrs.  Glenn  K Laskey,  Chairman  of  the  Section  of  Education  and  Cultiva- 
tion of  the  Woman’s  Division,  and  a former  Conference  president,  installed  the 
new  officers  in  a beautiful  candlelight  ceremony.  The  officers  installed  were: 
President,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher;  Secretaries  of 
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Lines  of  Work;  Mrs.  S.  B.  Dampier,  Children’s  Work;  Mrs.  C.  R..  McCammon, 
Missionary  Personnel;  Mrs.  Glen  R,  Nordyke,  Sr.,  Missionary  Service  (in  ab- 
sentia); Mrs.  John  L.  Howe,  Student  Work;  Mi's.  Charles  Giessen,  Youth  Work. 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  read  a telegram  to  Mrs.  Dameron  from  the  Alexandria  Dis- 
trict Parsons  and  Parsonettes  congratulating  her  and  stating  that  their  prayers 
will  always  be  with  her. 

In  preparation  for  the  final  noon-day  meditation,  Jo  Ann  Osborn  sang  “His 
Eye  Is  On  The  Sparrow.” 


Mrs.  Dawson’s  subject  for  the  meditation  was  “The  Secret  of  a Singing 
Heart.”  After  reading  the  scripdure,  St.  Matthew  2:  1-2,  she  stated  that  it  was 
a scripture  usually  used  only  at  Christmas  time.  Humanity  has  always  walked 
the  roads  of  life  looking  for  the  wise  man — in  every  field.  In  no  field  do  we 
need  the  wise  man  quite  so  much  as  in  the  field  of  religion,  for  almost  every 
problem  we  face  is  moral,  spiritual,  or  ethical.  We  as  Christians  must  do  all 
we  can  for  the  cause  of  peace;  but,  first,  we  must  have  peace  in  our  own  hearts 
— and  we  cannot  have  peace  without  Jesus.  Our  sacred  duty  and  our  business 
is  to  learn  what  peace  really  means.  She  stated  that  we  are  a world  church. 
Wherever  the  behavior  of  man  falls  short  of  the  standard  of  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Church  is  to  minister.  We  have  three  times  as  many  brown-skinned  members 
in  the  Methodist  Church  as  we  have  white.  Christianity  is  the  only  alternative 
to  Communism.  Quoting  from  an  article  by  one  of  our  bishops,  she  stated  that 
the  immediate  threat  of  Communism  in  the  United  States  is  not  nearly  so  bad 
as  the  godless  materialism,  moral  decay,  the  easy  going  self-righteousness 
which  is  everywhere,  the  false  patriotism  of  those  who  would  make  (]kKi  into 
our  image.  As  a people,  too  many  of  us  are  trying  to  get  by  without  God.  Our 
service  is  of  the  lips,  not  of  the  heart.  'The  great  peril  is  within  oiu  own  hearts. 
We  must  get  right  with  God  or  we  will  destroy  ourselves. 

A wise  man  is  a student,  a seeker  after  truth.  One  hour  on  Simday  morn- 
ing is  not  enough.  Bring  your  emotional  life  and  leave  it  at  the  altar,  and  take 
Christ  away.  Leave  your  wilful  ways,  your  false  pride.  If  you  are  good,  true, 
loving,  and  a friend,  nobody  cares  about  the  other  things.  Leave  your  base 
desires  at  the  altar.  Here  we  should  find  life  made  new,  as  we  offer  God  our 
lives,  our  hearts,  our  all.  Be  a student  in  God’s  school  of  Ufe;  be  willing  to  fol- 
low the  adventure  star  of  truth;  and  then  be  willing  to  say,“  Take  my  life  and 
let  it  be  consecrated.  Lord,  to  Thee.”  Do  this,  and  you  take  home  the  secret 
of  the  singing  heart. 

After  the  singing  of  the  hymn  “Take  My  Life  and  Let  It  Be,”  the  Reverend 
William  O.  Byrd  introduced  the  ministers  who  were  to  assist  in  the  service  of 
Holy  Communion:  The  Reverend  John  Koelemay,  Reverend  Andy  Foreman, 
Reverend  B.  A Galloway,  and  Reverend  John  Rasmussen. 

After  the  very  worshipful  Communion  Service,  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  declared 
the  twenty-second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  adjourned.  The  benediction  was  pronormced  by  the 
Reverend  Galloway.

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PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 
‘THE  LOVE,  THE  WORK,  THAT  BLESS  AND  BIND” 
Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick 


The  term  of  my  office  is  on  the  last  hour  of  the  “count  down”  and  I shall 
soon  “go — go — go”  into  orbit,  out  into  retirement  as  your  president. 

Sir  James  Barry  in  the  Little  Minister  wrote,  “The  life  of  every  man  is  a 
diary  in  which  he  means  to  write  one  story,  and  writes  another;  and  his  hum- 
blest hour  is  when  he  compares  the  volume  as  it  is  with  what  he  vowed  to 
make  it.”  There  are  so  many  pages  in  my  small  volume  that  are  not  written 
as  I meant  to  do  in  the  beginning  and  this  is  my  “humbliest  hour”  as  I com- 
pare the  “ought  to  have  done”  with  what  I have  done.  However,  I am  so  grate- 
ful for  the  privilege  that  has  been  mine  in  serving  as  your  president. 

Bishop  James  K.  Mathews  wrote  recently,  “Among  the  many  gifts  which 
belong  to  men  are  three  gifts  which  we  take  for  granted.  These  are:  mem- 
ory, anticipation  and  participation  in  present  experience.” 

Because  of  memory,  the  past  is  never  entirely  lost  to  us — old  friends  are 
never  lost.  By  recalling  them  we  can  enjoy  them  not  just  once  but  a second 
time  and  a seventy-second  time.  Many  future  days  will  I be  able  to  enjoy 
through  this  great  gift  of  memory  the  wonderful  friends  you  have  been,  the 
joy  you  have  brought  into  my  life,  as  we  have  served  together. 

The  second  great  gift  is  anticipation,  and  I anticipate  greater  things  being 
done  for  the  Kingdom  of  God  by  each  one  of  you. 

The  third  great  gift  is  the  ability  to  enjoy  present  experience.  This  is  life, 
itself,  being  aware  of  the  world  of  others,  of  ourselves,  for  our  days  are  made 
up  of  seeing,  hearing,  feeling,  working,  thinking,  remembering,  hoping.  Today 
I will  live  in  the  present  with  you  enjoying  this  wonderful  present  experience, 
this  coming  together  of  Christian  women  from  all  the  corners  of  our  State. 

As  I bring  this  report  to  you,  I sliall  dwell  more  on  participation  in  the  pre- 
sent and  anticipation  of  the  future.  Pointing  up  briefly  some  need,  some  gain, 
from  each  area  of  service  in  which  you,  as  officers,  secretaries  of  lines  of  work, 
and  members  are  involved.  In  this,  my  final  report,  I want  to  recognize  the 
importance  of  each  line  of  work  as  we  pursue  a mission  that  unites  us.  I shall 
save  the  memory  for  the  days  when  I retire  to  my  rocking  chair. 

A sign  on  a trailer  read,  “Room  for  rent,  must  be  willing  to  travel.”  This 
is  the  sign  of  the  times,  for  one  out  of  five  families  move  every  year.  Nothing 
stands  still.  Today’s  news  heard  over  our  vast  communication  network  is  out 
of  date  tomorrow.  New  events  have  taken  the  place  of  those  of  yesterday.  Do 
we  drift  with  the  change,  or  do  we  do  something  about  and  with  the  change? 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  34  percent  in  population  in  Louisiana  since 
we  became  a Woman’s  Society  in  1940,  but  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  we  have  not  had  a proportionate  gain  in  membership,  for  in  1940  our 
membership  was  10,774 — today  it  is  13,581.  Apparently  somewhere  we  have  fail- 
ed to  reach  the  population  as  it  moved  to  the  larger  towns  and  cities,  as  it  has 
done  so  in  Louisiana.  Are  we  fully  aware  of  the  newest  trend,  the  growth  of 
rural  non-farm  population — that  is,  people  who  work  in  industrialized  areas 
and  drive  back  and  forth  to  that  work  from  a rural  community?  Where  are 
these  people  going  to  church?  How  can  the  women  be  reached? 

Fifteen  percent  of  our  churches  have  less  than  50  members,  46  percent  are 
100  in  membership.  The  burden  of  service  shall  be  with  the  church  of  50  mem- 
bers to  100  members,  and  the  Woman’s  Society  program  will  continue  to  be 
carried  forward  in  societies  with  the  small  number  of  membership.  Since  this 
is  true,  let  us  think  of  how  the  program  may  be  changed  to  fit  the  changing 
need.  In  face  of  change  we  must  use  new  ideas,  have  a willingness  to  experi- 
ment, look  ahead,  plan  ahead,  be  creative.  Some  circles  and  Woman’s  Socie- 
ties may  need  to  meet  in  the  morning;  some  in  the  afternoon;  some  at  night; 
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some  on  Saturday;  some  on  Sunday;  some  at  six  o’clock  in  the  evening;  some 
at  six-thirty  in  the  morning  with  breakfast  and  a program  that  will  allow  the 
women  to  reach  their  jobs  on  time. 

You  know  the  story  of  the  “Three  Little  Pigs.’’  'They  built  with  what  they 
had  at  hand.  One  built  his  house  of  straw,  the  other  with  sticks,  and  the  other 
with  bricks.  Now,  we  are  told,  a person  builds  a split-level  home  and  furnishes 
it  in  Early  American.  The  next  builds  a split-level  home  and  furnishes  it  in 
Early  American,  and  the  third  does  the  same.  We  need  to  adapt  our  program. 
Plans  that  come  from  the  Woman’s  Division  are  good  plans  overall,  but  we 
need  to  work  them,  fit  them  to  our  local  situation.  Take  the  basic  structure, 
but  work  out  the  details  to  fit  our  sociey.  We  need  to  build  with  the  brick, 
the  straw,  the  sticks,  we  have  on  hand. 

In  1950  in  Louisiana  there  were  463  churches.  In  1961  there  were  463 
churches;  no  gain,  no  loss,  whichever  way  you  choose  to  express  it.  In  that 
period  of  time  37  churches  were  closed.  What  happens  to  the  church,  to  the 
Woman’s  Society,  when  this  many  churches  close?  Why  were  they  closed? 
Possibly  the  population  did  decline  and  we  might  say  there  was  no  money. 
However,  as  we  look  around  the  communities  we  see  there  are  cars  in  front 
of  the  houses  and  TV  antennas  on  top  of  the  houses. 

We  know  some  churches  are  not  needed.  Some  Woman’s  Societies  need  to 
unite  with  other  societies.  When  this  becomes  necessary,  let  us  not  live  in 
memory,  clinging  to  the  good  old  days,  let  us  meet  the  change.  A story  was 
told  about  a dam  being  completed  in  Tennessee.  There  was  a mountaineer  who 
lived  in  his  cottage  and  would  not  move  when  the  time  came  to  open  the  gate 
and  let  the  water  flow  in.  A home  had  been  provided  for  him  but  to  no  avail 
could  he  be  prevailed  on  to  leave  his  mountain  home.  One  engineer  went  to 
spend  the  day  with  him  because  he  felt  there  was  some  real  reason  for  the 
mountaineer  not  moving  besides  just  stubbornness.  As  he  visited  with  the 
man,  he  learned  that  the  fire  in  the  hearth  had  not  gone  out  since  the  days  of 
his  grandfather,  and  this  simple  man  could  not  bear  to  think  of  living  where 
this  continual  fire  was  not.  This  patient  engineer  solved  this  problem  by  hav- 
ing an  iron  slab  brought  and  placing  the  fire  in  the  fireplace  on  it  and  there 
kept  it  alive  and  put  it  into  the  hearth  of  the  new  home  of  the  mountaineer 
to  which  he  gladly  moved.  This  story  says  to  us  that  though  we  do  not  want 
to  lose  the  fire  of  our  traditions,  yet  we  need  to  be  sure  we  are  not  holding  on 
to  or  preserving  just  the  ashes. 

Today  we  are  challenged  with  great  and  pressing  needs  from  necessary  and 
demanding  causes.  Senator  Humphry  told  the  World’s  Mayors  Convention  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  “We  must  be  cooperators,  not  dominators.  We  need  to  en- 
list an  army  against  our  ancient  enemies  that  are  the  real  allies  of  tyranny — 
poverty,  ignorance,  disease,  discrimination.  It  is  imperative  while  some  try  to 
push  a man  to  the  moon  the  rest  of  us  seek  to  pull  men  out  of  the  mud.” 
Funds  are  needed  to  pull  men  out  of  the  mud.  Many  millions  of  people  are 
starving  to  death  and  at  least  seventy-five  percent  of  the  world’s  population 
goes  hungry.  In  many  countries  sixty  percent  of  the  people  can  neither  read 
nor  write. 

Though  the  largest  single  source  of  missionary  revenue  in  1961  was  the 
giving  of  1,800,000  women,  of  which  we  are  a part,  and  though  the  offering  was 
over  nine  million  dollars — and  in  Louisiana  you  gave  $136,499  to  help  make  that 
total— yet  we  need  to  be  growing  more  each  year  in  the  matter  of  stewardship 
of  possessions,  so  that  poverty,  ignorance,  disease  and  discrirriination  can  be 
lessened. 

Giving  for  Supplies  is  the  other  side  of  the  coin  in  our  pledge  for  missions. 
Supply  giving  represents  the  love  that  blesses  and  binds.  When  Jesus  said, 
“Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,”  His  im- 
mediate Disciples  accepted  these  words  as  a personal  challenge  to  witness.  We, 
today,  can  witness  by  the  sharing  of  our  resources  with  others.  Though  we 
know  there  are  few  of  us  who  can  “Go  into  all  the  world  as  missionaries,  yet, 
we  can  identify  ourselves  with  individuals  and  pieces  of  work  that  are  on  our

Supply  lists.  We  can  learn  of  the  work  that  blesses  and  binds  and,  by  our  giv- 
ing, “Go  into  all  the  world.”  Let  us  look  at  our  material  possessions  and 
through  prayer  and  study  help  give  a glorious  answer  to  the  d^perate  needs 
about  us. 

Our  concern  as  women  is  surely  for  children,  youth,  and  students.  One  of 
the  recommendations  for  workers  with  children  is  to  continue  fellowship  of 
prayer  for  children,  and  workers  with  children,  everywhere,  a few  moments, 
at  9:00  A.M.  each  day.  We  could  all  join  in  this  prayer  observance. 

Our  work  with  youth  has  been  rewarding  in  many  ways.  You  recall  last 
year  at  our  Annual  Meeting  we  had  a dinner  for  youth  and  because  this  was 
successful  we  are  having  another  youth  dinner  this  week  here  in  New  Orleans. 

Do  you  recall  about  some  of  the  young  people  from  Alexandria  who  went 
to  Centra,  MacDonell,  Durango,  Mexico,  for  work  camp,  sponsored  by  the 
Church?  The  report  of  their  activities  at  the  church  building  was:  “They 
sanded,  varnished,  painted  floors,  doors,  window  fram^  and  p>ews.  They  re- 
paired broken  windows.  They  sowed  grass  on  the  lawns.  The  impression 
which  the  campers  made  on  the  Mexican  people  was  wonderful.  The  fact  that 
they  had  paid  out  money  to  come  and  work  and  also  that  they  thanked  God 
for  the  privilege  was  a new  dimension  in  Christian  living  to  the  yormg  people 
of  our  church  here.” 

Any  one  of  us  could  encourage  and  help  young  people  to  be  a part  of  a 
work  camp,  thereby  giving  a pattern,  a new  dimension  in  Christian  living. 

Your  work  with  students  continues.  Plans  for  a tour  for  our  young  ijeople 
are  made,  and  we  hope  you  will  be  alert  to  find  those  young  people  in  your 
church  who  could  benefit  and  be  able  to  share  with  others  the  vital  experience 
which  we  hope  will  come  to  those  who  make  this  tour. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  of  great  importance.  Today’s  woman  is  a 
working  woman,  whether  she  is  single,  or  married  and  a mother  of  a family. 
One  out  of  three  women  in  the  United  States  works  at  least  part  of  the  year. 
Did  you  know  the  greatest  proportion  of  women  are  working  in  factories?  This 
situation,  sometimes  not  realized,  raises  new  problems  and  perhaps  new  oppor- 
tunities for  the  church.  This  past  year  the  Woman’s  Division  sent  letters  to 
every  new  Guild  organized  since  1957.  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out  something 
about  its  members  and  their  occupations.  The  replies  received  from  107  units 
revealed  interesting  compositions  of  membership.  Some  of  these  Guilds  are 
composed  entirely  of  school  teachers  and  secretaries;  some  include  teachers, 
nurses,  bookkeepers,  beauticians,  and  artists.  Very  significant  is  the  fact  that 
only  four  units,  out  of  107,  replying,  indicated  industrial  women  as  members. 
We  have  industrial  areas  in  every  district  in  Louisiana  and  especially  in  Lake 
Charles,  Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans,  so  this  report  should  challenge  us  to 
look  to  the  composition  of  the  Guild  membership  in  Louisiana. 

What  are  we  doing  to  enlist  the  women  who  work  in  industry  on  Sunday, 
in  daytime  or  night  shifts,  in  motels,  restaurants,  and  hospitals?  Are  we  help- 
ing the  Church  reach  these?  Mabel  Newcomer  of  Vassar  College  says,  “The 
failure  of  women  now  is  not  from  lack  of  preparation.  The  problem  today  for 
women  is  the  lack  of  motivation.”  Let  it  not  be  said  that  we  lack  motivation, 
for  we  have  motivation — “To  know  Christ  and  to  make  it  known,”  to  pursue 
His  mission  which  unites  us. 

Missionary  Personnel  follows  along  with  our  concern  for  children,  youth, 
students,  and  Guild  members.  Out  of  these  groups  are  largely  recruited  our 
missionaries.  Elach  one  of  us  must  continue  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  young 
persons  the  great  need  for  dedicated  services. 

Today  there  is  a new  area  of  service  opening  up  for  mature  persons  which 
may  help  meet  the  need  for  more  missionary  personnel.  An  increasing  number 
of  persons  who  have  achieved  success  in  their  respective  occupations  are  want- 
ing in  middle  age  to  become  full-time  employed  workers,  so  new  opportunities 
for  the  middle  aged  are  being  studied.  You  will  recall  reading  in  The  Methodist 
Woman  an  article  by  Mrs.  Wilson  entitled,  “Not  Too  Old  At  All.”  She  wrote. 
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“It  was  not  too  late!  You  are  not  too  old!  What  words  of  hope!  Words  of 
praise!  Words  holding  the  key  to  a brand  new  future!  Words  inspiring  one  to 
live  again!  Crossing  the  50th  birthday  terrier  need  not  signalize  a closing  of 
doors  to  a new  and  different  life  of  service  including  serving  our  Lord  across 
the  seas  through  the  missions  of  His  Church.  Those  very  words  were  spoken 
to  me  when  I became  widowed  about  two  and  a half  years  ago.  Like  waves 
from  a pebble  dropped  in  a brook,  they  reached  me.  Now,  I would  like  to 
keep  that  wave  rippling  on  to  bring  new  hope  and  a new  future  to  another 
life.”  As  an  English  teacher,  she  had  gone  into  the  mission  field,  finding  an 
open  door  of  service  through  the  Church. 

As  you  read  reports  from  our  institutions  and  workers  you  begin  to  realize 
anew  that  our  workers  and  our  institutions  strive  to  make  real  the  words  of 
our  Lord,  “I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life  and  have  it  more  abundant- 
ly.” 

The  challenge  and  areas  of  service  are  so  great  and  wide,  yet  the  enlistment 
is  slow. 

Miss  Barnwell,  the  Executive  Secretary  for  Deaconess  Work,  states  that  the 
Church  provides  an  opportunity  for  vital  involvement  in  a great  Christian  ad- 
venture. No  Peace  Corps  or  other  organizations  can  excel  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Christian  church  in  this  land  and  around  the  world. 

Another  avenue  of  becoming  aware  of  His  mission  is  through  Missionary 
Education.  Many  of  you  remember  Bishop  Dobbs.  A statement  he  once  made 
was,  “People  are  usually  down  on  what  they  are  not  up  on.”  I do  not  think 
this  holds  true  of  Methodist  women,  for  through  our  program  of  Missionary 
Education  we  have  the  opportunity  of  “being  up”  on  many  countries’  issues 
and  needs.  The  records  show  that  we  had  in  Louisiana  216  approved  studies 
with  3,460  people  involved  and  received  296  credits  with  316  enrolled  in  the 
School  of  Missions.  The  seminars  were  well  attended.  Let  us  continue  to  show 
“Thyself  approved  unto  God.” 

The  sun  never  sets  on  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice in  32  countries,  with  more  than  two  thousand  missionaries,  deaconesses, 
employed  workers,  plus  hundreds  of  nationals.  Where  do  you  turn  for  such 
information  on  our  work?  You  know  the  answer — in  our  publications.  The 
Methodist  Woman,  The  World  Outlook,  the  Annual  Reports,  study  books,  and 
devotional  books. 

We  sing  in  our  theme  song,  “Teach  us  Great  Teacher  of  Mankind.”  We 
need  to  remember  these  words,  for  God  can  teach  us  through  the  printed  page 
— first,  through  the  pages  of  the  Bible,  and  then  through  all  literature  and  pub- 
lications. We  must  be  willing  to  be  taught,  to  secure  the  necessary  tools  for 
learning. 

You  know  the  story  of  the  little  boy  who  put  some  honey  bees  in  a paper 
sack  to  take  with  him  as  he  walked  along  to  school,  so  that  he  might  frighten 
the  little  girls  and  hear  them  scream.  He  reached  school  and  could  not  find  a 
place  to  put  the  bees  so  he  folded  the  sack  over  and  put  it  in  his  back  pocket. 
After  he  was  in  the  classroom  for  a little  while,  the  bees  began  to  get  hot  and 
to  get  tired  of  their  position,  so  they  began  to  sting  him.  The  boy  squirmed. 
The  teacher  corrected  him,  but  the  little  boy  continued  to  squirm  and  wiggle 
just  the  same.  Finally,  the  teacher  chided  him  in  no  uncertain  terms  and  the 
little  boy  answered,  “Teacher,  things  are  going  on  back  here  that  you  don’t 
understand.”  Things,  events,  are  going  on  in  our  world  that  we  do  not  always 
understand — revolutionary  changes  are  taking  place.  We  do  not  want  to  be 
like  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  sleep  through  this  revolution. 

In  the  challenging  and  wide  scope  of  Christian  Social  Relations  we  come 
face  to  face  with  the  fact  that  we  cannot  separate  our  inner  commitment  from 
outward  expression. 

What  expression  do  we  give  to  our  concern  for  juvenile  delinquency?  Ju- 
venile delinquency  is  on  the  increase  where  family  ties  are  weakening,  but  not 
where  parental  authority  remains  strong.  Are  we  concerned  with  the  family, 
the  families  on  our  block,  in  our  community? 
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We  believe  in  peace.  That  is  our  outward  expression  for  the  “Race  For 
Peace”  which  the  Methodist  Church  is  stressing,  as  well  as,  “Peace  For  the 
Races.”  Some  things  that  are  problems  can  be  oppK>rtunities  if  we  accept  the 
challenge.  One  thing  each  of  us  can  do  is  to  covenant  ourselves  and  our  re- 
sources to  informed  action  for  peace  in  the  places  where  we  live  and  work.  As 
the  Oriental  Proverb  puts  it,  “If  there  is  righteousness  in  the  heart,  there  is 
beauty  in  the  character.  If  there  is  beauty  in  the  character,  there  is  harmony 
in  the  home.  If  there  is  harmony  in  the  home,  there  is  order  in  society.  If 
there  is  order  in  society,  there  is  peace  in  the  world.”  “For  where  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  is,  there  dwelleth  peace,  understanding,  and  goodwill  among  men.” 

As  we  approach  Easter,  in  memory  I walk  again  in  Jordan  and  in  Israel. 
I think  again  of  the  fact  that  there  is  still  no  room  in  the  inn  for  our  Lord  in 
Bethlehem.  That  country,  which  is  sacred  to  us,  is  a land  physically  divided 
with  barbed  wire,  guns,  and  soldiers,  but  more  than  that,  it  is  a land  divided 
by  intense  hatred  and  hostility.  In  the  Arab  refugee  camp  there  are  hundreds 
of  thousands  who  have  been  removed  out  of  their  homes  and  off  their  farms 
that  had  been  theirs  for  many,  many  generations.  Now  they  are  dispossessed. 
These  people  are  being  fed  on  $32  a person  annually,  less  than  10  cents  a day,  by 
United  Nations  Relief  and  Work  Agencies  in  the  Near  Blast.  In  Jordan,  there 
is  no  work  to  be  found  for  these  people,  for  the  country  is  a stony,  arid,  moun- 
tainous land  providing  a bare  living  for  its  one  million  population.  It  cannot 
absorb  into  its  economy  an  addition  of  over  a half  million  refugees.  UNRWA 
is  doing  all  it  can  to  help  these  people,  and  the  churches  and  other  voluntary 
coordinating  agencies  are  doing  what  they  can.  It  is  not  enough.  Christians 
should  feel  a deep  concern  and  responsibility  for  this  troubled  area.  There  are 
things  each  one  of  us  can  do:  one  is  to  give  generous  support  to  the  voluntary 
service  agencies,  such  as  the  Methodist  Committee  For  Overseas  Relief;  another, 
to  learn  of  this  terrible  problem  and  lend  what  influence  one  can  for  a solution 
through  the  United  Nations.  As  long  as  there  are  still  outcast  mothers  and 
children  for  whom  there  is  no  room  in  Bethlehem,  as  long  as  the  City  of  Peace, 
Jerusalem,  over  which  Jesus  wept,  is  divided  by  barbed  wire  and  barricades, 
no  Christian  has  the  right  to  evade  his  responsibility. 

In  the  areas  of  disagreement  and  tension  let  us  seek  to  create  within  our 
church,  as  within  families,  the  climate  of  love  and  understanding  wherein  free- 
dom of  expression  and  study  are  encouraged.  Let  us  endeavor  to  know  each 
other  across  dividing  lines  by  working  together  toward  the  solution  of  common 
problems,  such  as,  juvenile  delinquency,  the  refugee  problem,  housing,  educa- 
tion, health,  alcoholism,  along  with  many  others. 

At  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  held  in  Oslo,  Norway,  the 
delegate  from  the  Congo  pointed  up  Christian  Social  Concerns  in  her  country. 
She  said,  “We  learn  how  to  come  to  the  aid  of  poor  people,  widows,  orphans, 
by  visiting,  by  praying,  by  giving  them  water,  and  carrying  wood  to  them.  We 
learn  how  to  carry  the  good  news  of  Christ  to  others.  We  help  support  the 
Church,  pay  part  of  the  pastor’s  salary,  and  send  a nurse  into  the  bush  to  help 
the  sick.  We  build  and  help  maintain  chapels  in  the  villages.”  What  a graphic 
description  of  Christian  Social  Relations! 

When  an  announcement  came  over  the  air  that  people  in  Perth,  Australia, 
had  turned  on  their  lights  so  that  Colonel  Glenn,  the  astronaut  in  orbit,  could 
see  the  lights  below  as  he  circled  the  globe,  this  thought  came — this  is  what  ws 
need  to  do  as  Christians — turn  on  our  lights.  In  some  areas  we  have  discour- 
aging figures  that  indicate  darkness  rather  than  light,  for  in  Louisiana  we  had 
106  churches  with  no  additions  on  professions  of  faith  and  there  were  71  church- 
es that  had  no  additions  at  aU.  There  are  23  churches  that  did  not  report 
Church  Schools,  and  some  of  these  churches  have  as  many  as  50  members  re- 
ported. There  are  a number  of  churches  without  a Woman’s  Society.  The 
church  has  been  defined  as  “a  committee  of  ways  and  means  to  bring  about  the 
Kingdom  of  God.”  We  have  papered  the  parsonage,  bought  new  hymnals,  put 
new  cup  towels  in  the  kitchen,  but  what  have  we  done  to  make  persons  aware 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God?  Each  new  generation  must  be  won  again. 

Someone  has  called  our  activities  “cooky  and  kool  aid  emphasis.”  Do  you 
and  I participate  only  in  “cooky  and  kool  aid”  activities? 
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A light  is  shining  in  some  areas.  There  is  increasing  use  of  depth  Bible 
studies  by  societies  and  prayer  groups.  There  is  increased  interest  in  prayer 
and  prayer  groups,  better  programs,  better  attendance,  increased  use  of  prayer 
calendars,  greater  interest  in  total  program  of  the  Woman’s  Society,  more  mem- 
bers willing  to  serve  and  assume  responsibility  and  an  increased  practice  of 
personal  devotions.  Special  prayers  that  have  been  offered  and  the  prayer 
services  that  were  held  by  local  societies  to  undergird  with  prayer  the  meeting 
in  New  Orleans  are  shining  lights. 

A saintly  shut-in  was  asked  how  the  Church  could  best  minister  to  her 
needs.  She  said,  “Help  me  to  keep  alive  as  long  as  I live.”  One  easy  way  to 
keep  alive  is  to  be  vitally  interested  in  the  future  plans  of  the  Church  and  the 
Woman’s  Society.  Let  us  explore  briefly  the  great  gift  of  anticipation  by  think- 
ing of  some  of  our  future  plans. 

An  inspiring  meeting  is  to  be  held  in  the  very  near  future,  for  the  plans 
are  moving  forward  for  the  Sixth  Assembly  of  the  W''oman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  It  is  anticipated  that  several  thousand  women  from  all  sections 
of  the  country  will  be  in  Atlantic  City  to  participate  in  that  session.  We  will 
have  twelve  delegates,  including  a youth  delegate  and  many  visitors  from  Lou- 
isiana. If  you  cannot  attend  personally,  you  may  do  so  mentally,  spiritually, 
and  through  an  offering.  Members  of  every  local  society  have  an  opportunity 
to  be  participants  through  study  of  the  theme  “The  Church  in  the  World,”  and 
through  prayer  that  there  may  be  a fuller  and  deeper  understanding  of  this 
theme  for  each  member  and  for  the  Church  as  a whole.  Each  society  is  to  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  send  an  offering  for  Assembly  and  the  object  of  the 
Assembly  offering  will  be  funds  for  scholarships  in  the  secondary  schools  and 
colleges  related  to  the  Woman’s  Division. 


As  our  daily  papers  carry  headlines  on  the  Congo,  we  realize  the  great 
shortage  of  African  leadership  there,  and  the  lack  of  women  trained  to  carry 
responsibility.  For  many  months  the  Protestant  Council  in  the  Congo,  the 
United  Christian  Group,  has  been  planning  a Congo  Polytechnic  Institute.  As 
a part  of  the  Institute’s  program.  Home  Economics  and  Family  Life  are  to  be 
given  special  emphasis.  This  has  seemed  to  be  our  particular  responsibility. 
The  Woman’s  Division  voted  to  begin  immediately  to  implement  the  Home 
Economic  and  Family  Life  program.  There  is  an  enormous  plan  to  develop  a 
five  year  crash  program  of  training  leaders  in  the  Congo. 


We  are  anticipating  having  leadership  training  again  in  Louisiana  at  the 
Conference  School  of  Missions,  such  as  we  had  last  year.  In  April  of  this  year 
each  one  will  have  the  opportimity  of  sharing  in  this,  for  you  have  heard  and 
will  be  hearing  more  of  the  leadership  training  that  will  be  available  during 
each  District  Spring  meeting.  We  are  following  through  in  “62”  what  was  be- 
gun in  “61”  and  what  we  must  continue  doing — training  for  more  effective 
leadership  and  fellowship. 


I could  not  close  this  report  to  you  without  expressing  thanks  to  each  per- 
son in  each  society,  each  guild,  in  your  work  in  the  outreach  of  God’s  King- 
dom. Pray  that  we  may  put  forth  greater  effort  in  the  years  ahead  so  that 
we  will  be  increasingly  effective  channels  for  world-wide  Christian  service. 


One  of  the  most  impressive  experiences  I had  as  I traveled  about  last  year 
was  in  Rome.  There  we  visited  the  Colosseum,  which  in  its  day  held  100,000 
people.  Later,  a short  distance  away,  we  saw  the  underground  catacombs 
where  the  Christians  met  in  Nero’s  day.  The  small  room  held  only  about  thir- 
ty people.  The  Colosseum  is  in  ruins  today,  but  the  spirit  of  the  people  who 
worshipped  there  in  those  small  dark  rooms  underground  is  alive  today,  for 
they  had  the  future  on  their  side — God  on  their  side.  Such  truths  from  his- 
tory should  give  hope  to  our  hearts  and  strength  to  our  hands,  giving  us  an 
increased  awareness  of  the  love,  the  work,  that  bless  and  bind  us  in  His  Mis- 
sion that  unites  us. 
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REPORTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 
OF  CONFERENCE  OFFICERS  AND  SECRETARIES 


VICE-PRESIDENT 
Mrs.  M.  B.  Tatum 

Following  the  theme,  “The  Household  of  God,”  the  vice-presidents  of 
Louisiana  have  done  an  outstanding  job  of  creative  program  planning.  Re- 
ports reveal  that  eight  districts  reported,  with  94%  of  all  societies  reporting. 
Lake  Charles,  Alexandria  and  Ruston  Districts  reported  100%.  Two-himdred 
fifty  nine  (259)  Societies  report  a Committee  on  program,  varied  techniques,  a 
wider  use  of  visual  aids,  and  a definite  increase  in  planned  action  (161  socie- 
ities)  for  each  program,  which  have  resulted  in  greater  interest  and  increased 
giving. 

Seventy-three  percent  of  the  Societies  use  the  Program  Book.  Special  Days 
observed  were;  May  Fellowship  Day,  48  Societies;  World  Day  of  Prayer,  215 
Societies;  Week  of  Prayer,  260  Societies;  United  Nations  Day,  46  Societies;  World 
Community  Day,  61  Societies;  Thank  Offering,  49  Societies;  Day  Apart,  55  So- 
cieties; Human  Rights  Day,  9 Societies. 

The  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  was  reported  by  281  Societies. 
Ministers,  delegates,  and  visitors  who  attended  the  World  Federation  of  Meth- 
odist Women  meeting  in  Oslo,  Norway  in  August,  1961,  have  given  generously 
of  their  time  to  share  with  others  something  of  the  message  of  that  meeting. 

The  1962-63  monthly  program  materials  are  designed  to  offer  an  opportun- 
ity for  greater  choice.  Four  “blocks”  of  suggested  rmdated  programs  are  pro- 
vided under  the  challenging  title,  “Called,  Confronted,  Compelled.”  The  Com- 
mittee on  Program  will  need  to  study  each  program  carefully  before  choosing 
the  program  that  will  best  meet  the  needs  of  the  local  society.  The  report 
blanks  will  be  changed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  new  program  book. 

With  sincere  appreciation  for  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  and  a deep 
awareness  of  the  challenge  of  the  future,  my  prayers  and  thoughts  go  with  you 
as  you  plan  programs  for  1962-63. 


Recommendations 

After  the  vice-president  has  carefully  studied  the  duties  assigned  to  her 
office  and  prayerfully  considered  its  obligations  and  opportunities — 

We  recommend  that  each  vice  president: 

1.  Avail  herself  of  the  training  opportunities  offered  by  the  sub-district, 
district,  and  conference  meetings,  seminars,  workshops,  officers’  train- 
ing days  and  schools  of  missions. 

2.  Share  with  other  members  of  the  committee  on  program  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  development  of  the  total  program  of  the  society,  coordina- 
ting the  work  of  all  members  of  the  commitee. 

3.  Maintain  and  use  a resource  file  of  program  materials  which  include 
Woman’s  Division  publications  on  Spiritual  Life,  work  in  the  Home  and 
Foreign  fields,  and  Christian  Social  Relations. 

4.  Keep  an  accurate  and  complete  file  of  the  program  activities  of  the  so- 
ciety and  report  them  fully  and  on  time  — first  report  due  November  15; 
second  report  due  May  15. 

Committee  on  Program 

We  recommend  that  the  committee  on  program: 

1.  Schedule  at  least  four  regular  meetings  for  planning  and  evaluation. 

2.  Begin  program  planning  as  soon  as  the  fliers  announcing  the  programs 
for  the  year  are  available  from  Literature  Headquarters. 
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3.  Plan  to  use  the  programs  from  the  current  program  book  and  plan  each 
program  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
service. 

4.  Evaluate  past  programs  before  planning  new  programs,  using  pages  24- 
25  in  the  vice-president’s  handbook  as  an  evaluation  guide. 

5.  Include  the  essential  elements  of  a well  balanced  program  — worship, 
education,  fellowship,  and  action  — in  every  program,  using  pages  26-27 
in  the  vice-president’s  handbook  as  a check  list. 

6.  Study  and  use  modern  techniques  of  program  presentation,  including 
methods  of  group  participation. 

7.  Plan  to  use  available  returned  missionaries,  Christian  leaders  or  deacon- 
esses as  part  of  the  program  personnel. 

8.  Take  additional  materials  for  programs  from  The  Metho'dist  Woman, 
World  Outlook,  and  the  current  Annual  Report,  and  other  Woman’s  Di- 
vision literature. 

World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women 

We  recommend  that  each  vice-president: 

1.  Regard  as  a special  trust  her  assignment  to  strengthen  “Christian  ties 
around  the  world”  and  seek  fellowship  and  friendship  with  members  of 
other  units. 

2.  If  possible,  use  as  program  personnel  women  who  attended  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women  meeting  in  Oslo,  1961,  to  give  “the  wid- 
er view”  of  the  work  of  Methodist  women  all  over  the  world. 

3.  Present  some  news  or  facts  about  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women  to  the  Woman’s  Society  at  least  four  times  each  year. 

4.  Own  and  use  the  new  handbook  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.

The  Twenty-First  Annual  Report  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  printed  by  the 
Savoy  Printing  Company  of  Lafayette,  at  a cost  of  $1,258.00  for  1000  copies,  each 
having  141  pages — ten  pages  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  mailing 
707  copies  included:  Envelopes  printed  with  return  address,  “Return  Postage 
Guaranteed”  and  “Library  Materials,”  $19.89;  Postage  ((v  4c  per  copy  for  703 
copies,  and  12c  per  copy  for  4 copies  mailed  to  workers  abroad.  The  total  cost 
of  the  above — printing,  mailing  galley  to  Committee  on  Annual  Report  for 
proof-reading,  and  mailing  books — was  $1,307.83.  Copies  were  sold  at  Confer- 
ence School  of  Missions  and  at  each  District  Educational  Seminar  for  fifty  cents 
per  copy.  The  treasurer  reports  $43.25  collected  from  sale  of  the  book. 

In  addition  to  compiling  and  editing  the  Twenty-Second  Annual  Report 
with  the  help  of  the  Committee  on  Annual  Report,  the  secretary  has  mailed 
notices  to  members  of  the  executive  committee  throughout  the  year;  issued 
call  letters  for  the  Annual  Meeting,  499  in  number,  to  all  local  societies,  dis- 
trict officers,  zone  leaders,  workers,  and  members  of  the  executive  committee; 
recorded  the  minutes  of  the  administrative  committee  and  executive  committee 
meetings,  and  the  journal  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  all  of  which  are  published 
in  the  Twenty-Second  Annual  Report. 

Recommendations 

It  is  recommended  that  the  recording  secretary: 

1.  Arrive  early  for  each  meeting  and  be  prepared  to  take  minutes  of  entire 
meeting  and  read  previous  minutes  when  called  upon. 
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2.  Share  with  the  president  all  mail  received  by  her  for  the  society  as  soon 
as  possible  and  be  prepared  to  read  same  when  it  is  called  for. 

3.  Take  minutes  accurately  as  to  time,  place,  and  type  of  meeting  and  com- 
plete names  of  persons  involved.  (Remember  — this  is  history  in  the 
making.) 

4.  Write  the  minutes  immediately  after  the  meeting  while  the  notes  are 
understandable. 

5.  Send  the  minutes  to  the  meeting  if  she  cannot  be  present,  and  ask  that 
a substitute  be  appointed  to  serve  in  her  place  for  taking  minutes. 

6.  Study  carefully  the  page  in  the  May  Methodist  Woman  (prepared  espe- 
cially for  her),  the  Guide,  the  Twenty- Second  Annual  Report  of  the  Wo- 
man’s Division  of  Christian  Service,  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service,  the  Twenty-Second  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
and  other  material  that  will  help  her  know  the  plan  of  organization  and 
correct  terminology. 

7.  Take  full  advantage  of  every  training  opportunity  offered  on  local,  sub- 
district, district,  and/or  conference  level. 

8.  Assist  the  president  by  preparing  a list  of  old  or  unfinished  business 
taken  from  the  minutes,  by  keeping  available  a copy  of  the  records  of 
the  society,  the  yearbook,  the  constitution  and  bylaws,  and  such  other 
material  as  might  be  helpful. 

9.  Perform  with  accuracy  and  dispatch  such  other  fimctions  as  may  be 
delegated  to  her.

CHILDREN’S  WORK 
Mrs.  R.  R.  Cahal,  Secretary 

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  regional  meeting  for  Conference  Secre- 
taries and  Directors  of  Children’s  Work  in  Kansas  City  on  March  6 and  7 of 
this  year.  The  minutes  and  evaluations  of  this  meeting  can  be  obtained  by 
local  secretaries  through  their  district  secretaries.  This  information  indicates 
the  magnitude  of  our  Jobs  if  we  are  to  give  our  children  a true  pictime  and 
better  understanding  of  the  people  of  the  world  and  their  needs. 

Local  secretaries  are  urged  to  read  the  May  issue  of  'The  Methodist  Woman 
to  learn  about  the  new  curriculum  for  children  to  be  ready  for  use  in  1964. 
They  are  urged  also  to  share  this  information  with  the  Woman’s  Society  so 
they  will  know  of  the  big  things  which  are  happening  in  Children’s  Work. 
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The  reports  from  local  secretaries  have  been  most  encouraging  this  year, 
and  it  is  hoped  they  will  continue  to  take  advantage  of  all  training  opportuni- 
ties offered  by  the  Woman’s  Society  and  in  the  local  church.  Ours  is  a big 
task,  and  we  must  learn,  if  we  are  to  be  capable  of  teaching  others; 

It  is  a fine  thing  for  new  secretaries  to  come  into  office  with  enthusiasm 
and  to  retain  this  enthusiasm  even  when  problems  arise.  Many  of  these  prob- 
lems can  be  solved  by  regularly  reading  The  Methodist  Woimu,  The  World 
Outlook,  and  Child  Guidance.  It  is  important  that  we  make  our  work  enjoy- 
able by  doing  our  best,  using  all  available  resources  and  seeking  God’s  ever 
present  love  and  guidance. 

It  has  been  a challenging  experience  to  serve  as  Conference  Secretary  of 
Children’s  Work,  and  I thank  all  of  you  for  the  wonderful  support  you  have 
given  me. 


Keeominendations 

Let  us  work  diligently  for  the  ensuing  year  with  Recommendations  that: 

1.  We  study  the  need.s  of  children  and  of  children’s  workers  in  the  confer- 
ence, district,  and  local  church.  In  the  light  of  these  specific  needs,  we 
shall  assist  in  making  plans  for  Additional  Sessions  of  missionary  edu- 
cation for  children  in  every  local  church. 

2.  We  continue  to  promote  the  regular  meeting  of  the  children’s  council  in 
every  church  of  which  the  children’s  secretary  is  a member,  and  plan  a 
year’s  total  program  of  Christian  education  for  children  in  the  church. 

3.  We  read  and  use  the  book,  “Friends  With  All  The  World,”  by  Edith 
Welker.  This  gives  us  good  procedures  to  use  for  the  missionary  educa- 
tion of  children  on  different  age  levels. 

4.  We  promote  sessions  for  children  during  churchwide  studies,  using  the 
recommended  study  emphasis  and  film  strips. 

5.  Children  have  a part  in  the  World  Day  of  Prayer,  using  children’s  ma- 
terial in  the  packet.  (United  Church  Women,  NCC,  475  Riverside  Drive, 
N.Y.  27,  N.Y.) 

6.  We  plan  and  write  a calendar  of  activities  for  each  secretary,  giving  spe- 
cific helps  for  each  month  of  the  year.  The  Secretary  of  Children’s 
Work  should  be  a member  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions of  the  Woman’s  Society  on  all  levels  whenever  areas  of  work  con- 
cerning the  welfare  of  children  are  considered. 

7.  We  continue  to  promote  the  use  of  the  Remittance  Blank  for  the  offer- 
ing at  Additional  Sessions,  working  closely  with  the  church  treasurer 
on  this. 

8.  We  read  and  use  our  Handbook  along  with  The  Methodist  Woman,  World 
Outlook  and  Child  Guidance.  This  applies  to  the  leaflets  and  pamphlets 
that  are  printed  for  use  in  the  area  of  our  work. 

9.  We  cooperate  with  conference  and  district  boards  of  education  and  local 
commissions  on  education. 

10.  We  use  the  time  allotted  to  us  at  meetings  in  a creative  and  inspiring 
manner.  Carefully  plan  every  meeting  with  secretaries.  Review  “Learn- 
ing Together  in  Christian  Fellowship”  by  Sara  Little  ^ for  ways  to  make 
workshops,  institutes  and  other  related  activities  worthwhile. 

11.  Plan  parent  cooperation  in  all  churches.  Keep  the  women  of  the  Wo- 
man’s Society  informed  of  the  children’s  work  by  reporting  regularly  to 
them. 

12.  Let  us  continue  our  fellowship  of  prayer  for  children  and  for  children’s 
workers  everywhere,  a few  moments  at  9 A.M.  each  day.

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CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS

The  Methodist  Church  continues  to  be  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  man 
and  the  evils  that  beset  him.  Through  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations, the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  seeks  to  meet  the  needs  of 
people  and  to  create  a climate  of  Christian  fellowship  and  understanding 
wherein  the  teachings  of  Jesus  can  be  recognized  and  applied  to  the  problems 
of  our  day. 

Seven  District  Secretaries  attended  Jurisdictional  Schools  at  Mt.  Sequoyah 
last  summer  and  are  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  department  more  efficiently 
over  the  conference.  These  women  are  doing  an  outstanding  job  meeting  the 
challenges  of  their  office  in  these  difficult  days  and  the  results  are  more  far 
reaching  than  can  be  measured. 

The  Conference  Secretary  attended  the  Seminar  on  “United  States  Foreign 
Policy’’  held  by  the  Dallas  United  Nations  Association,  of  Dallas,  Texas,  in  co- 
operation with  the  National  Government.  Packets  of  material  were  sent  to  each 
district  secretary  for  use  in  the  local  societies. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns  of  which  the  Conference  Secretary 
is  a member,  planned  and  held  a Seminar  on  “The  Churches  and  Communism” 
in  Baton  Rouge  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  E.  Sullivan,  Assistant  Director  of 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  from  Washington,  D.  C.  This  came  out 
of  demands  from  over  the  state  that  more  information  relative  to  Communism 
in  the  church  and  state  be  made  available  to  the  local  church.  Similar  oppor- 
tunities will  be  offered  during  the  year  by  this  Board  and  the  women  are  urged 
to  take  advantage  of  these  activities  planned  to  assist  leaders  in  specific  areas 
of  concern. 

Dr.  Douglas  Jackson,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  was  presented  by  this  de- 
partment as  guest  speaker  at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  in  New  Orleans  in 
March,  speaking  in  behalf  of  the  pronouncements  of  the  General  Conference  as 
they  relate  to  Christian  Social  Relations. 

As  a member  of  the  Louisiana  Organization  For  State  Legislation  and  the 
Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  this  department  cooperated  with  other 
agencies  in  promoting  good  legislation  recommended  under  the  Divisions  of 
Peace  and  World  Order  and  Temperance  and  General  Welfare. 

The  local  woman  is  urged  to  study  the  areas  of  concern  under  the  Division 
of  Human  Relations  and  Economic  Affairs,  especially  those  related  to  the  race 
relations.  It  is  our  privilege  to  sincerely  study  the  problems,  seek  knowledge 
and  act  according  to  the  light  revealed  by  God.  In  the  Woman’s  Society  no  one 
speaks  FOR  us.  In  the  final  analysis  our  individual  choice  is  our  responsibility 
by  which  we  stand  or  fall  before  judgment. 

Through  contact  with  other  agencies  and  the  Division  Office  in  New  York 
we  are  able  to  give  assistance  and  information  to  organizations  such  as  P.T.A., 
Literary  Clubs,  United  Church  Women  and  various  civic  groups.  We  are  grate- 
ful for  this  privilege  to  be  of  service  to  the  local  community.  The  pro'blems  of 
the  day  call  for  greater  power  than  we  ourselves  possess  and  the  Church  must 
witness  to  the  power  of  Jesus  Christ  that  is  sufficient  for  all  our  needs.  We 
call  upon  every  woman  to  seek  knowledge  of  the  teachings  of  Christ  and  dedi- 
cate her  life  to  spreading  the  gospel  around  her  sphere  of  influence  in  home, 
church  and  community.

1;’  Conference  seem  to  be  having  great  difficulty  in  understanding  and  interpret- 
ing  the  role  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  the  total  pro- 
[ I gram  of  the  world-wide  mission  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

As  Christians  we  are  committed  to  active  concern  for  the  welfare  of  all 
people  and  as  Methodists  it  is  our  duty  and  privilege  to  accept  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  application  of  Christian  principles  to  the  problems  of  human  re- 
lations. If  we  are  united  in  this  objective,  and  we  assume  we  are,  then  we 
differ  only  in  the  method  to  accomplish  the  “Purpose”  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
and  the  “Pronouncements”  of  the  General  Conference  of  the  church.  In  the 
I many  areas  of  controversy  there  is  great  danger  of  dissipating  our  will  to  do 
and  our  power  to  accomplish  the  work  Jesus  has  for  us  to  do,  by  confining  the 
issues  to  personal  attitudes.  The  result  of  this  is  expressed  in  contesting  the  is- 
; sues  on  the  home  front  instead  of  developing  a world-wide  perspective  and  pre- 

I senting  a united  Christian  front  before  the  evils  of  our  time.  In  this  department 

II  that  addresses  itself  to  every  area  of  life  where  there  is  injustice,  discrimina- 

ji  tion,  evil  and  need,  there  is  room  for  everyone  to  find  a place  to  serve.  Some 

will  feel  better  qualified  to  serve  in  one  area,  while  others  will  make  their 
I!  contribution  in  another.  Each  woman  must  choose  her  area  of  concern  and 

jj  service.  These  recommendations  are  offered  in  the  hope  that  they  will  help 

I you  find  your  place. 

' IT  IS  THEREFORE  RECOMMENDED: 

1.  That  each  local  society  as  soon  as  possible,  imder  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  her  committee  and  the  Sec- 
retary of  Spiritual  Life  and  her  committee,  set  aside  a time  to  come  to- 
gether to  re-examine  attitudes  and  conceptions  in  the  light  of  the  teach- 
ings of  Jesus;  to  study  the  doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  our 

j responsibilities  as  members  and  move  out  into  action  according  to  the 

teachings  of  Jesus. 

2.  For  study:  the  Division  Recommendations  on  Special  Legislative  Issues, 

^ namely.  World  Trade,  Urban  Affairs  and  Housing,  U.  S.  Purchase  of  U. 

j N.  Bonds  and  World  Peace;  on  social  issues  regarding  the  Pronounce- 

ments of  the  General  Conference  on  the  Quadrennial  Emphasis  on  Race, 
considering  all  groups  against  whom  there  is  discrimination,  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  and  the  program  of  Civil  Defense  of  the  State  and 
National  Governments.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  Division,  Con- 
ference, District  or  Local  Departments  do  not  speak  for  the  individual 
woman  but  to  her.

I Division;  (b)  learn  how  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations 

works  to  carry  its  particular  responsibility  in  the  total  pattern  of  the 
missionary  program  of  the  church  around  the  world.

We 
must  desist  from  criticism  and  suspicion  and  place  our  faith  in  “The  Deathless- 
ness  of  Righteousness!”  In  this  period  of  world  transition  we  cannot  see  the 
end  result  — we  are  laying  the  foundations.  God  grant  we  will  make  them 
Christian.

The  Sixth  Quadrennial  AssemJbly  at  Atlantic  City  was  a First  for  me.  I 
was  overwhelmed  by  the  magnitude  of  blessings  that  were  evident:  the  services, 
the  exhibits,  the  program  planned  for  maturing  our  Christian  faith  and  living 
brought  a new  awareness,  involvement,  and  sense  of  urgency  for  us  to  be 
“imited  in  His  mission”  in  “the  church  in  the  world.”  We  must  come  to  a new 
understanding  of  “church  work.”  The  work  done  within  the  walls  of  the 
building  is  only  preparation  for  the  primary  task.  For  us,  the  women  of  the 
church  today,  the  question  is  this,  “Is  the  message  of  Jesus  Christ  such  a com- 
pelling truth  in  our  lives  that  it  sets  our  feet  to  “go”  and  our  lips  to  “tell”  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  of  all  life!  So  captivating  were  the  women  in  communi- 
cating new  insights,  that  faces  blurred  and  ideas — not  individuals — were  the 
imperative.  All  were  united  in  Christ,  although  there  was  diversity  in  thought. 
All  women  may  share  the  highlights  of  this  meeting  in  the  July-August  issue 
of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  The  World  Outlook. 

Examination  of  reports  of  the  past  year  reveals  our  gains  and  om  needs. 
Much  n.ore,  it  reveals  a growing  enthusiasm  of  the  district  secretaries,  who 
have  put  to  creative  use  the  leadership  training  received.  In  a splendid  way 
these  Christian  women  have  collaborated  cooperatively  and  diligently  to  chan- 
nel information  and  material  to  the  local  societies.  Local  secretaries  have  com- 
mitted themselves  to  become  the  best  sales-women  for  God  possible.  Our  two 
Methodist  family  magazines  and  the  wealth  of  literature  available  to  us  will 
remedy  any  lack  of  information  on  the  purpose,  program  and  progress  of  our 
great  Methodist  Church,  and  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  Guild. 

We  need  to  take  a look  in  our  mirror  and  see  some  interesting  reflection 
of  ourselves,  our  organization,  our  motives,  our  challenges,  and  our  aspirations. 
Christ  calls  us  to  do  His  will.  What  is  required  of  us  is  that  we  make  the  most 
of  the  gifts  we  possess.  All  of  us  have  some  special  endowment,  aptitude, 
quality  of  mind  and  spirit  which  we  should  be  putting  to  use  for  God.  This  is 
the  test  of  discipleship — not  to  be  brilliant  or  illustrious,  but  to  be  faithful  and 
obedient  in  the  use  of  our  time  and  talents  for  Him. 

We  all  realize  that  the  target  of  education  is  change  and  growth  in  the 
attitudes  and  behavior  of  the  individual.  Study  and  action  are  nothing  new 
for  Methodist  women.  The  printed  word  is  a channel  of  information,  a source 
of  inspiration,  and  a challenge  to  dedication.  It  calls  the  soul,  confronts  the 
mind,  and  compels  the  heart.  We  believe  in  our  literature  and  publications. 
The  approved  studies  for  1962-63  will  appear  in  the  Jrme  issue  of  The  Metho- 
dist Woman. 

“Interrogate  the  past,  occupy  the  present,  trust  the  future.”  Today  is  the 
era  of  redemption.  As  ambassadors  for  Christ,  let  us  go  forth. 


Recommendations 


We  recommend  that: 

1.  Every  society  elect  a secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  or  assign 
her  duties  to  some  officer.  She  should:  Kjiow  her  Church  Account 
Number  at  Literature  Headquarters;  dedicate  herself  to  know  the  con- 
tents of  the  current  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman’s  Division  and  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference,  and  urge  each  officer  and  secretary  to  read  same. 

2.  Each  Local  Secretary: 

A.  Be  prompt  in  handling  materials  sent  the  society  through  her.  She 
is  a direct  channel  of  communication  from  Literature  Headquarters. 
Record  and  Rei>ort  Books  should  be  immediately  turned  over  to  the 
Secretary  of  Promotion,  Treasurer’s  Pad  to  Treasurer! 

B.  Use  the  Subscription  Record  Book  with  its  Account  Number,  and 
keep  it  as  an  accurate  record  of  your  efficient  work  to  p>ass  on.  Con- 
tact Literature  Headquarters  if  Society  has  none  or  needs  a new  one. 
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C.  Make  herself  an  invaluable  asset  to  the  Committee  on  Program,  of 
which  she  is  a member,  because  she  is  familiar  with  the  contents  of 
The  Methodist  Woman  and  The  World  Outlook;  because  she  reads 
programs  and  orders  suggested  free  supplementary  materials  in  ad- 
vance and  shares  it  with  Committee.  She  can  make  the  difference 
between  a mediocre  or  successful  society. 

3.  Local,  District  and  Conference  Secretaries: 

A.  Recognize  that  the  purpose  of  the  literature  is  to  strengthen  the 
total  mission  program  of  the  church.  Secure  funds  for  new  literature 
in  the  society  budget. 

B.  Secure  and  use  a Combination  subscrpition  to  The  Methodist  Wo- 
man and  The  World  Outlook.  She  cannot  sell  a product  she  does  not 
know  personally.  Display  and  discuss  these  at  every  meeting.  En- 
courage a current  file  of  publications  in  every  church  library  for 
reference. 

C.  Consult  the  back  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  the  page  on  Liter- 
ature and  Publications  each  month  and  pass  on  information  about 
new  material  to  each  officer  concerned. 

D.  Constantly  work  for  subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  The 
World  Outlook,  with  special  emphasis  during  stated  campaigns. 

E.  Study  and  re-study  the  Handbook  on  Literature  and  Publications  and 
the  report  blanks. 

F.  Keep  accurals  notebook  of  all  your  activities,  making  report  time  .an 
exciting  recollection  of  your  best  efforts  to  share  paths  of  service 
open  to  all.  Report  fully,  and  on  time. 

4.  District  and  Conference  Secretaries: 

A.  Assume  full  responsibility  for  ordering,  displaying,  and  selling  liter- 
ature at  Schools,  Seminars  and  Annual  Meetings.  (This  service  can 
be  enhanced  by  contacting  teachers  and  leaders  for  their  suggestions 
before  ordering.) 

B.  Study  and  analyze  each  report,  and  send  suggestions  for  improve- 
ments. 

C.  Make  a special  effort  to  attend  the  School  of  Missions,  August  13-17, 
at  Centenary  College,  Shreveport. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION

Missionary  Education  continues  to  be  a mirror  through  which  we  see  our- 
selves in  relation  to  the  needs  of  people,  regardless  of  geographical  location. 

As  the  year  1961-62  came  to  a close,  it  was  gratifying  to  note  that  of  the 
823  approved  study  classes,  the  breakdown  was  as  follows:  376  qualified  for 
Jurisdiction  Recognition,  17  attained  the  Efficiency  Standard  and  385  classified 
as  “Other  Classes.”  The  Church-wide  study  was  received  most  enthusiastically.

The  total  attendance  of  352  at  the  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Sep^^ice 
showed  an  increase  over  1960.  This  figure  included  the  delegates,  visitors. 
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guests,  and  teachers.  Class  enrollment  was  316,  with  2%  credits;  clinic  enroll- 
ment, 269;  churches  represented,  116;  and  literature  sales  amounted  to  $1,541.11. 
The  Missionary  offering  was  $217.65  and  was  divided  equally  between  the 
Study  Projects  assigned  to  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  95'  books  were  avail- 
able in  the  library.  A record  was  kept  of  the  number  checking  out  books  for 
over  night  reading  and  those  who  came  in  to  read. 

For  the  first  time,  members  of  the  Youth  Division  were  invited  to  part- 
icipate in  the  School  of  Missions.  Each  district  was  asked  to  send  three  young 
girls.  The  girls  participated  in  all  phases  of  the  School  of  Missions  program  un- 
der the  supervision  of  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  Conference  Secretary  of  Youth 
Work  and  Mrs.  Charles  Giessen,  Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work.  They 
took  part  in  an  evening  service  giving  their  evaluation  fo  the  school  and  special 
music. 

Worship  settings  related  to  each  of  the  monthly  programs  for  1961-62  were 
on  display  throughout  the  week.  Mrs.  Joe  Bond  and  Mrs.  T.  A.  Pitt  prepared 
these  aids  to  worship  without  expense  to  the  School  of  Missions. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Clotilde  Nanez,  served  as  leader  in 
the  Christian  Leadership  Program. 

A Day  Nursery  was  provided  at  Noel  Memorial  Methodist  Church  for  child- 
ren under  12  years  old.  There  were  28  children  who  attended  the  Nursery. 

Seminar  attendance  is  again  on  the  increase  with  12  Educational  Seminars 
in  1%1:  9 for  the  Woman’s  Society,  and  3 for  the  Wesleyan  Service  GuUd.  The 
Lafayette  District  held  two  Seminars  and  felt  it  was  very  worthwhile,  in  that 
it  reached  more  societies.

MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL 
Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Secretary 

The  four  years  I have  served  as  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  have 
;;  been  rewarding  and  challenging  years.  Some  progress  has  been  made,  though 
the  achievements  have  been  much  less  than  I should  like  to  report.  The  in- 
j completeness  and  inaccuracy  of  the  period  reports  from  local  societies  make 
the  quoting  of  figures  a useless  process.  However,  the  reports  indicate  a gra- 
dual trend  toward  increasing  awareness  of  needs  and  opportunities  in  this  area 
of  work. 

The  number  of  names  in  the  file  of  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel 
is  variable,  but  at  the  close  of  this  year,  there  are  62  names  of  college  students 
to  pass  on  to  my  successor. 

' The  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  has  been  activated  and  has  held 

regular  annual  meetings,  devoted  at  times  to  the  sharing  of  information  and 
plans,  and,  at  other  times,  to  a program  of  action. 

The  major  achievements  have  been  in  the  area  of  training  opportunities. 
In  each  of  the  three  years  that  the  Jurisdiction  Christian  Vocations  Weekend 
has  been  held,  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  has  sent  a young 
j woman  of  junior  or  senior  level  in  college,  to  participate  in  this  meeting. 

For  the  last  two  years,  the  full  quota  of  young  people,  allotted  to  this  con- 
ference, have  attended  the  youth  section  of  the  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah.  The  District  Presidents  have  had  a large  part  in  making  this 
achievement  possible. 

The  Secretaries  of  Youth  and  Student  Work  and  Missionary,  Personnel  co- 
operated in  planning  and  promoting  a Youth  Dinner  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
; the  Woman’s  Society  in  1961  and  1962.  Also,  Recruitment  Panels,  in  which 
young  people  and  students  participated,  were  presented  as  joint  reports  of  these 
three  secretaries.  These  dinners  and  panels  proved  to  be  rewarding  experi- 
ences for  the  youth  involved  as  well  as  for  the  secretaries  and  the  delegates  to 
the  annual  meetings. 
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The  24  girls  who  attended  the  School  of  Missions  in  1961  had  the  privilege 
of  hearing  aild  questioning  Miss  Jane  Stentz  from  the  Office  of  Missionary 
Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  In  addition,  they  participated  in  a full 
schedule  of  classes  and  other  activities  which  would  acquaint  them  with  per- 
sonnel needs  in  the  Church.  The  repetition  of  this  form  of  missionary  educa- 
tion will  bear  fruit,  in  the  future,  in  lives  dedicated  to  God  and  His  Church. 

The  Mission  Tour,  planned  for  July  10-20,  1%2,  will  offer  an  additional 
opportunity  for  acquainting  youth  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  in  church 
vocations  and  will  bring  to  a climax  several  years  of  study  and  planning  for 
this  experience.  We  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Committee  on  Tours  and  to 
Miss  Louise  Sharp,  Tour  Director,  for  their  tireless  service  in  this  undertaking. 

It  is  with  sadness  that  I close  these  four  years  without  being  able  to  record 
the  names  of  several  young  women  who  have  gone  into  missionary  service. 
However,  for  the  progress  that  has  been  made,  I give  sincere  thanks  to  our 
Heavenly  Father  and  to  those  in  our  fellowship  who  have  cooperated  so  faith- 
fully and  enthusiastically  in  promoting  this  line  of  work. 

God  calls;  man  recruits.  Let  us  pray  that  we  shall  be  worthy  to  be  used 
as  recruiters  of  persons  who  will  serve  the  Church’s  mission  throughout  the 

world. 


Recommendations

2.  That,  in  recognition  of  the  special  Emphasis  on  Recruitment  for  the 
spring-summer-fall  period  of  1962,  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel 
Study  and  Prepare: 

To  create  new  opporttmities  and  new  methods  for  confronting  youth 
and  adults  with  the  call  to  Christian  Vocation  and  with  the  needs  and 
openings  in  Church  Vocations. 

To  stress  the  values  of  a functioning  Local  Church  Committee  on 
Christian  Vocations. 

To  work  closely  with  the  District  Director  and  District  Committee  on 
Christian  Vocations,  sharing  information  and  materials. 

To  give  information  and  guidance  relative  to  forthcoming  meetings, 
materials,  study  units,  programs  in  which  Christian  Vocations  will  be 
featured. 

3.  That  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel,  with  the  approval  and  co- 
operation of  the  District  Executive  Committee  Plan: 

An  appropriate  observance  of  the  75th  Anniversary  of  the  Deaconess 
Movement  in  1963. 

Fellowship  gatherings  for  young  people  interested  in  a Church  Vo- 
cation (Probably  in  cooperation  with  the  District  Committee  on  Chris- 
tian Vocations.) 

4.  That  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel,  in  cooperation  with  Secre- 
taries of  Youth  and  Student  Work  Promote; 

Participation  in  the  Mission  Tour,  scheduled  for  July  10-20,  1962. 

Attendance  at  Christian  Vocations  Conferences. 

Recruitment  emphases  in  Zone  meetings. 

5'.  That  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel,  who  are  in  the  pattern  of  at- 
tendance for  the  1%2  Schools  of  Missions,  Attend; 

The  Louisiana  Conference  School  of  Missions,  August  13-17.

6.  Contact  missionaries,  deaconesses  and  special-term  and  contract  workers 
with  news  letters,  greetings  and  personal  notes; 

7.  Encourage  and  lend  a hand  to  the  US-2’s  working  within  your  confer- 
ence or  district; 

8.  At  all  times  be  diligent  in  prayer,  undergirding  the  work  of  every  mis- 
sionary and  mission  station  with  prayer  and  the  daily  use  of  the  Prayer 
Calendar.

Recommendations 


IT  IS  RECOMMENDED: 

1.  That  we  continue  to  seek  new  means  by  which  all  women  of  the  Church 
may  be  reached  as  we  endeavor  to  “unite  all  women  in  Christian  living 
and  service.” 

2.  That  close  cooperation  and  good  fellowship  between  members  of  So- 
cieties and  Guilds  be  promoted. 

3.  That  fellowship  activities,  such  as  membership  teas,  programs  for  all 
the  women  of  the  church,  and  other  activities  strengthening  the  local 
church  be  encouraged. 

4.  That  Officers’  Training  Day  on  all  levels  be  held  as  soon  as  possible  after 
elections,  incorporating  the  Leadership  Training  experiences  gained  in 
the  1961  Schools  of  Missions. 

5.  That  we  continue  to  strive  for  100%  reporting. 

6.  That  we  seek  to  organize  a Woman’s  Society  in  every  church  or  circuit. 

7.  That  promotion  of  “My  World  Bank”  be  continued,  in  cooperation  with 
the  Committee  on  Finance. 
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8.  That  itineration  of  field  workers  and  missionaries  be  planned  in  order 
to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  the  societies  reached.  Well  planned 
schedules  for  the  ones  itinerating  are  also  urged. 

9.  That  good  use  of  information  sources  be  made  — such  as  Promotion 
pages  of  The  Methodist  Woman,  The  Promotion  Handbook,  A Guide,  The 
Annual  Report  — in  order  to  increase  the  quality  of  our  service. 

10.  That  we  continue  to  be  alert  to  every  opportunity  of  service  and  witness 
as  we  seek  to  share  in  a world  Christian  Community. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE 
Mrs.  T.  Haller  Jackson,  Secretary 

Reports  of  the  past  year  have  brought  both  joy,  because  of  progress  made, 
and  disappointment,  because  many  needs  have  not  been  more  adequately  met 

More  than  92%  of  the  societies  have  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life,  and  much 
evidence  of  their  work  is  to  be  found  in  all  areas  where  our  concerns  place 
emphasis — worship,  evangelism,  stewardship,  and  study. 

However,  only  72%  of  the  reporting  local  secretaries  serve  on  the  Commit- 
tee on  Program  and  only  58%  are  members  of  the  local  church  Commission  on 
Membership  and  Evangelism.  Active  participation  in  these  two  groups  is  an 
obligation  and  a privilege,  opening  avenues  for  greater  service. 

A larger  number  of  societies  report  using  the  Prayer  Calendar,  but,  regret- 
tably, there  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  prayer  groups,  chains,  and  partners 
reported  this  year  as  compared  with  last.  The  need  for  prayer  is  urgent.  The 
areas  of  concern  are  tremendous. 

Societies  have  enlarged  their  ministries  to  shut-ins  and  other  groups  in 
need  of  spiritual  nurture. 

Stewardship  has  been  promoted  effectively  through  a wide  variety  of 

means,  but  needs  additional  stress. 

The  completion  of  the  study  of  the  Meaning  of  Suffering  has  been  reported 
by  103  societies,  with  others  to  finish  it  later.  All  agreed  it  has  been  a most 
meaningful  and  helpful  study. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  wide  use  of  Spiritual  Life  material  and  the  ways 
it  has  ibeen  emphasized  through  different  methods  of  publicity.  Full  use  of 
available  excellent  literature  is  wged. 

“Day  Apart”  services  and  retreats  have  been  held  by  many  groups,  some  in 
cooperation  with  other  groups.  These  periods  of  quiet  withdrawals  have 
brought  rich  rewards. 

Added  emphasis  is  being  given  the  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  and 
Self-Denial  this  year.  By  special  action  of  the  delegated  body  of  the  1962  An- 
nual Meeting,  approval  was  voted  of  our  continuing  effort  to  have  100%,  confer- 
ence-wide, observance  of  the  week. 

In  summarizing  the  felt  needs,  it  is  evident  that  the  Secretaries  of  Spiritual 
Life— local,  district,  and  conference— are  not  satisfied  either  with  their  personal 
or  group  accomplishments.  May  we  therefore  be  inspired  to  greater  endeavor 
and  deeper  dedication. 

Recommendations 

REMEMBERING  that: 

The  quadrennial  theme  of  The  Methodist  Church  is  “Jesus  Christ  is  Lord;” 

If  we  really  believe  this,  our  belief  will  express  itself  in  action,  for  we  can- 
not separate  the  inner  commitment  from  the  outward  expression; 
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We  are  called,  individually  and  as  a group,  to  work  with  God  for  the  re- 
demption of  man. 

REALIZING  that: 

The  redemptive  fellowship  of  Christians  is  for  all  people; 

Each  member  must  help  make  Christ  known  as  a life-changing  Saviour  and 
Lord; 

The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
are  called  to  help  the  total  church  be  a redemptive  fellowship  through  pro- 
gram, witness  and  service. 

WE  RECOMMEND  that: 

EACH  SOCIETY: 

1.  Recognize  that  all  aspects  of  spiritual  life  cultivation  must  permeate  the 
purpose  and  program  of  the  group. 

2.  Elect  a secretary  of  spiritual  life  who  has  a vital,  growing  faith,  a deep 
understanding  of  the  purpose  and  mission  of  the  work,  a vigorous  energy 
that  gets  things  accomplished,  and  qualities  of  leadership  which  call  forth 
enthusiastic  response. 

3.  Provide  basic  materials  for  the  use  of  the  secretary  and  her  committee. 

4.  Observe  special  days  for  emphasis  on  the  cultivation  of  the  spiritual  life. 

5.  Observe  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial. 

EACH  SECRETARY: 

1.  Accept  her  office  as  a call  from  God  for  dedicated,  intelligent  service. 

2.  Take  advantage  of  opportunities  for  special  training. 

3.  Keep  and  use  a growing  file  of  collected  and  purchased  materials,  in- 
cluding the  Spiritual  Life  Handbook,  the  Spiritual  Life  Packet,  the  Ih-ay- 
er  Calendar,  special  program  materials  and  other  resources  as  listed  in 
the  Handbook. 

4.  Employ  the  assistance  of  a spiritual  life  committee  in  helping  to  meet 
the  needs  of  all. 

5.  Give  active  service  as  a member  of  the  committee  on  program. 

6.  Be  an  active  member  of  the  Commission  on  Membership  and  Evangelism. 

7.  Give  leadership  for  proper  observance  of  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self- 
Denial  and  other  special  days. 

8.  Give  emphasis  to  all  areas  of  spiritual  life  cultivation  in  worship,  stew- 
ardship, evangelism  and  study. 

9.  Encourage  prayer  groups  to  grow  out  of  specific  needs  and  to  be  mean- 
ingful through  prayer,  Bible  study  and  outreach  in  service. 

10.  Share  through  dedication,  personal  life  and  witness  the  understanding 
that  spiritual  life  means  the  involvement  of  a person’s  whole  life  with 
God. 


S’TUDENT  WORK 
Mrs.  Charles  H.  Giessen,  Secretary 

The  Louisiana  Methodist  Student  Movement  is  related  to  fifteen  educational 
institutions  in  which  there  are  eight  accredited  Wesley  Foundations,  three 
Wesley  Fellowships  on  commuter  college  campuses,  three  Methodist  Student 
Movement  units  through  the  Inter-Conference  Commission,  and  a Methodist 
Student  Movement  unit  at  Centenary.  Two  additional  campus  ministers  were 
employed,  two  new  Wesley  Fellowships  were  organized,  and  the  Dean  R.  K 
Smith  Religious  Activities  Building  was  completed  this  past  year.  All  but  the 
newly  organized  Methodist  Student  Movement  units  contributed  to  the  Metho- 
dist Student  Fellowship  Fund  which  strengthens  the  mission  of  the  church. 
Out  of  40,739  students  enrolled  in  eleven  of  these  schools,  6,143  students  and  518 
faculty  were  Methodist. 
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The  spring  conferences  held  at  Natchitoches  and  Dulac  had  an  attendance 
of  200.  In  February,  Dr.  Carl  Soul  conducted  a campus  visitation  program. 
The  Bishop’s  Visitation  Program  stimulated  the  Wesley  Boards  of  Directors  to 
re-evaluate  the  church’s  work  on  the  campus.  Special  effort  was  made  to 
reach  the  dollar  per  member  goal  for  the  support  of  the  Wesley  Foundations 
and  for  Centenary  College. 

Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  reports  indicate  that  last  year  more 
women  served  on  Christian  Vocations  and  Christian  Higher  Education  commit- 
tees £ind  on  Boards  of  Wesley  Foundations.  They  mailed  over  a thousand  Stu- 
dent Information  cards  to  college  campuses.  They  kept  in  touch  with  the  stu- 
dents, employed  youth  working  away  from  home  and  those  in  military  ser- 
vice by  providing  them  with  over  600  copies  of  “Power”  and  other  devotional 
material.  They  showed  loving  interest  in  them:  through  personal  contacts  and 
correspondence;  by  providing  entertainments,  refreshments,  financial  assis- 
tance; and  by  teaching  special  Church  School  Classes  of  college  age  youth. 

The  South  Central  Jurisdiction  reported  an  8.6%  decrease  in  contributions 
to  the  Student  Loan  and  Scholarship  Fund  and  the  nation,  a 4.5%  decrease.  In 
the  li^t  of  increasing  enrollments  and  rising  costs  of  attending  college,  this 
is  discouraging.  Only  sixty-five  churches  in  Louisiana  reported  observing 
Student  Day  in  June  and  taking  such  an  offering.  Just  eighty-eight  churches 
reported  observing  Student  Recognition  Day  in  December. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  a panel  of  six  youth  discussed  “His  Mission  Calls  Us.”  Dr. 
J.  B.  Holt,  Associate  Professor  of  Missions  at  Perkins  School  of  Theology, 
served  at  moderator.  'The  students  featured  were  Judy  Lester  and  Judy  Tucker, 
both  students  at  L.S.U.-New  Orleans. 

A student.  Merry  Orr  of  L.S.U.-New  Orleans,  was  privileged  to  attend  the 
Sixth  Assembly  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  as  the  student 
delegate  from  the  Louisiana  Conference.  She  is  eager  to  share  her  experiences 
with  others. 

One  District  Secretary  of  Student  Work  attended  the  Seventh  Quadrennial 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement.  She  came  away  feeling  that 
oux  task  is  greater  than  we  had  realized.  “Even  though  we  try,  we  are  still 
quite  away  from  understanding  the  world  of  students,”  she  believes. 

What  a challenge  and  what  a privilege  it  has  been  these  four  years  to  serve 
you  as  Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work.  As  I hand  the  duties  of  this 
office  over  to  another,  I can  truthfully  say  that  I am  in  no  wise  laying  down 
my  interest  in  student  work,  for  the  Christian  students  of  today  are  the  hope 
of  the  space  age  that  we  have  entered. 


Recommendations 

Believing  that  the  purpose  of  Student  Work  is: 

1.  To  inspire  the  women  of  the  church  to  work  with  all  young  people 
away  from  home,  including  students,  those  employed,  and  those  in  mili- 
tary service; 

2.  To  maintain  meaningful  relationships  between  the  local  church  and  stu- 
dents and  other  youth  away  from  home; 

3.  To  develop  world-minded  Christian  students; 

4.  To  inspire  students  to  Christian  service. 

We,  therefore.  Recommend  That: 

1.  Every  local  society  elect  a Secretary  of  Student  Work,  who  serves  as  the 
liaison  officer  between  the  students  and  other  youth  away  from  home 
and  the  Woman’s  Society  and  other  departments  of  the  church. 

2.  Every  society  actively  support  the  local  church  in  the  observance  of 
Methodist  Student  Day  in  June  and  Student  Recognition  Day  in  Decem- 
ber. 
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3.  Every  society  offer  its  assistance  in  providing  Christian  literature,  such 
as  magazines  and  devotional  books,  for  the  Wesley  Foundations  within 
their  district. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  inform  young  people  about  Methodist 
colleges  and  about  the  Methodist  Student  Loan  and  Scholarship  Funds. 

5.  (Blue)  Student  Information  Cards  be  sent  to  the  college  student  direc- 
tors by  Jime  1,  if  possible,  and  not  later  than  July  15. 

6.  (White)  Introduction  Cards  be  given  to  young  people  leaving  the  local 
church  for  employment  or  military  service. 

7.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  read  the  Methodist  Woman  and  Motive, 
the  magazine  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement.  She  should  promote 
the  <^enfhng  of  Christian  materials,  such  as  Power,  Concern,  etc.,  to  stu- 
dents and  youth  away  from  home. 

8.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  undergird  the  program  of  Christian 
ministry  among  international  students  by  keeping  informed  and  assisting 
with  the  program  of  hospitality  to  international  students,  especially  d\ir- 
ing  the  holidays. 

9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  serve,  if  invited,  on  the  Committee  on 
Christian  Vocations. 

10.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  encourage  students  to  attend  church 
conferences,  .seminars,  and  summer  service  projects.  She  should  inform 
students  about  vocational  opportunities  in  the  world  mission  of  the 
church  at  home  and  abroad. 

11.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  be  ever  on  the  alert  to  find  ways  of  co- 
operating with  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  recruiting  for  church  re- 
lated vocations.  On  the  district  and  conference  levels  the  Secretaries  of 
Student  Work,  Youth  Work,  and  Missionary  Personnel  are  xurged  to 
combine  their  efforts  cooperatively. 


SUPPLY  WORK 

Mrs.  Charles  B.  McGowan,  Secretary 

Our  Supply  Work  Askings  for  this  year  were  $13,011.47.  We  met  these 
Askings  with  the  exception  of  one  institution.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Christmas  in 
August  money  given  to  this  institution  will  supplement  the  amount  so  that  it 
will  receive  the  amount  asked  for.  This  is  an  indication  that  we  need  to  con- 
sider more  carefully  the  paying  of  each  Asking  before  doing  other  Supply 
Work.  In  no  instance  was  the  amount  large,  but  the  institution  depends  upon 
our  help.  Our  Askings  were  overpaid  to  each  of  the  other  institutions.  While 
several  districts  failed  to  meet  their  responsibilities,  those  districts  overpaying 
enabled  the  Conference  to  meet  the  Askings.  &ctra  gifts  were  sent  to  seven  of 
our  institutions  which  were  not  assigned  to  Louisiana. 

The  total  cash  and  cash  value  given  in  1961-62  through  Supply  Work  was 
$18,776.64.  Of  this  amount,  the  Woman’s  Society  gave  $16,204.88,  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  $2,571.76.  This  was  sent  to  13  Home  and  11  Foreign  institutions 
and  showed  an  overall  increase  of  $887.29  over  the  previous  year. 

Thousand  of  items  of  used  clothing  were  sent  to  those  institutions  which 
have  use  for  them. 

Congratulations  to  Lake  Charles,  Ruston  and  Shreveport  Districts  for  100% 
reporting  for  the  first  period.

Please  continue  to  save  and  send  these  coupons. 

The  generous  giving  at  the  Christm2is  parties  made  it  possible  for  our  work- 
ers to  do  many  things  which  they  could  not  have  done  otherwise.

7.  Supply  Work  be  presented  as  a vital  part  of  the  work  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  as  a part  of  our  Christian  witness  to 
those  in  need. 

8.  Save  and  send  red  scissors  coupons  to  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  for 
camp  maintenance  fimd.

YOUTH  WORK 

Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  Secretary 

In  the  past  four  years  it  is  gratifying  to  note  a numiber  of  advances  and  in- 
novations that  hold  real  promise  for  the  future. 

The  program  of  Christian  Outreach  has  been  greatly  strengthened  in  the 
unified  program  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  by  cooperation  on  all  levels 
with  youth  councils  and  with  special  emphasis  in  assemblies  and  workshops. 
This  is  also  true  in  emphasis  on  Christian  Vocation,  with  career  clinics  in  each 
district. 

The  Youth  Dinner  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  with  its  particular  emphasis  on 
missions  and  recruitment,  and  the  attendance  of  girls  at  Conference  School  of 
Missions  have  created  widespread  interest.  Over  170  young  people  from  the 
vicinity  of  New  Orleans  attended  this  year’s  dinner.  Dr.  J.  B.  Holt  of  Southern 
Methodist  University  was  the  speaker. 

24  girls  attended  the  first  School  of  Missions  open  to  them.  Plans  are 
underway  to  increase  this  number  as  quickly  as  space  for  them  is  available. 

Each  district  included  the  mission  studies  for  youth  in  fall  seminars  this 
year.  One  result  has  been  a steadily  increasing  number  of  mission  studies  by 
youth  groups. 

The  first  mission  tour,  to  projects  in  six  states,  will  be  held  this  summer. 
Miss  Louise  Sharp,  Director  of  Religious  Education  at  Rayne  Memorial  Metho- 
dist Church  in  New  Orleans,  will  be  the  director.  Planning  for  a period  of  two 
years  will  culminate  in  this  activity  for  35  young  people. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  as  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  to  participate  in  many 
conferences  and  activities  which  have  brought  new  understanding  and  insight. 
My  successor,  Mrs.  Charles  Giessen,  will  find  rich  rewards  in  this  office  which 
she  is  assuming. 
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Recommendations 


For  the  year  1962-63  we  recommend: 

1.  That  the  committee  on  nominations  on  each  level  study  carefully  the 
proper  procedure  for  election  of  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  as  set 
forth  in  “A  Guide,  The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.” 

2.  That  the  mission  studies  for  youth  be  given  ample  presentation  at  the 
Conference  Schools  of  Missions  and  at  the  District  Seminars. 

3.  That  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  be  THE  SPECIAL  for  Youth  giving  to 
missions,  urging  a penny  per  day  per  youth  member  as  a goal. 

4.  That  the  local  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  cooperate  closely  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  Student  Work  in  the  interest  of  recruitment  and  report  likely 
prospects  to  the  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel. 

5.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  expend  every  effort  to 
work  with  the  Conference  Director  of  Youth  Work  in  the  area  of  Chris- 
tian Outreach. 


REPORTS  OF  THE  DISTRICTS 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT 
Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson,  President

Alexandria  District  has  40  societies  with  a membership  of  1082,  39  District 
Members,  and  11  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds;  making  a total  adult  membership 
of  1328.  One  new  society  was  organized.  We  have  added  49  new  members; 
however,  in  clearing  the  rolls  of  several  of  our  larger  churches,  we  have  lost 
quite  a few. 

The  Annual  District  Meeting  was  held  in  Pineville  with  Mrs.  George  Dame- 
ron  conducting  a program  on  Leadership  Training.  Our  fall  and  spring  Zone 
Meetings  were  very  successful  with  an  increase  of  50%  in  attendance.  $229.50 
worth  of  literature  has  been  sold  this  year.  We  had  only  3 societies  that  did 
not  attend  a meeting  on  any  level  except  local  level. 

Our  Seminar  at  Trinity  Church  had  158  in  attendance.  Children  and  Youth 
workers  met  the  same  day.  There  have  been  66  studies  this  year  with  45  re- 
ceiving Jurisdiction  Recognition.  Four  youths  attended  School  of  Missions. 

Our  programs  have  been  spirited  this  year  by  better  planning  and  more 
use  of  our  program  book.  The  use  of  worship  settings  and  prayer  calendars 
has  increased  and  there  were  40%  more  pledge  services  reported.  More  special 
days  have  been  observed,  including  Week  of  Prayer  and  U.  N.  Day  observance. 

Reporting  of  local  officers  to  district  officers  has  been  gratifying.  Reports 
have  been  stressed  at  all  meetings  and  the  local  societies  have  been  asked  to 
call  special  meetings  to  fill  out  reports.  Promotion  reports  were  100%. 

As  we  conclude  1961-62,  we  are  gratefully  proud  of  our  achievements,  but 
also  acknowledge  the  fact  that  there  is  much  more  to  be  done  as  we  work  to- 
gether with  the  spirit  and  feeling  that  “His  Mission  Unites  Us.” 


BATON  ROUGE  DISTRICT

As  the  Baton  Rouge  District  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  comes 
to  the  close  of  another  year,  we  look  back  with  mixed  emotions.  We  are  justly 
proud  of  many  achievements,  yet  we  regret  that  there  are  still  many  weak 
links  in  the  golden  chain  of  opportunities  that  reached  out  before  us  a year 
ago. 
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We  have  added  one  new  society,  but  one  society  disbanded,  so  we  still  have 
sixty  societies  with  1,902  memibers.  Three  Guild  Units  were  organized  this 
year,  making  19  units  with  300  members. 

Fall  Zone  Meetings  were  well  planned  and  attendance  was  good.  District 
Officers  used  the  spring  Zone  Meetings  to  conduct  officer  training.  . Mrs.  J.  M. 
Wilkes,  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  also  presented  an  excellent 
program  on  Christian  Vocations.  The  Educational  Seminar  was  very  fine  and 
has  resulted  in  increased  interest  in  programs  and  studies.  Youth  and  Child- 
ren’s Work  Clinics  were  held  in  conjunction  with  Seminar.  Our  District  An- 
nual Meeting  with  good  attendance  was  well  received.  Mrs.  Dameron  presented 
“Leadership  Training”  in  a most  interesting  and  challenging  manner.  Many  of 
our  societies  are  showing  more  interest  in  officer  training  and  better  program 
planning.  The  District  Officers  are  going  out  on  teams  to  help  in  any  area  of 
service  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  local  woman.  We  had  a large  number  of  Spe- 
cial Memberships  last  year,  therefore  we  overpaid  our  Pledge  to  Missions. 

Six  girls  from  our  district  attended  School  of  Missions  last  summer.  Thir- 
ty-three young  people  from  23  churches  went  on  the  Mission  Tour  to  South 
Louisiana  in  March. 

We  are  concerned  that  our  gain  in  membership  is  so  small.  We  hope  to 
iind  a new  and  better  way  to  bring  about  a clearer  understanding  of  the  work 
of  the  Woman’s  Society,  that  all  women  of  the  Methodist  Church  might  be  a 
part  of  this  great  work. 

We  have  enjoyed  a warm,  friendly  and  very  rewarding  relationship  with 
the  District  Guild;  we  cherish  the  privilege  of  being  a part  of  their  Executive 
Committee. 

Our  President,  Mrs.  T.  Luster  James,  attended  Assembly  in  Atlantic  City, 
and  is  being  invited  by  many  of  the  societies  to  report  on  the  meeting. 

As  we  “take  a look”  at  the  new  year  we  pledge  anew  our  prayers,  our 
talents  and  our  services  to  “His  Mission  that  Unites  Us  in  Witness  and  Service.” 
With  God’s  help  and  all  Christian  women  cooperating  we  can  take  our  rightful 
place  in  the  “Church  in  the  World.”

Having  set  as  two  of  our  goals  for  special  emphasis  this  year  an  increase 
in  membership  and  organization,  we  concentrated  our  work  on  these  two.

It  was  decided  to  have  Officer  Training  in  the  local  Societies  this  year, 
with  a Conference  or  District  Officer  or  Zone  Leader  helping  where  needed, 
rather  than  zone  meetings.  We  are  hoping,  when  all  reports  are  in,  to  have 
surpassed  the  205  officers  who  attended  zone  meetings. 

Our  pledge  and  supply  askings  were  overpaid  again  this  year. 

This  year  we  tried  having  two  Seminars.  While  we  did  not  reach  more 
women  in  numbers,  we  did  have  a greater  number  of  Societies  represented. 
Work  with  children  and  youth  was  a special  feature  of  the  Seminar. 

We  felt  that  the  new  type  of  District  Meeting,  with  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron 
as  our  leader,  was  very  interesting  and  informative.  We  especially  liked  the 
methods  of  presentation  for  leadership  training  and  audience  participation,  and 
plan  to  use  them  in  local  Officer  Training. 

As  we  look  forward  to  a new  year,  we  pray  for  a greater  vision  to  unite 
us  in  witness  and  service.

A step  has  been 
made  through  the  United  Church  Women  to  put  Christian  vocations  on  a level 
with  other  vocations  at  career  day.  A letter  has  been  written  to  the  school 
board  asking  permission  to  have  a display  of  literature  and  a person  with  a 
knowledge  of  Christian  vocations  to  speak  to  them. 

As  we  enter  the  new  year,  the  women  of  the  Lake  Charles  District  will  be

Emphasis  on  Recruitment  was  begun  in  the  Monroe  District  last  August 
when  we  answered  the  call  from  the  School  of  Missions  by  sending  three  girls. 
One  girl  came  home  so  inspired  that  she  was  eager  to  present  a study  at  the 
Educational  Seminar  in  September.  A Youth,  speaking  at  a Zone  Meeting  in 
the  fall,  gave  a challenging  message,  causing  the  other  four  Zone  Leaders  to 
be  eager  to  have  Youth  Speakers  at  their  spring  Zone  Meetings.  'This  has  been 
our  most  rewarding  work  because  other  youth  are  wanting  to  share  some  of 
these  experiences. 

Our  District  has  shown  a gain  in  membership.  Two  new  societies  were 
organized  and  one  disbanded.  We  have  47  societies  with  a membership  of  1772, 
plus  306  Guild  members. 

The  Depth  Bible  Study  presented  at  our  fall  Zone  Meeting  has  helped  our 
societies  grow  spiritually. 

The  Educational  Seminar  in  September  was  attended  by  156  women.  Many 
Jurisdiction  and  Efficiency  Credits  have  been  received  by  the  Woman’s  Society 
and  the  Guild.  An  added  interest  at  our  Seminar  was  special  classes  for  the 
Workers  with  children.  The  Primary  and  Junior  Mission  Studies  were  present- 
ed to  this  group. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  led  our  District  Meeting,  discussing  “Principles  of 
Good  Leadership.”  The  piarticipation  of  the  182  women  representing  30  societies 
gave  evidence  of  a very  informative  program. 

Helping  to  carry  on  the  work  of  Grod’s  Kingdom  around  the  World  we  have 
sent  $16,107.26  to  missions,  which  is  $407.26  above  our  pledge. 

Once  again  our  district  ends  the  year  by  being  100%  in  reporting. 

As  a “New  Team”  starts  down  the  highways  of  our  Monroe  District  we 
pray  that  greater  work  wiU  be  done  to  further  God’s  Kingdom.

As  we  look  backward  at  this  past  year,  we  find  many  things  for  which  to 
be  thankful.

Another  first,  was  the  observing  of  United  Nations  Day  on  a district 
level. 

We  were  especially  fortunate  to  have  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Woman’s  Society  in  our  vicinity  and  many  of  our  women  attended 
who  otherwise  would  not  have  been  able  to  attend. 

The  enthusiasm  of  young  women  who  attended  conference  for  the  first 
time  was  heartening.  We  have  young  women  with  small  children  who  hold 
district  offices,  local  offices  and  regularly  attend  district  meetings  and  training 
sessions.  We  find  it  is  a big  asset  to  our  work  to  have  women  of  all  ages  giv- 
ing of  their  time  and  talents. 

But  even  with  the  most  busy  yef'r,  we  take  time  to  look  ahead  and  begin 
plans  to  reach  more  women  who  are  not  at  present  interested  in  the  work  of 
the  Woman’s  Society.  We  are  concerned  because  we  need  these  women  so  very 
much  in  our  work,  and  also  because  we  feel  that  they  would  be  enriched  if  they 
could  know  the  joy  of  working  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.

The  pursuit  of  His  Mission  That  Unites  Us  has  brought  new  experiences 
and  accomplishments  in  Ruston  District  this  year.  Four  new  societies  have 
completed  their  organization  and  are  taking  important  places  among  the  present 
total  of  41  local  groups.  There  has  been  a small  increase  in  membership,  but 
further  effort  is  needed  in  this  area. 

Ruston  District  is  particularly  proud  of  its  financial  record.  For  the  first 
time  in  several  years,  the  District  has  substantially  overpaid  its  pledge  to  mis- 
sions. This  new  awareness  of  the  needs  of  the  world  is  evidenced,  also,  in  the 
100%  participation  and  overpayment  of  supply  askings.  The  emphasis  upon 
stewardship  has  strengthened  the  total  program,  as  women  have  increased  their 
giving  of  themselves  through  prayer,  service  and  money. 

Another  achievement  of  the  District  Society  was  the  compiling  and  distri- 
buting of  a new  and  helpful  set  of  Standing  Rules  for  the  district  and  zones. 
’This  clarification  of  rules  and  procedures  has  contributed  much  to  the  unity 
and  efficiency  of  the  organization,  and  will  be  of  great  help  to  incoming  offi- 
cers. 


There  has  been  much  emphasis  upon  the  enrichment  of  spiritual  life 
through  the  programs  and  the  missionary  education  studies.  The  number  of 
Jurisdiction  Recognition  credits  has  increased,  and  the  interest  in  well-con- 
ducted study  classes  has  grown.  The  spiritual  life  study  continues  to  merit

widest  interest.  Attendance  at  Seminar  broke  all  previous  records,  and  its 
success  has  been  reflected  in  the  manner  in  which  local  societies  have  improved 
their  study  programs.

The  Shreveport  District  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  consists  of 
45  societies,  3 district  members,  and  19  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Units,  with  a 
total  membership  of  3,051.  Our  greatest  line  of  promotion  has  been  member- 
ship, with  end  results  showing  a decrease  of  only  three  members  this  year. 

At  the  fall  Zone  Meetings,  “Accent  on  Membership”  was  presented  by  local 
societies  and  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  spoke  on,  “The  Family 
in  a World  of  Rapid  Social  Change.” 


Spring  Zone  Meetings  were  held  for  the  first  time  in  several  years,  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  Officer  Training.  Attendance  was  good  in  one  zone,  and 
only  fair  in  others.  All  District  Officers  were  most  cooperative  in  their  efforts 
toward  these  meetings. 

Working  with  the  District  Youth  Director,  two  young  men  were  sent  to 
Mt.  Sequoyah  for  the  Youth  Missionary  Conference.  These  young  men  have 
been  speakers  for  youth  groups  over  the  district  on  many  occasions. 

About  200  women  attended  the  District  Meeting  in  Mansfield.  We  received 
good  reports  and  favorable  comments  on  “The  Christian  Leadership  Prograi.i” 
led  by  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron.  A great  deal  of  time,  thought,  and  effort  was 
given  to  the  District  Meeting,  and  we  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Dameron  and  our 
Conference  Secretary  of  Promotion  for  such  a successful  meeting. 

Caddo  Heights  Church  in  Shreveport  was  host  for  the  District  Seminar 
that  was  well  attended  and  interest  was  high  in  all  approved  studies.  The 
studies  for  children  and  youth  workers  were  presented  the  same  day,  just 
earlier  than  the  adult  studies. 

Over  the  district  we  have  found  that  many  women  who  are  going  to  work, 
do  not  remain  in  the  Woman’s  Society  and  do  not  join  a Guild  unit.  In  tnis 
area  there  is  work  to  be  done.  Two  new  societies  will  be  organized  after  An- 
nual Conference.  The  women  are  already  working  toward  members  and  of- 
ficers.

PEOPLES  METHODIST  COMMUNITY  CENTER 
2019  Simon  Bolivar  Avenue,  New  Orleans  13,  La.

Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center  is  many  things  to  many  people.  To 
the  parents  of  one  hundred  and  five  (105)  children  in  the  Day  Care  Depart- 
ment it  is  a place  where  they  can  leave  their  children  during  their  working 
hours  with  assurance  and  peace  of  mind  fully  confident  that  they  will  receive 
adequate  care  in  a wholesome,  safe  environment.  They  know  that  they  will  be 
provided  with  nourishing  meals  and  ample  rest  periods  during  Lie  hours  of 
their  stay  here. 

It  is  also  a place  where  they  receive  vital  and  helpful  pre-school  training 
for  the  2 to  6 years  old  group  and  standard  primary  grade  schooling  for  the 
older  group. 

To  the  children  it  is  a supplementary  home  where  they  spend  most  of  their 
waking  hours.  It  is  where  they  meet  with  playmates  of  their  own  age  and 
interests,  where  they  play  games  and  sing  liappy  songs  and  listen  to  records 
and  stories.  Sometimes  they  create  fantastic  objects  with  clay  or  paint  pictures 
with  their  fingers. 

Here  they  have  a large  spacious  playground  where  they  can  ride  the  bicy- 
cles, trucks  and  wagons,  or  they  can  play  on  the  slide,  swings,  jungle  gym  or 
merry-go-round  if  they  wish.  Oh,  there  are  so  many  enjoyable  activities  to 
engage  in  at  the  Nursery!  It  is  really  a nice  place  to  spend  the  day. 

To  the  165  teen-age  boys  and  girls  of  the  Community  it  is  a pleasant  place 
to  enjoy  wholesome  recreation  and  constructive  activities,  i.e..  Boy  Scout  and 
Girl  Scout  meetings,  basketball  games,  shuffleboard,  folk  dances,  dramatics, 
music,  personal  guidance,  and  worship  services. 

To  the  adults  of  the  Community  it  is  a place  where  they  can  make  desir- 
able social  contacts  and  find  opportunities  for  self  improvement  through  such 
activities  as  Project  Learn,  The  Mothers  Club,  The  Parents,  Teachers  Fellow- 
ship, The  Marching  Clubs  and  the  Masonic  Chorus. 

To  church  congregations  throughout  the  city  which  have  no  facilities  of 
their  own  for  church  programs  and  social  functions,  it  is  their  auditorium 
when  they  need  one. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  with  deepest  gratitude  the  gifts 
of  much  needed  materials  and  supplies  which  come  to  us  from  time  to  time 
from  societies  throughout  the  conference.  With  cash  for  supplies  we  have 
purchased  this  year  a combination  Hi-Fi  Record  Player  and  Loud  Speaker. 


ST.  MARK’S  COMMUNITY  CENTER

Today  we  hear  much  about  the  “mission  of  the  church.”  It  seems  that  this 
sense  of  mission  has  sometimes  been  overshadowed.  I believe  the  staff  of  St. 
Mark’s  has  always  been  aware  of  it.  While  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  is 
not  a mission  it  does  seek  to  demonstrate  a practical  Christianity  in  all  its 
endeavors.  The  Center  is  sometimes  termed  “an  arm  of  the  church,”  reaching 
out  that  second  mile,  serving  on  a non-sectarian  basis  regardless  of  race  or 
creed.  Our  staff  leaders  are  all  persons  dedicated  to  Christian  ideals  who 
believe  in  the  worth  of  every  individual  in  the  sight  of  God.  On  our  regular

staff  this  year  we  have  had  Mrs.  Daisy  Orth,  Miss  Wilma  Snare  (Deaconess), 
Mr.  Joseph  Knight,  our  good  secretary  Mrs.  Claudia  Sexton,  and  a number  of 
part  time  workers  and  volunteers.  Without  the  dedicated  services  of  these 
persons  our  program  would  not  be  possible.  We  believe  the  staff  of  St.  Mark’s 
must  always  have  served  well  for  it  seems  wherever  we  go  in  New  Orleans  we 
find  people  who  have  benefited  by  the  services  offered  here. 

Despite  changing  conditions  about  us  we  have  had  a big  j^ear  in  activities 
and  happy  experiences.  We  like  to  build  part  of  our  summer  program  around 
themes.  “Underwater  Journey”  proved  an  interesting  theme  of  the  three  week 
Play  Camp  session  for  89  children  6-14  years  of  age.  The  theme  was  most  chal- 
lenging to  the  Intermediate  group.  Many  contributions  from  the  boys  and 
girls  helped  make  it  a meaningful  experience  for  them.  This  was  followed  by 
five  busy  weeks  at  Camp  St.  Mark’s  where  72  boys  and  girls  each  enjoyed  six 
days  of  camping.  The  camp  program  was  built  around  the  general  theme  of 
“Survival.”  In  our  day  this  is  something  we  need  to  know  more  about.  Let 
something  unexpected  happen  and  our  softness  is  revealed.  It  happened  one 
day  at  boys’  camp.  The  electric  pump  failed;  only  cold  water  was  available 
and  that  had  to  be  pumped  by  hand.  You  wouldn’t  think  this  would  disturb 
boys  but  it  did.  Through  the  good  interpretation  of  one  of  the  staff,  however, 
the  boys  learned  to  enjoy  a cold  water  bath  when  they  had  felt  it  impossible  to 
go  to  bed  without  a hot  shower.  The  idea  of  survival  easily  carried  over  into 
other  areas  of  program  as  well.  There  was  other  program  at  the  Community 
Center.  The  swimming  pool,  of  course,  was  a favorite  spot  for  members  during 
the  summer,  those  who  were  taking  lessons  or  Life  Saving  or  just  coming  to 
swim.  It  was  a good  summer. 

Among  our  members  we  have  some  girls  who  are  a little  tougher  than  the 
boys  mentioned  above.  They  prefer  a hardier  style  of  camping.  These  girls 
have  had  several  trips  where  they  set  up  camp  themselves,  and  slept  in  tents, 
but  up  to  this  time  they  have  always  been  in  a protected  area  with  good  facil- 
ities near.  They  are  hoping  to  do  real  primitive  camping  sometime.  This  type 
of  camping  is  growing  in  popularity  across  the  country  because  of  what  it  does 
for  the  campers  in  their  development  of  resourcefulness  and  ability  to  take 
care  of  themselves. 

At  present  we  have  a full  program  with  many  activities  for  girls  and  boys; 
there  are  more  clubs  for  girls,  more  athletic  activities  for  boys,  some  for  both. 
Girl  Scouting  is  very  popular  with  our  girls.  Between  40  and  50  will  attend 
the  Girl  Scout  Camporee  in  City  Park  March  16th,  17th.  We  do  not  have  Boy 
Scouts  because  we  do  not  have  the  leadership.  Our  big  program  for  boys  right 
now  is  Basketball.  Mr.  Knight  has  four  Leagues  with  20  teams;  he  also  has  3 
of  his  teams  in  Y.M.C.A.  Leagues.  So  far,  the  St.  Mark’s  teams  have  good 
records  but  it  is  too  early  to  pick  the  winners.  The  gym  is  reserved  one  night 
a week  for  co-ed  activity — the  teenagers  have  set  up  a volleyball  tournament 
with  7 teams.  This  has  attracted  some  boys  and  girls  who  otherwise  would  not 
have  come  into  our  building  and  program.  Our  younger  co-eds  have  a social 
club  and  plan  a special  activity  once  a month.

EDUCATIONAL  WORK  AND  RESIDENCES 

BUSINESS  GIRLS’  INN 
814  Cotton  St.,  Shreveport,  La.

It  was  the  privilege  of  the  residence  director  to  attend  the  Workshop  for 
Residence  Workers  held  in  connection  with  the  Second  National  Conference 
on  the  Churches  and  Social  Welfare,  sponsored  by  the  National  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  Cleveland  in  the  fall. 
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Dr.  Berry  presented  the  aims,  purposes  and  policies  of  residences  in  line 
with  the  stated  philosophy  of  the  Department  of  Work  in  Home  Fields.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  church-related  institutions  as  an  extension  of  the  Mission  of 
the  Church  must  constantly  evaluate  and  see  their  task  in  relationship  to  this. 

Residences  have  a unique  opportunity  to  witness  to  the  love  of  God  through 
expressions  of  concern  for  the  young  women  we  work  with.  In  the  cultural 
climate  of  today,  there  is  great  need  for  them  to  make  their  faith  the  center 
from  which  their  lives  are  lived. 

There  are  two  main  purposes  for  a residence  program:  first,  to  provide  a 
home  away  from  home  for  young  women  who  are  new  residents  in  the  city,  a 
home  where  they  are  accepted  as  persons,  are  challenged  to  understand  them- 
selves and  to  live  as  helpful  members  of  a group;  second,  to  provide  a home 
where  Christian  understanding  and  commitment  are  encouraged,  where  living 
their  religion  is  the  central  purpose. 

Of  the  seventy-seven  girls  resident  during  the  past  nine  months,  thirty- 
nine  were  students  for  some  part  of  the  year,  thirty-eight  were  employed. 

A survey  showed  that  the  average  resident  was  eighteen  to  nineteen  years 
of  age.  This  was  her  first  experience  in  living  apart  from  her  family  or  in 
the  city.  She  lived  in  the  Ark-La-Tex  area  from  fifty  to  two  hundred  miles 
from  Shreveport.  Since  most  of  the  girls  spent  weekends  with  families  during 
the  first  year  of  their  residence,  most  of  them  retained  active  membership  in 
their  home-town  churches.  Five  denominations  were  represented  in  the  group. 

Most  of  the  residents  applied  for  residence  on  the  recommendation  of  for- 
mer residents,  relatives  or  school  personnel.  Job  classifications  were  mainly 
secretarial,  stenographic  or  general  office  work. 

There  have  Deen  ten  weddings  and  numerous  engagements  during  the  past 
few  months.  Three  of  our  girls  have  been  able  to  return  to  college  for  further 
study. 

A new  worker,  Mrs.  Russell  O.  Snyder  of  Shreveport  has  become  a mem- 
ber of  the  staff. 

Improvements:  The  office  has  been  equipped  with  a new  desk  and  work  space. 
Painting  of  the  interior  of  the  building  is  nearly  complete.  We  have  purchased 
new  flat  silver  for  the  dining  room  and  hope  to  purchase  new  china  in  tha 
near  future. 

The  Committee  on  Religion  and  Cultural  Activities  is  working  on  plans  for 
a series  of  programs  as  outlined  by  the  executive  secretary. 

We  hope  that  you  will  visit  the  Inn.  Personal  contacts  are  the  most  satis- 
factory method  of  learning  of  the  work.  We  appreciate  the  continued  interest 
and  support  of  the  women  of  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

METHODIST  STUDENT  CENTER 
Northwestern  State  College,  Natchitoches,  La.

In  many  respects  this  has  been  a most  exciting  year  for  the  Wesley  Foun- 
dation at  Northwestern  State.  The  college  enrollment  continues  to  boom.  In 
face  of  this  trend,  we  have  planned  a purposeful  program  of  visitation  with 
incoming  freshman  students.  One  girl  expressed  her  feeling  about  such  con- 
ferences in  this  way:  “I  thank  God  the  church  has  someone  here  I can  talk  to.” 

Our  student  program  has  grown  in  scope,  purpose,  desire  and  size.  Pre- 
sently we  are  offering  three  courses  in  Bible  study.  Our  students  have  adopted 
a $700.00  budget  and  are  near  meeting  this  amount.  We  have  30  subscriptions 
to  Motive,  the  monthly  student  publication. 

During  this  past  summer  we  conducted  our  summer  program  alone.  (In 
past  years  it  had  been  the  practice  to  cooperate  with  the  Presbyterian  and 
Episcopal  units  at  Northwestern.)  This  experience  of  “going  it  alone”  proved 
to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Methodist  work  here. 
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In  August,  our  students  drove  to  Urbana,  111.  for  the  Seventh  Quadrennial 
Methodist  Student  Movement  Conference.  For  many,  this  was  a rich  and  re- 
warding experience.  The  conference  was  fine  and  held  a great  challenge  for 
the  sensitive  student. 

This  past  fall  we  were  the  host  Wesley  Foundation  for  the  Louisiana  An- 
nual Conference  Retreat.  Each  Wesley  group,  sponsored  by  our  Annual  Con- 
ference, was  represented  at  this  meeting.  “Conscience  on  Campus”  was  the 
theme.  Reverend  Robert  Holladay  was  the  conference  speaker. 

Deputation — student  preaching  and  teaching,  work  with  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship  groups,  and  physical  labor  remain  a strong  part  of  our  program. 
This  year  we  will  do  approximately  24  deputation  programs  for  the  various 
churches  in  Louisiana.  We  have  enjoyed  a rich  experience  in  this  field  of 
service. 

In  missionary  work,  our  students  continue  to  increase  their  interest  . They 
are  participating  fully  in  the  fellow  college  and  fellow  student  programs  by 
helping  a school  in  India  and  one  student  in  Oklahoma.  Presently  they  are 
making  efforts  to  inrcease  the  distribution  of  Upper  Room  devotional  materials 
to  motels  and  hotels  in  the  Natchitoches  area. 

Our  building  program  continues  to  progress  slowly.  We  now  have  an  ap- 
proved floor  plan  and  have  just  received  the  elevations  and  exterior  plans  for 
the  new  building.  Presently  we  need  10  per  cent  of  the  total  cost  in  cash  or 
pledges  before  construction  can  begin.  We  already  have  on  hand  in  cash  about 
?12,300. 

Each  year  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Woman’s  Society  for  their 
wonderful  support  of  the  student  centers  in  Louisiana.  It  is  through  the  efforts 
of  the  Woman’s  Society  that  the  Student  program  at  NSC  is  able  to  continue. 
We  can  see,  as  a result  of  this  help,  our  graduates  as  the  church  leaders  of 
tomorrow.  Students  who  have  been  active  in  Wesley  Foundations  will  leave 
college  ready  to  work  as  trained  servants  of  God,  prepared  for  the  serious  task 
of  witnessing  for  Christ. 


METHODIST  STUDENT  CENTER 
Louisiana  Polytechnic  Institute,  Ruston,  La.

“Let’s  go  to  John’s  house,”  a statement  often  heard  on  our  campus,  means 
in  the  language  of  our  students  that  they  are  coming  to  our  Wesley  Founda- 
tion. Here,  with  the  program  and  activities,  the  students  find  a growing  ex- 
perience in  their  Christian  lives;  an  opportunity  to  experience  the  fellowship 
of  Christians  in  “the  church”  and  to  bring  a Christian  witness  on  our  campus; 
and  the  training  of  leaders  in  all  phases  of  the  work  of  our  church. 

The  vesper  services,  held  on  Thursday  and  Sunday,  are  the  most  important 
aspects  of  our  program.  These  services,  planned  and  conducted  by  the  stu- 
dents with  more  student  speakers  than  adult  speakers,  are  an  expression  of  the 
students’  own  Christian  faith.  Also  included  has  been  drama,  the  presentation 
of  “A  Child  Is  Born”  by  Stephen  Vincent  Benet,  and  song  fests.  Prayer  Time, 
a few  moments  of  devotion  and  then  time  for  private  prayer  and  meditation 
at  the  altar,  is  held  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday.  The  Communion  service 
is  held  on  the  morning  the  students  begin  their  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and 
Easter  holidays. 

A deputation  team  is  a group  of  the  college  students  who  go  to  the  church- 
es of  our  District  to  present  morning  or  evening  services  of  worship,  to  speak 
to  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Methodist  Men’s  Club,  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship,  or  to  be  of  service  any  way  they  can  to  the  churches  of  our 
District,  the  main  purpose  being  the  witness  of  the  college  student  for  Jesus 
Christ.  This  college  year,  September-May,  our  students  have  scheduled  55 
deputation  teams  with  over  200  students  participating. 
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Wesley  School  of  Religion  curriculum  for  the  fall  semester  was  “The  Teach- 
ings of  Jesus”  and  for  the  spring  semester  the  curriculum  is  “Study  of  Phases 
of  Theology.”  Faculty-Student  Discussions  are  held  once  monthly  with  topic 
for  discussion  and  faculty  member  being  selected  by  the  students.  A member 
of  the  Physics  Department  discussed  “A  Christian’s  Response  to  Nuclear  Bomb 
Test  and  Bomb  Shelters”  with  a panel  composed  of  students  for  the  question 
and  answer  period. 

Seventeen  of  the  students,  along  with  the  director,  attended  the  Quadren- 
nial Conference,  University  of  Illinois,  Champaign-Urbana,  Illinois.  Fall  Plan- 
ning Retreat  for  the  Council  was  held  at  Caney  Lake,  Minden.  This  was  a most 
important  week  end  as  the  program  for  the  year  was  planned. 

“The  Folies  de  Wesley”  was  the  theme  of  the  party  honoring  the  freshmen. 
Open  House  was  held  after  the  football  games,  and  a reception  for  Mothers’ 
Week  End  and  Fathers’  Week  End.  Other  campus  activities  in  which  our  stu- 
dents participated  were:  homecoming  display  — “Put  ’em  in  the  Dog  House 
Now!”  — winning  first  place  in  the  religious  division;  Sing  Week;  Intra-mural 
sports  program;  and  Campus  Carnival. 

Bishop  Aubrey  G.  Walton  visited  our  Wesley  Foundation  on  December  3. 
He  was  accompanied  by  Reverend  Luman  Douglas.  This  was  an  official  visit 
for  Bishop  Walton  as  one  of  the  Quadrennnial  emphases  is  “to  confront  the 
university  and  college  community  with  the  Christian  Gospel.” 

The  pastors  of  our  churches.  Reverend  Douglas  McGuire  and  Reverend 
George  Ross,  and  their  members  are  to  be  commended  for  the  splendid  man- 
ner in  which  they  help  the  students  to  become  a part  of  their  membership.  The 
students  are  also  offered  the  opportunity  for  affiliate  or  regular  membership. 
Reverend  Luman  Douglas,  our  District  Superintendent,  is  also  to  be  commended 
for  the  splendid  presentation  of  our  program  and  activities  to  the  churches  of 
our  district.  To  the  members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
District,  Conference,  and  National  level,  we  are  grateful  for  the  support  and 
interest  you  give  to  our  program. 

And  so  as  “John’s  house”  the  student  finds  the  ministry  of  our  Church  on 
the  college  campus.  Here  we  see  our  Church  leaders  of  tomorrow.  How  grate- 
ful we  are  to  God  for  their  faith,  willingness  to  witness,  and  consecration. 


METHODIST  STUDENT  CENTER 
University  of  Southwestern  Louisiana,  Lafayette,  La.

Locally,  we  felt  the  impact  of  what  the  General  Conference  has  called  the 
Church  and  Campus  Thrust.  In  this  central  emphasis  on  the  Lordship  of  Jesus 
Christ,  we  have  had  the  opportunity  to  examine  anew  our  entire  Wesley  Foun- 
dation program.  Our  Wesley  Foundation  Board  and  Student  Council  tried  to 
evaluate  our  basic  purpose  and  to  share  with  Bishop  Aubrey  G.  Walton  our 
findings. 

Although  I cannot  begin  to  cover  all  the  areas  of  our  work,  perhaps  we 
should  speak  to  certain  basic  questions  in  the  area  of  campus  evangelism:  “Are 
you  producing,  within  your  Wesley  Foundation,  Christians?  Are  you  witnessing 
to  the  Christian  faith  and  life?  Are  you  having  transformed  persons?  Is  your 
student  group  evangelistic?  Is  your  evangelism  relevant  to  college  experience?” 

Although  campus  evangelism  is  much  deeper  than  dormitory  visitations  and 
contacts  made  through  the  Wesley  Foundation  regular  meetings,  it  might  be 
well  to  summarize  what  is  being  done. 

Of  the  403  Methodist  students,  to  date,  the  Wesley  Foundation  has  reached: 

(1)  105  students  through  regular  Thursday  night  programs. 

(2)  Thirty-six  students  through  Early  Worship  and  Communion  Services. 

(3)  Twenty-four  students  through  Married  Couples  Groups. 
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(4)  Fifty-three  students  through  College  Class  (Sunday  School  at  9:45  a.m.) 

(5)  Twenty-four  students  through  Study  Covenant  Groups:  last  semester 
two  classes  of  study  of  “Basic  Christian  Beliefs”  which  met  4 to  5 p.m.  every 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  afternoon;  this  semester,  twenty  students  in  two 
classes  on  “The  Church’s  Mission  in  the  United  States”  (using  Peter  Berger’s 
book  The  Noise  of  Solemn  Assemblies). 

(6)  Eleven  students  through  Commuter  Luncheon  program  on  Wednesday 
at  noon. 

(7)  Thirty-one  students  through  committee  meetings:  World  Christian 
Community  Committee,  Worship  Committee.  Program  Committee,  etc. 

(8)  Fourteen  students  through  Student  Council  meetings. 

(9)  Ninety  students  through  casual  contacts,  namely:  students  who  come  to 
the  Wesley  Foundation  to  play  ping  pong,  enjoy  the  record  player,  study,  or 
through  week-end  activities. 

Among  many  students  I find  that  whether  they  are  discussing  the  heart  of 
the  Christian  faith  or  relating  themselves  to  other  persons,  there  is  an  openness 
and  acceptance.  They  do  not  try  to  hide  behind  false  images  of  what  “one  is 
supposed  to  believe”  or  sophisticated  actions.  In  other  words,  there  is  an  at- 
mosphere in  which  the  Gospel  has  been  heard  and  proclaimed  in  word  and 
deed.  However,  as  in  any  congregation,  there  are  some  who  are  not  witness- 
ing to  the  Christian  faith  and  life. 

Transformation  has  taken  place  in  the  lives  of  some  students.  I have  seen 
students  come  to  the  Wesley  Foundation  with  a very  shallow  understanding  of 
the  Christian  faith.  They  basically  doubt  that  “Jesus  is  Lord,”  yet  I have  seen 
transformation  take  place,  not  only  in  their  stated  beliefs,  but  in  their  lives. 


SAGER-BROWN  HOME  AND  GODMAN  SCHOOL 
Baldwin,  Louisiana

A fundamental  rock  in  the  foundation  of  America  is  that  of  family  life. 
The  story  of  America  is  the  story  of  this  reverent  unified  family  group.  From 
such  God-centered  homes  have  come  great  men  and  great  women  of  our  coun- 
try. These  are  the  words  of  John  Edgar  Hoover. 

The  year  of  1961-62  has  made  another  page  in  the  history  of  the  work  at 
Sager-Brown  Home  and  Godman  School,  an  institution  whose  activities  are 
centered  around  Christian  living  and  training,  in  order  that  this  fundamental 
rock  may  be  placed  in  children  whose  lives  have  ibeen  affected  by  broken 
homes,  child  desertion,  alcoholism  and  economic  conditions. 

An  average  of  fifty-five  children  per  month  have  lived  in  the  two  dormi- 
tories this  year.  The  average  enrollment  at  the  Godman  School  has  been  one 
hundred  sixty.  Godman  School  offers  the  curriculum  prescribed  by  the  St. 
Mary  Parish  School  Board  for  grades  1-8.  Our  Kindergarten  class  provides 
training  for  the  pre-school  child  and  enables  him  to  better  adjust  himself  when 
he  enters  first  grade. 

A new  Library  has  been  set  up.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  semester,  we 
have  a full-time  librarian  who  is  giving  voluntary  service.  Various  clubs  have 
been  organized.  They  are  Sewing,  Dramatics,  Social  Science,  Newspaper  and 
Scouting.  In  summer,  classes  are  taught  to  strengthen  slow  learners. 

The  children  who  live  in  the  Home  have  had  a balanced  work  and  play 
load.  Devotions  are  held  in  the  dormitories  each  day.  The  children  are  a part 
of  the  local  church  choir,  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship,  and  all  church  activi- 
ties. Several  have  confessed  Christ  and  are  now  preparatory  or  full  members 
of  the  church.  Every  child  enjoys  wholesome  recreation,  yet  shares  in  the 
general  upkeep  of  the  physical  plant. 

This  year  we  have  enjoyed  our  visitors  who  have  come  individually  or  in 
tour  groups,  either  for  a few  moments,  a day,  or  overnight.  Results  of  these 
tours  have  been  felt  through  the  results  of  supply  askings. 
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This  year,  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Sager-Brown  Home  and  Godman 
School  held  its  second  meeting  April,  1961.  Plans  were  made  to  promote  the 
work  in  general.  Some  of  the  needs  were  met  last  Summer  through  the  Wo- 
man’s Division  of  Christian  Service.  The  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  gave  money  to 
purchase  desks  for  the  school  and  furniture  for  the  girl’s  dormitory.  Other 
needs  are  being  cared  for  as  follows:  toilets  for  older  hoys,  school  building 
painted  on  inside,  Venetian  blinds  put  in  school  building,  tin  roof  put  on  play 

area,  and  stainless  steel  sink  installed  in  kitchen. 

We  close  this  report  with  a prayer  that  God,  the  Fundamental  Rock,  may 
guide  and  help  us  to  carry  on  His  great  work. 


SOCIAL  WELFARE  AND  MEDICAL  WORK 

MACDONELL  METHODIST  CENTER 
Houma,  Louisiana 
John  L.  Howe,  Jr.,  Director 

The  MacDonell  Metho'dist  Center  has  progressed  this  year  in  a number  of 
areas.  Two  areas  of  progress  and  one  area  of  urgent  need  may  be  pointed  up 
here.  They  are  as  follows: 

1.  MacDonell  is  making  fuller  use  of  its  physical  plant.  All  four  of  the 
main  buildings  are  now  used  for  child-care  groups.  High  school  girls  are  in 
Keener  Hall;  high  school  boys  are  in  McCoy.  Little  girls  live  over  the  main 
dining  room  and  kitchen  in  Downs  Hall,  and  little  boys  are  above  the  former 
school  rooms  in  Hooper  Hall.  The  division  of  the  children  allowed  by  this 
broader  use  of  our  facilities  provides  certain  benefits: 

a.  There  are  smaller  groups  in  each  living  unit  which  allows  a more  flex- 
ible program  and  more  individual  time  for  each  child.  This  is  especiedly 
valuable  with  the  teen-age  boys  and  girls. 

b.  The  children’s  ages  span  a shorter  number  of  years  and  this  allows  a 
greater  autonomy  within  each  group. 

Facilities  in  Hooper  Hall  have  been  opened  to  a number  of  visiting  groups 
(e.g.  touring  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  groups,  the  annual  3-day  retreat  of 
the  Louisiana  Wesley  Foundation  Directors.)  School  rooms  are  now  in  regular 
use  for  church  school  classes  from  the  nearby  Houma  Heights  Methodist 
Church.  Additional  staff  housing  has  been  built  into  Hooper  Hall,  and  some 
unused  rooms  are  now  set  up  for  recreation  with  new  equipment  (e.g.  a very 
fine  electric  train  system)  that  has  been  given  to  the  MacDonell  children. 

2.  Placement  is  being  requested  for  a greater  number  of  children  at  Mac- 
Donell. At  the  same  time  there  is  an  increasing  awareness  of  the.  specific  needs 
of  individual  children.  This  means  houseparents  are  realizing  that  a growing 
percentage  of  their  group  will  be  among  those  whom  we  now  recognize  as 
having  severe  emotional  problems.  As  yet  we  have  not  been  able  to  add  pro- 
fessionally trained  social  workers  or  additional  houseparents  to  our  staff  to 
help  carry  the  additional  work,  stress  and  strain  involved  in  the  care  of  these 
children.  Close  ties  are  being  developed  with  the  local  Child  Welfare  Depart- 
ment and  with  the  Terrebonne  Guidance  Center  as  we  call  on  the  professional 
skills  of  their  staff  to  work  as  team  members  with  our  staff  in  meeting  the 
individual  needs  of  the  children  on  campus.  Professional  services  given  by 
medical  doctors,  psychologists,  social  workers,  a psychiatrist,  and  public  school 
teachers  have  become  a major  part  of  our  program.  Without  these  friends  who 
consult  and  advise  us  and  serve  our  children,  we  would  be  unable  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  children. 

3.  Inherent  in  the  above  paragraph  is  the  fact  that  we  must  keep  ever  be- 
fore us  and  before  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  the  need  for  intelligent 
recruiting  of  young  people  to  enter  the  field  of  Christian  social  work.  The  need 
for  services  to  severely  disturbed  children  is  increasing.  Our  children’s  homes 
must  adapt  their  programs  to  meet  this  need.  We  have  an  excellent  staff,  but 
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with  the  addition  of  each  child  who  might  be  considered  seriously  disturbed 
the  strain  for  staff  members  grows  greater,  the  problems  more  severe.  Our 
houseparents  need  professional  staff  to  give  supportive  guidance  and  addition- 
al non-professional  staff  to  give  relief.  This  will  add  considerable  expense  to 
the  program.  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  members  are  a crucial 
link  in  the  recruitment  of  youth,  students,  and  yoiing  adults  for  Christian  so- 
cial work.  Without  properly  qualified  personnel  it  will  be  impossible  for  iis 
to  adapt  our  program  to  the  changing  concept  of  child-care  in  today’s  world. 


TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  WORK 

DULAC  COMMUNITY  CENTER 
Box  1150,  Dulac,  La.

Dulac  Community  Center  is  your  agency  at  work  among  the  Houma  Indians 
in  South  Louisiana.  The  Center  offers  a program  of  kindergarten,  clubs,  in- 
terest groups,  recreation,  religious  education,  and  counselling.  This  program 
has  been  designed  around  the  needs  of  the  community  and  is  offered  in  a 
spirit  of  Christian  love  in  an  attempt  to  raise  the  level  of  the  community. 

This  year  our  kindergarten  is  staffed  almost  entirely  with  local  people. 
More  and  more  they  are  taking  the  responsibilities  of  leadership  in  this  field. 
In  the  kindergarten  nearly  sixty  children,  four  and  five  years  old,  learn  how 
to  speak  English,  how  to  get  along  with  other  children,  how  to  be  away  from 
Mother,  and  how  to  participate  in  an  organized  program. 

Our  afternoon  and  evening  program  of  clubs,  groups,  and  recreation  fills 
a void  in  the  lives  of  many  of  the  youth.  When  asked  what  type  of  groups 
were  needed  at  the  Center,  one  teenager  commented,  “Anything  to  keep  us 
off  the  streets.”  A new  Camera  Club  is  offering  a constructive  program  to  a 
group  of  boys  with  this  problem. 

Some  of  these  groups  are  becoming  self-directing  and  are  progressing  in 
their  ability  to  know  themselves  and  to  plan  to  meet  their  own  needs.  Two  of 
the  groups  are  planning  trips  for  this  summer,  raising  money  and  working  out 
itineraries.  They  have  been  hosts  to  many  visitors,  who  have  come  to  see  our 
Center,  and  now  they  want  to  see  what  other  people  and  places  are  like. 

Our  weekday  program  of  religious  education  is  reaching  about  sixty  child- 
ren this  year.  Those  participating  are  showing  a real  interest  in  learning  how 
to  use  the  Bible  and  in  Bible  study. 

Last  year  another  National  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  Work  Camp  was 
held  at  Dulac.  The  workcampers  helped  conduct  Vacation  Church  School  for 
nearly  two  hundred  children.  They  also  carried  out  some  physical  labor  pro- 
jects to  help  improve  the  Center’s  facilities.  Plans  are  underway  for  two  local 
groups  to  have  workcamps  at  Dulac  next  summer. 

People  of  Dulac  have  been  hard  hit  by  the  weather  this  year.  Hurricane: 
Carla  brought  high  water  and  flooding  in  many  homes,  and  nearly  destroyed 
the  shrimping  industry.  Incomes  have  dropped  by  a third  to  a half.  Freezing 
weather  in  January  caused  discomfort  to  many  who  were  ill-prepared  for  it. 
Used  clothing  sent  through  Supply  Work  has  been  helpful  both  times  in  meet- 
ing the  needs  of  the  people.  We  ask  that  you  continue  to  send  the  clothing  and 
to  pray  that  God  may  be  in  Dulac  and  in  the  work  of  the  Center.

I do  appreciate  and  thank  the  Division  and  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  for  appointing  me  and  allowing  me  the  opportunity  to  have 
this  experience  of  witnessing  for  the  Master. 
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My  work  began  in  Alexandria  District,  Simmesport-Ville  Platte  area,  with 
Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween,  chairman  of  District  Advisory  Committee;  Reverend  Fred 
Flurry,  District  Superintendent;  and  Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson,  District  President. 
I have  worked  in  two  church  communities,  Evergreen  and  Simmesport,  served 
by  one  minister.  Reverend  J.  Zerangue. 

I have  traveled  8867  miles  up  to  Christmas,  made  185  home  visits,  gone  to 
conferences,  meetings  and  church  in  personally  owned  car.  Conference  pays 
$60  per  month  for  travel  and  $20  per  month  for  supplies. 

I have  advised  both  Society  groups  in  program  building  and  planning  a- 
head.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  interest  manifested  since  each  member  takes 
her  part  in  programs  or  what  ever  has  been  planned.  This  was  something  new 
as  one  person  had  had  all  programs  in  Evergreen,  and  Simmesport  had  not  been 
having  meetings. 

The  Sunday  School  at  Simmesport  was  at  a stand  still.  There  were  three 
adults;  one  was  superintendent  and  the  other  two  were  teachers  for  about  ten 
children.  I teach  an  adult  class  and  now  have  an  average  attendance  of  nine. 
I attended  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  meetings  the  first  month,  but  the  leader 
at  Evergreen  asked  me  to  help  her  with  her  juniors  so  I went  up  there  several 
Sundays. 

I have  directed  study  courses  in  both  churches,  “Churches  for  New  Times.” 
The  one  in  Evergreen  was  held  for  four  weeks  on  Sunday  evening;  in  Simmes- 
port, for  four  Thursday  mornings.  Both  were  well  attended. 

The  two  societies  met  together  in  Simmesport  for  Week  of  Prayer  pro- 
gram, with  lunch  following.  This  was  very  uplifting  and  there  was  a good 
feeling  of  fellowship. 

Other  meetings  have  been:  District  Ministers’  meeting,  where  I was  intro- 
duced; Zone  meeting,  where  I was  on  program;  District  Seminar;  Sub-District 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship;  Men’s  Meeting;  Home  Demonstration  meetings, 
and  Achievement  Day  program;  school  programs,  and  one  Woman’s  Society 
meeting  in  Alexandria. 

I have  been  busy  but  now  am  ready  to  take  on  some  more  work.  I hope 
to  get  a Junior  Sunday  School  Department  going  at  Simmesport  and  to  survey 
possibilities  of  work  in  the  Ville  Platte  area,  where  there  are  four  churches. 

I attended  Scarritt  College  from  January  1st  to  February  9th.  This  was  a 
wonderful  experience  and  I again  want  to  thank  the  Conference  for  allowing 
me  this  privilege.

Mrs.  Jackson  opened  the  meet- 
ing with  prayer. 

The  following  were  elected  to  assist  the  Dean  and  Chairman  in  the  1962 
School  of  Missions:  Assistant  Dean,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Eubank;  Registrar,  Mrs.  W.  D. 
Snelling;  Librarian,  Mrs.  John  G.  Cook,  Jr.;  Secretary  of  the  School  of  Mis- 
sions, Mrs.  E.  B.  Miller;  Director  of  Visual  Aids,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Harkess;  Secretary 
for  School  of  Missions  Committee,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Mouton. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  to  invite  Mrs  Joe  Bond  and  Mrs.  T.  A.  Pitt 
to  be  responsible  for  the  Worship  Settings  display  for  the  1962  School  of  Mis- 
sions. 

Mrs.  Euland  Efurd  reported  on  the  Nursery  held  at  Noel  Memorial  Meth- 
odist Church.  There  were  30  children  registered,  12  volunteer  and  3 paid  work- 
ers. Registration  fees  amounted  to  $69.00,  expenses  $60.00,  leaving  a balance 

of  $9.00. 
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Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  it  was  voted  to  return  the  |S.0C  to 
Noel  Church  to  be  used  as  needed  for  the  nursery  in  Noel  Church.  It  was 
also  voted  to  ask  Noel  Church  to  accommodate  the  Nursery  in  1962  for  School 
of  Missions. 

Upon  recommendation  of  Mrs.  McCammon,  Counselor  for  the  Youth  dele- 
gates to  School  of  Missions,  it  was  voted  that  youth  delegates  be  invited  to 
attend  in  1962,  the  minimum  number  from  each  district  being  3.  These  girls 
are  to  be  given  a choice  of  course  and  integrated  into  the  regular  classes. 

Mrs.  -E.  B.  Miller  was  authorized  to  purchase  the  necessary  supplies  for  the 
secretary  of  the  school. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  to  give  a love  gift  to  Miss  Jane  Stentz  foi 
the  work  she  did  with  the  Youth  group  and  to  Miss  Catherine  Ezell  for  her 
work  with  various  groups. 

It  was  decided  to  include  in  advance  publicity  that  preference  for  first  floor 
accommodations  in  the  dormitories  could  be  made  if  physical  limitations  were 
involved.  Other  room  and  roommate  assignments  would  be  made  if  possible, 
requests  and  priority  to  be  given  as  registrations  are  received. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  committee,  registration  and  class  assignments 
will  be  discontinued  on  opening  day  of  the  School.  The  following  plan  will  be 
tried:  As  the  registrar  receives  registration  card  of  delegates,  a class  admittance 
card  will  be  mailed  back  to  registrants.  This  will  te  their  class  admittance 
card  and  must  be  brought  with  them  to  the  School  of  Missions  to  be  admitted 
to  the  class  of  their  choice.  Registration  for  the  women  of  Shreveport  will  be 
made  prior  to  the  opening  day  of  the  School  of  Missions. 

Registration  fees  and  class  admittance  may  be  transferred  from  one  name 
to  another,  but  after  August  1,  1962  no  refunds  of  registration  fees  and  no 
change  in  classes  will  be  made.  Ail  persons  living  in  dormitories  during  the 
School  of  Missions  must  purchase  meal  tickets.

July  15,  1361 


The  Ijouisiana  Conference  \¥esleyan  Service  Guild  Committee  met  at  Camp 
Brewer,  Saturday,  July  15,  1361.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:45  A.M. 
by  Miss  Sue  Batton,  Conference  Secretary,  and  opened  with  a devotional  by 
Miss  Mildred  Evans,  Conference  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life. 

The  secretary  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  were  present:  Mes- 
dames  Austin  Miller,  E.  T.  Cowell,  T.  D.  Guthrie, Sr.,  Clayton  G.  Mainous,  W. 

A.  Cotton,  Milton  C.  Baldridge,  Earl  Nugent,  B.  F.  Patterson,  Jr.,  Wideman 
Watson,  Warren  Orr,  Misses  Sue  Batton,  Mildred  Evans,  Marilyiin  Carter,  Eliza- 
beth Langford,  Maree  White,  and  Grace  Lawson.  Absent  were:  Mesdames  L. 

B.  Kilpatrick,  Herbert  C.  Loyd,  Lee  Tidwell,  Glenn  E.  Laskey,  C.  J.  Tacka- 
berry;  Misses  Hazel  Cooper  and  Marie  Pace. 

The  Conference  Secretary  distributed  material  for  the  Coaching  Conference 
sessions  to  be  held  in  each  district  following  the  Coaching  Conference  for  con- 
ference and  district  officers  to  be  held  at  Camp  Brewer,  September  9-10,  1961. 

With  reference  to  the  new  Conference  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules,  an  ex- 
planation of  the  expenses  paid  by  conference  and  district  cultivation  for  con- 
ference meetings  was  given  by  the  Conference  Secretary  and  Chairman  of  the 
Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  Committee,  Miss  Elizabeth  Langford.  A discussion 
followed  of  the  changes  as  they  will  appear  in  the  Standing  Rules  to  be  con- 
sidered for  adoption. 

Miss  Batton  staled  it  is  important  for  district  secretaries  to  stress  varied 
presentation  of  the  overall  Guild  program.  Miss  Batton  further  stated  that 
each  district  should  have  one  or  more  teams  organized  and  trained  for  the  pur- 
pose of  Guild  cultivation  and  organization  of  new  Guilds.  The  district  secre- 
tary is  to  be  responsible  for  finding  interested  persons  to  serve  on  these  teams 
and  shall  enlist  the  cooperation  of  the  district  superintendent,  the  district  pres- 
ident and  the  district  secretary  of  promotion  of  the  Woman’s  Society  in  learn- 
ing of  churches  where  there  is  need  for  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds.  Also  these 
teams  might  be  used  for  officers’  training  on  the  local  level.  These  teams 
would  be  directly  responsible  to  the  District  Guild  Secretary  for  organization, 
visitation,  and  reporting. 

The  date  for  the  Annual  Spring  Meeting  to  be  held  in  New  Orleans  was 
amioimced  as  March  17-18,  1962.  In  connection  with  the  Spring  Meeting  it  was 
brought  out  that  the  registration  fee  charged  for  the  past  few  years  has  not 
been  adequate.  After  discussion  it  was  moved  by  Miss  Tyler  that  it  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Conference  Guild  body  that  the  registration  fee  for  the  annual 
Spring  Meeting  be  raised  from  to  |2,  the  registration  fee  to  include  the  in- 
surance fee.  Motion  carried. 

It  was  announced  that  the  dates  for  the  Louisiana  Conference  School  of 
Missions  to  be  held  at  Centenary  College  are  August  7-11,  1961. 

Miss  Batton  called  for  a report  of  the  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  Commit- 
tee. Miss  Langford  moved  that  because  of  the  time  required  for  presentation 
of  the  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  that  we  adjourn  until  four  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  to  have  the  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  presented  and  considered. 
Motion  duly  carried. 

At  four  o’clock  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  was  convened  by  Miss 
Batton. 

A motion  to  recommend  to  the  Conference  Guild  that  Mrs.  Warren  Orr, 
Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions be  elected  to  serve  as  a Woman’s  Society  member-at-large  on  the  Con- 
ference Guild  Committee  was  presented  by  Miss  Marilynn  Carter.  After  dis- 
cussion motion  was  duly  adopted. 
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Miss  Batton  called  for  the  presentation  of  the  Bylaws.  Miss  I^ngford  pre- 
sented the  Bylaws  as  submitted  for  publication  in  the  Conference  Journal  and 
several  changes  were  made.  Following  discussion,  a motion  was  made  by  Miss 
Grace  Lawson  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  that  the  Bylaws  be  adopted  as  approved  by  this  committee.  Mo- 
tion carried.

Committee.  Mrs.  Rabun  urged  members  to  be  much  in  prayer  for  the  Nomin- 
ating Committee  and  to  submit  names  for  nominations  to  the  offices  that  will 
be  vacated  at  the  end  of  this  Conference  year. 

Miss  Batton  called  for  a report  of  registration.  Miss  Maree  White  gave  the 
following  report  by  districts:  Alexandria  26;  Baton  Rouge  15;  Lafayette  7;  Lake 
Charles  16;  Monroe  20;  New  Orleans  33;  Ruston  8;  Shreveport  18;  and  4 guests 
making  a total  of  147. 

The  Conference  Secretary  announced  the  following  dates  of  meetings:  An- 
nual School  of  Missions  to  be  August  7-11,  1961;  Coaching  Conference  and  Offi- 
cers Training  for  all  Conference  and  Disti’ict  Officers  to  be  at  Camp  Brewer  on 
September  S-IO,  1961;  and  the  Annual  Spring  Meeting  to  be  held  in  New  Or- 
leans on  March  17-18,  1962.

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COACHING  CONFEEEMCE 

Camp  Brewer  — September  lS-17,  1§61 


The  Coaching  Conference  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan'  Service 
Guild  met  at  Camp  Brewer,  Saturday,  September  16,  1961.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  5:30  P.M.  by  Miss  Sue  Batton,  Conference  Secretary,  and 
opened  with  prayer. 

The  following  persons  were  present:  Misses  Sue  Batton,  Mariiynn  Carter. 
Mildred  Evans,  Elizabeth  Langford,  Marie  Pace,  Maree  'White,  Grace  Lawson, 
Hazel  Cooper,  Bessie  Rollo,  and  Mesdames  Austin  Miller,  E.  T.  Cowell,  Clayton 
G.  Mainous,  W.  A.  Cotton,  Milton  C.  Baldridge,  Janice  Richardson,  Alvin  San- 
defur,  Avery  Keith,  Eva  Stocking,  Vivian  Smith,  Laura  Lynch,  Irma  Watson, 
Beverly  Biehler,  Willis  Ward,  and  J.  Douglas  Hudson. 

Miss  Batton  outlined  the  purpose  of  the  Coaching  Conference  as  a period 
of  leadership  training,  the  objective  being  to  organize  leadership  teams  in  the 
districts  for  strengthening  the  Guild  work.  This  is  to  be  a quadrennium  pro- 
gram which  was  begun  in  the  summer  of  1961. 

Mrs.  Alvin.  Sandefur,  Alexandria  District  Chairman  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion, directed  a skit  demonstrating  the  availability  of  unreached  persons  and 
suggesting  the  value  that  Guild  work  might  be  to  such  persons  and  the  contri- 
bution that  they  might  make  to  Guild  work. 

ML'S  Batton  presented  the  plan  of  the  survey  of  Methodist  women  that  will 
be  conducted  from  September,  1961,  to  January,  1962,  by  the  Methodist  Church. 

A skit  showing  the  over-all  program  of  the  church  and  its  relationship  to 
the  Woman’s  Society  was  presented  by  Maree  White,  I^fayette  District  Secre- 
tary, and  others  representing  officers  of  the  "Woman’s  Society. 

A flip  chart  showing  the  qualities  of  a good  leader  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
C.  G.  Mainous,  Baton  Rouge  District  Secretary;  this  was  followed  by  a skit  to 
show  the  importance  of  communication  in  promoting  and  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  Guild.  A discussion  followed  o,n  the  What,  Why,  How,  When,  and  Who 
in  communicating  ideas,  opinions,  and  feelings  to  each  other. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Langford,  editor  of  Guild  Times  led  a discussion  on  the  use 
of  Guild  Times  in  the  promotion  of  coming  events,  as  well  as  in  the  reporting 
of  past  events.  Miss  Langford  spoke  briefly  on  subscriptions  to  Guild  TimeS' 
and  the  need  to  send  news  items  to  her  early. 

The  discussion  on  Missionary  Education  was  led  by  Mrs.  Austin  Miller, 
Conference  Chairman.  Brought  out  in  the  discussion  was  the  fact  that  the 
Woman’s  Society  has  ruled  that  the  Guild  cannot  substitute  lines  of  work  at 
the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  and  that  only  the  lines  of  work  in  the 
pa.t.tern  of  the  Woman’s  Society  will  be  permitted  to  attend  the  Jurisdiction 
School  of 'Missions  with  their  expenses  subsidized.  Mrs.  Miller  urged  the  dis- 
tricts to  have  more  seminars  to  promote  the  studies. 

The  evening  session  was  concluded  with  a meditation  by  Miss  Mildred 
Evans,  Conference  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life. 


Sunday  Morning  Session 

The  morning  session  was  called  to  order  at  8:30  A.M.  by  Miss  Batton  and 
opened  with  a prayer  and  meditation  by  Miss  Evans. 

The  Conference  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  Mrs.  E.  T.  Cowell, 
led  the  discussion  on  this  line  of  work.  Her  discussion  centered  around  the 
Charter  of  Racial  Policies  and  the  need  for  awareness  on  the  part  of  Guild 
members  of  matters  of  legislative  importance.  She  suggested  that  we  keep  in- 
formed on  local,  state,  and  national  issues  and  that  we  inform  representative- 
officials  of  our  views. 
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Membership  material  was  presented  by  Miss  Langford.  The  group  was  re-- 
minded  of  the  film  strip,  “A  Plus  for  Working  Women,”  and  its  use  in  pro- 
moting membership.  A discussion  on  ways  to  interest  potential  members  and 
ways  to  revive  interest  of  inactive  members  followed. 

Material  on  Finance  was  presented  by  Miss  Marilynn  Carter,  Recording 
Secretary.  Discussed  were  the  importance  of  the  pledge  and  the  procedure  on 
making  a budget.  The  relationship  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  the  Guild  in 
the  use  of  money  raised  for  cultivation  purposes  was  discussed.  This  money 
should  be  expended  on  the  basis  of  need  in  both  groups;  this  is  true  in  all 
levels  of  Guild  work,  local  through  division. 

Miss  Carter  also  presented  the  material  on  Supply  Work.  It  was  empha- 
sized that  the  Supply  chairman  on  the  local  level  should  be  involved  more  in 
the  Guild  program.  One  way  of  accomplishing  this  would  be  to  have  the  Sup- 
ply Chairman  present,  on  occasion,  one  of  the  different  supply  askings,  telling 
what  the  money  is  used  for  and  something  about  the  institution  or  field  of 
service. 


Spiritual  Life  material  was  presented  by  Miss  Mildred  Evans,  Conference 
Chairman.  Miss  Evans  led  a discussion  on  ways  in  which  both  group  and  pri- 
vate devotions  might  be  more  meaningful.  Suggested  were  prayer  groups, 
retreats,  quiet  days,  and  the  use  of  Church  libraries  and  religious  book  clubs. 
She  urged  participation  in  Week  of  Prayer  and  World  Day  of  Prayer  Services, 
as  well  as  cooperation  with  United  Church  Women’s  groups. 


The  meeting  adjourned  with  prayer,  followed  by  a meeting  of  the  program 
committee.

Miss  Batton  in  announcing  that  Miss  Langford  had  consented  to  edit  Guild 
Times  for  another  two-year  term  expressed  appreciation  for  the  fine  work  she 
had  done.

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  by  Miss  Batton  that  the 
Conference  Bylaws  did  not  provide  for  an  administrative  committee  which  is 
provided  for  in  the  Jurisdiction  Bylaws.

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WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD  REPORT 
1961-62 

Miss  Sue  Batton,  Conference  Secretary 

I am  very  happy  to  be  able  to  bring  to  you  another  progress  report  of  the 
work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  Louisiana  Conference. 

I find  there  is  growing  understanding  of  the  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Ser- 
vice Guild.  This  is  evidenced  through  increased  giving,  increased  attendance 
at  Guild  meetings,  an  increase  in  study  courses,  and  a deeper  commitment  and 
concern  for  the  work. 

Better  planned  and  coordinated  programs  have  strengthened  our  work 
throughout  the  Conference,  therefore  we  have  an  increase  in  membership  and 
in  Guild  Units. 

Our  present  membership  in  the  Conference  is  2,194  which  is  an  increase. 
We  have  organized  eight  new  Guilds  in  this  past  fiscal  year,  making  the  total 
number  of  Guilds  in  the  Conference  114. 

Our  per  capita  giving  is  high.  A summary  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
Treasurer  for  1961-1962  will  show  that  we  paid  on  appropriations:  to  Missions, 
$22,715.18;  to  local  Church  and  community  activities,  through  Christian  Social 
Relations  committee,  $7,300;  a total  of  $30,01.5.00. 

We  have  had  116  study  courses  in  the  Conference  with  some  1547  members 
enrolled.  94  courses  received  Jurisdiction  credit.  460  Guild  women  read  the 
Methodist  Woman,  and  340  the  World  Outlook. 

Six  districts,  out  of  eight,  reported  Spiritual  Life  Retreats.  Guild  month 
was  celebrated  by  many  Guilds  with  joint  dinner  meetings  with  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

I attended  the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  with  three 
chairmen  of  lines  of  work  in  the  Guild.  We  also  attended  the  Guild  Weekend 
at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  Our  quota  of  24  was  filled.  I attended  the  Conference 
School  of  Missions  at  Centenary  and  conducted  a Guild  Clinic,  which  was  well 
attended. 

Our  Guild  Weekend  at  Camp  Brewer  was  well  attended.  156  participated 
in  the  activities  which  consisted  of  study  courses,  dramas,  workshops,  clinics, 
fellowship  and  fun. 

The  Annual  Spring  meeting  in  New  Orleans  was  outstanding  with  arotmd 
300  in  attendance.  Mrs  Glenn  Laskey  was  our  main  speaker.  Mrs.  Dana  Daw- 
son brought  our  quiet  hour  meditation,  and  Mrs.  Martha  Overbey  our  Mission- 
ary message. 

I attended  the  Sixth  Assembly  of  the  Division  of  Christian  Service,  which 
was  held  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  as  a delegate  from  Louisiana. 

Many  special  tours  were  made  of  our  Mission  work  in  Louisiana. 

We  have  had  a very  succeessful  year  in  all  phases  of  our  Guild  Work. 


Recommendations 


It  is  Recommended: 

1.  That  in  the  overall  planning  of  the  program  for  the  year,  the  committee 
make  sure  that  each  monthly  program  be  based  upon  the  World  Mission 
of  the  Church. 

2.  That  Guild  members  on  all  levels  be  informed  of  the  Leadership  Con- 
ferences on  “Our  Mission  Today,”  and  be  urged  to  watch  for  opportuni- 
ties to  participate  in  and  carry  some  responsibility  for  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  Quadrennial  Emphases. 

3.  That  accurate  reporting  be  urged  on  all  levels. 
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4.  That  we  improve  the  quality  of  work  done  by  study  groups,  with  an 
effort  to  increase  the  number  of  classes. 

5.  TTiat  we  increase  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Calendar  for  individual  worship 
and  at  meetings  of  Guild  units. 

6.  That  more  retreats  be  held  on  Conference,  district,  and  local  levels. 
Also  prayer  groups  have  been  most  helpful  when  established  in  Guild 
units. 

7.  That  Conferences  take  responsibOity  for  having  teams  organized  and 
trained  within  Districts  for  the  purpose  of  Guild  cultivation  and  organi- 
zation of  new  Guilds. 

8.  That  there  be  more  emphasis  on  membership  and  quality  work  in  all 
phases  of  Guild  work. 

9.  That  Guild  units  be  urged  to  make  their  first  responsibility  in  Supply 
Work  giving,  meeting  the  askings  in  full. 

10.  That  the  recommendations  adopted  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  be  incorporated  into  the  Guild  program. 

11.  That  we  take  advantage  of  all  National  United  Nations  Seminars. 

12.  That  Recruitment  be  our  first  concern  in  Guild  Units. 

13.  That  the  importance  of  increasing  our  pledge  to  Missions  be  kept  before 
the  members. 

14.  That  all  officers  on  all  levels  strive  to  improve  reporting,  with  emphasis 
on  accuracy,  with  100%  reporting. 


BYLAWS  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

ARTICLE  I — Name 

Within  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
there  shall  be  for  employed  women  a conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

ARTICLE  U — - Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  to  plan 
and  direct  the  work  of  the  Guild  within  the  conference  in  accordance  with  the 
constitution  and  bylaws  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

AR'nCLE  III  — Membership 

Representatives  from  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  in  the  districts,  the 
number  to  be  determined  by  the  conference  Guild  according  to  its  require- 
ments, such  district  officers  of  the  Guild  as  the  conference  Guild  may  deter- 
mine, members  of  the  conference  Guild  committee  and  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing  in  the 
conference  shall  be  members  of  the  Conference  Guild. 

ARTICLE  IV  --  Officers  and  Their  Duties 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  a secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
who  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Conference  GuUd.  There  shall  be  a 
recording  secretary. 

SEC’nON  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  from  the  membership  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  conference. 

SECTION  3.  (a)  The  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  preside 
at  the  meetings  of  the  conference  Guild  and  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  conference.  She  shall  promote  the 
work  of  the  Guild  within  the  conference;  receive  reports  from  district  secretar- 
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ies  of  the  Guild;  report  annually  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  of 
the  conference  and  to  the  jurisdiction  secretary  of  the  Guild.  In  accordance 
with  the  pattern  of  the  Woman’s  Division  she  shall  report  to  the  executive  sec- 
retary of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  Division.  She  shall  be  responsible 
for  planning  of  meetings  of  the  conference  Guild;  and  shall  represent  the  Guild 
and  present  its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  conference  society,  of  which  she 
shall  be  an  official  member.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  district  meet- 
ings of  the  Guild  and  shall  be  a member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
conference  society.  She  shall  present  a budget  to  the  committee  on  Finance  of 
the  conference  society. 

(b)  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  conference 
meetings  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  confer- 
ence Guild. 

ARTICLE  ¥ ■—  Commiittees  and  Their  Duties 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  a committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of 
the  conference  composed  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Guild,  the  recording  secretary, 
the  chairmen  of  the  lines  of  work,  and  the  district  secretaries  of  the  Guild;  the 
president,  the  treasurer,  and  the  secretary  of  promotion  of  the  conference  Wo- 
man’s Society  and  two  other  representatives  of  the  'Woman’s  Society  to  be 
elected  by  the  conference  Guild.  Such  additional  members  as  the  work  de- 
mands may  be  co-opted. 

SECTION  2.  The  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  confer- 
ence shall  assist  in  the  planning  of  the  work  of  the  Guild  within  the  conference. 
Chairmen  to  carry  on  the  work  of  Spiritual  Life,  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  Christian  Social  Relations,  Supply  'Work,  and  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions shall  be  elected. 

SECTION  3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  three 
to  seven  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  present  nominations  of  all  officers, 
chairmen  of  lines  of  work,  and  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

SECTION  4.  There  shall  be  a committee  on  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules 
appointed  by  the  conference  secretary.  The  conference  secretary  and  recording 
secretary  shall  be  members  of  this  committee. 

ARTICLE  VI  — Electlwns 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the 
chairmen  of  'Lines  of  'W'ork,  the  two  representatives  of  the  conference  Woman's 
Society,  and  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be  elected  by  the  conference 
Guild  in  regular  meeting.  The  term  of  office  and  the  time  of  assuming  office 
shall  conform  to  that  prevailing  in  the  conference  Woman’s  Society. 

SECTION  2.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  shall  be  filled  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  term  involved  by  the  conference  'Wesleyan  Service  Guild  committee. 

SECTION  3.  The  election  of  the  conference  secretary  of  the  Guild  shall  be 
confirmed  by  the  conference  Woman’s  Society. 

SECTION  4.  ia)  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot;  except  when  there  is  only 
one  candidate  for  office  the  election  may  be  by  viva  voce. 

(b)  So  that  ail  vacancies  shall  not  occur  within  the  same  year,  the  fol- 
lowing pattern  shall  be  the  rule  in  the  election  of  officers:  at  the  second  year 
of  the  quadrenniurn  the  conference  secretary,  recording  secretary,  the  Chair- 
man of  Spiritual  Life,  the  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  the  Nomina- 
ting Committee,  and  one  Woman’s  Society  member-at-large  shall  be  elected. 

(c)  At  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrenniurn  the  Chairman  of  Missionary 
Education,  the  Chairman  of  Supply,  the  Chairman  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions, and  one  Woman’s  Society  member-at-large  shall  be  elected. 

ARTICLE  VII  --  Meetings 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  spring  meeting  of  the  conference 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  where  reports  shall  be  received  and  necessary  busi- 
ness transacted.  All  regular  elections  will  be  held  at  this  spring  meeting. 
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SECTION  2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Guild  Weekend  meeting,  dates  to 
be  determined  by  the  conference  committee.  All  necessary  business  may  be 
transacted  at  this  annual  Weekend. 

SECTION  3.  The  annual  Spring  Meeting  and  the  annual  Guild  Weekend 
are  designated  as  regular  business  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII  — Amendments 

SECTION  1.  Amendments  to  these  bylaws  pertaining  only  to  the  Louisi- 
ana Conference  may  be  made  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  conference,  pro- 
vided the  proposed  amendments  shall  be  sent  to  the  Committee  of  the  confer- 
ence Guild  thirty  days  before  the  annual  meeting,  and  the  Committee  has  had 
an  opportunity  to  approve  the  proposed  amendments  before  they  are  submitted 
to  the  membership. 

SECTION  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  the  Louisi- 
ana Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with 
the  Woman’s  Division  constitution  and  bylaws  for  the  Conference  Guild.

STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

RULE  1.  Voting  Membership:  The  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
shall  have  the  following  voting  membership:  one  delegate  from  each  local 
Guild  for  the  first  20  members,  plus  one  delegate  for  each  additional  20  mem- 
bers or  major  fraction  thereof.  In  addition,  each  member  of  the  Conference 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee  shall  have  one  vote  if  present  at  the  meet- 
ing; also,  such  members  as  are  determined  by  Article  III  of  the  Bylaws  of  the 
Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  may  vote  if  present. 

RULE  2.  Conference  Guild  Committee:  The  Conference  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  members  as  determined  by  Article  V, 
Section  1,  of  the  Bylaws.  In  addition  to  these  the  editor  of  Guild  Times  shall 
be  a co-opted  member. 

RULE  3.  Conference  Guild  Committee  Meetings:  A.  There  shall  be  at 
least  two  meetings  of  the  conference  Guild  committee  each  year. 

B.  There  shall  be  a coaching  conference  for  the  training  of  members  of 
the  conference  Guild  committee. 

RULE  4.  Guild  Times:  A.  The  Guild  Times  shall  be  the  official  organ  of 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  promotion  of  conference  work. 

B.  The  editor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  Secretary  and  ap- 
proved by  the  conference  Guild  commitee  at  the  annual  Spring  Meeting. 

RULE  5.  Reports:  Out-going  officers  and  chairmen  of  lines  of  work  shall 
make  all  necessary  reports  for  the  current  year. 

RULE  6.  Term  of  Office:  When  three  or  more  years  of  an  unexpired  term 
is  filled  in  a conference  office  it  shall  constitute  a full  term. 

RULE  7.  Special  Meetings:  If  it  becomes  necessary  to  transact  business  at 
any  time  other  than  specified  in  Article  VI  of  the  Bylaws,  notice  of  the  holding 
of  such  meeting,  with  the  date,  place,  and  nature  of  the  business  to  be  trans- 
acted, must  be  given  to  all  members  of  the  conference  Guild  committee  at  least 
two  weeks  in  advance  of  the  meeting  date. 

RULE  8.  Program  Committee:  A.  The  program  committee  for  Guild  Week- 
end and  the  Spring  Meeting  shall  be  composed  of  the  Conference  Secretary, 
the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Lines  of  Work,  and  the  District 
Secretary  of  the  district  in  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 
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B.  The  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman  annually  at  the  Guild  Week- 
end. 

RULE  9.  Nominating  Committee.  A.  The  committee  on  nominations  shall 
present  a slate  of  eight  candidates,  one  from  each  district,  from  which  the  con- 
ference Guild  shall  elect  five  members  to  compose  the  new  committee  on  nom- 
inations. 

B.  The  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman  annually  at  the  Spring  Meet- 
ing. 

C.  Nominations  to  fill  unexpired  terms  shall  be  presented  to  the  Con- 
ference Guild  Committee. 

RULE  10.  Committee  on  Journal:  A committee  on  Journal  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  approve  the  minutes  of  the  conference  sessions.  All  minutes  of  the 
conference  shall  be  transcribed  in  a reasonable  time,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Conference  Secretary  and  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  copies  mailed  im- 
mediately to  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee  members. 

RULE  11.  Finances:  A.  Expenses  of  the  Annual  Spring  Meeting  shall  be 
paid  from  the  conference  cultivation  fund.  This  includes  expenses  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 

B.  Expenses  of  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  to  the 
Guild  Weekend  shall  be  paid  from  Conference  Cultivation  funds,  since  this 
meeting  is  designated  as  a business  meeting. 

C.  Expenses  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Chair- 
men of  Lines  of  Work,  and  such  other  persons  co-opted  to  the  Coaching  Con- 
ference, shall  be  paid  from  Conference  Cultivation  funds. 

D.  Expenses  of  the  District  Secretaries  to  the  Coaching  Conference  shall 
be  paid  from  District  Cultivation  fund. 

E.  Expenses  of  the  Conference  Secretary  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  three 
lines  of  work  in  the  pattern  to  attend  the  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  and 
Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  shall  be  paid  from  Conference  Cultivation  fund. 
Travel  shall  be  in  one  car  from  central  location  and  expenses  to  and  from  this 
location  shall  be  paid  by  the  Conference.  If  the  Secretary  or  a Chairman  elect 
to  travel  by  other  transportation  she  shall  do  so  at  her  own  expense. 

F.  Expenses  of  the  two  elected  delegates  to  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend 
shall  be  paid  from  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  The  two  elected  delegates 
shall  travel  in  one  car  with  an  allowed  expense  of  five  cents  per  mile.  If  they 
elect  to  travel  in  separate  cars,  they  shall  prorate  the  allowed  expense  of  five 
cents  per  mile,  or  two  and  one-half  cents  per  mile  per  car. 

G.  Transportation  by  car  for  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Com- 
mittee on  official  business  within  the  conference  shall  be  allowed  at  five  cents 
per  mile.  Car  pools  are  recommended  and  care  should  be  exercised  to  accom- 
modate four  persons  in  a car  whenever  possible.  When  conference  and  district 
officers  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  other  riders  travel  together  in  a car,  each  person  should  share  in 
the  expense  of  the  car,  the  conference  officer  charging  her  pro-rata  share  to  the 
conference,  and  the  district  officer  charging  hers  to  the  district,  and  the ' other 
riders  assuming  their  share  in  the  expenses  of  the  car. 

H.  All  expense  accounts  shall  be  approved  by  the  Conference  Secretary. 

I.  All  funds  over  and  above  expenses  at  any  conference  meeting  shall 
be  returned  to  Conference  Cultivation  fund. 

J.  The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  disburse  all  funds. 

RULE  12.  Cultivation  Fund:  The  district  cultivation  fund  shall  be  on  the 
basis  of  30c  per  member.

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BYLAWS  OF  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN’S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  Conference  Societies  will  be  found  in  the 
new  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  I 

Duties  of  officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work,  Sections  1 to  15  inclu- 
sive. 

ARTICLE  II  — Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  conference  society  shall  be 
composed  of  the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  recording  secretary,  the  trea- 
surer, the  secretaries  of  children's  work,  Christian  social  relations,  literature 
and  publications,  missionary  education,  missionary  personnel,  missionary  ser- 
vice, promotion,  spiritual  life,  student  work,  supply  work,  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  and  youth  work;  the  chairman  of  the  Conference  News  Sheet,  the  retir- 
ing conference  president,  who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  the  resident  Bishop,  all 
members  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service,  officers  and  secretaries 
of  lines  of  work  of  the  jurisdiction  society  residing  within  the  conference,  chair- 
men of  committees,  the  president  of  each  district  Woman’s  Society  and  such 
other  persons  specifically  related  to  the  work  of  the  Conference  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  as  the  conference  society  may  determine;  and  the 
following  Ex-officio  members:  the  conference  director  of  youth  work  and  the 
wife  of  the  resident  Bishop,  who  shall  be  an  honorary  vice-president.  A major- 
ity shall  constitute  a quorum.  The  Woman’s  Division  shall  provide  for  the  ex- 
pense of  Division  members  to  attend  one  executive  meeting  a year  of  their 
conference  society. 

This  committee  shall  be  the  coordinating  group  for  the  total  educational 
and  promotional  program  in  the  conference,  and  shall  determine  the  officer  or 
secretary  of  a line  of  work  to  be  responsible  for  publicity.  Vacancies  occurring 
ad  interim  in  officers  or  chairmen  of  committees  of  the  society  shall  be  filled 
by  the  executive  committee  upon  the  nomination,  of  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions. (See  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
bylaws  in  regard  to  ad  interim  vacancies  of  the  Guild.) 

Section  2.  The  executive  committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership 
an  Administrative  CommittTO  of  seven  officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work, 
who  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  president,  to  transact  only  necessary  busi- 
ness in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  executive  committee.  The  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  the  president,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  vice- 
president,  the  recording  secretary,  the  treasurer,  the  secretary  of  promotion, 
and  two  other  members.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  advised  imme- 
diately of  business  transacted  by  the  administrative  committee. 

Section  3.  Three  years  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  of  a conference  office 
shall  constitute  a full  term  of  office. 

ARTICLE  in  Committees 

Section  1.  The  conference  society  shall  provide  such  committees  as  the 
needs  require. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  Program,  com- 
posed of  the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  recording  secretary,  secretary  of 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed.  The  com- 
mittee shall  elect  its  chairman  annually. 

£>ection  3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  which 
shall  include  the  members  of  the  Department  of  Christian  social  relations  of 
the  Woman’s  Division  living  within  the  conference,  the  district  secretaries  of 
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Christian  social  relations,  one  or  more  representatives  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  nominated  by  the  committee  of  the  V/esieyan  Service  Guild  in  the  con- 
ference, and  special  resource  people  co-opted  as  needed.  This  committee  shall 
make  recommendatioiis  to  the  conference  society  concerning  the  work  of  Chris- 
tian social  relations  in  accord  with  the  lines  of  work  outlined  by  the  Woman’s 
Division  and  jurisdiction  society. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a C»*niHittee  on  Finance  composed  of  the  trea- 
surer of  the  conference  society  as  chairman,  the  president,  the  secretaries  of 
Christian  social  relations,  missionary  education,  missionary  service,  promotion, 
supply  work,  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  treasurers  of  the  districts  and 
a limited  number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  con- 
ference society.  This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  cal! 
of  the  chairman.  It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  societies  in  the  local  church- 
es and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed  as  to  conference  income  and  dis- 
bursements; local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  recommend  to  the  con- 
ference society  constructive  plans  for  securing  funds  for  conference  and  dis- 
trict cultivation;  and  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the  conference  pledge 
and  cultivation  budget. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nonuinations,  composed  of  one 
representative  from  each  district,  nominated  by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
district  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  one  additional  person,  who 
will  serve  as  chairman,  all  nominated  by  the  conference  executive  committee 
and  elected  in  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  find  specially  qualified 
women  in  the  conference  who  may  serve  as  officers,  secretaries  of  lines  of 
work,  chairmen  of  committees,  except  for  the  committees  who  elect  their  chair- 
men, and  members  of  the  committee  on  nominations  and  nominate  them,  the 
term  of  service  of  these  committee  members  to  be  determined  by  the  execu- 
tive committee. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  School  of  Missions  and  Christian 
Service  with  a chairman  and  .secretary  elected  annually  by  the  committee.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  vice-president,  the  treasurer,  the  secre- 
taries of  Christian  social  relations,  literature  and  publications,  missionary  edu- 
cation, missionary  service,  promotion,  spiritual  life,  'Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
the  dean,  the  assistant  dean  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  executive  committee.  This  committee  shall  plan  and  promote  a Conference 
School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  which  shall  give  emphasis  to  the  world 
mission  of  the  Christian  Church  through  an  integrated  program  of  missionary 
education,  Christian  social  relations,  spiritual  life  cultivation  and  program 
building,  and  which  shall  train  leadership  for  the  promotion  of  the  total  pro- 
gram of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  whose  endeavor 
sliall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  women  by  helping  them 
to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  increase  their  sense  of  responsibility  for  per- 
sonal service  and  giving.  This  committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiri- 
tual movements  of  the  times  and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a clearer  ap- 
preciation of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living.  It  shall  promote  Christian  stew- 
ardship, special  studies  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  materials. 
Tile  committee  shall  devise  definite  means  of  permeating  the  local  church  with 
a spiritual  power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active 
service. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  a Contunittee  on  Study  and  Action  composed  of 
the  secretaries  of  Christian  social  relations,  missionary  education,  missionary 
service,  spiritual  life  and  a representative  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This 
committee  may  co-opt  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed.  The  chairman 
of  this  committee  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  recommend- 
ations referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction  Committee  on  Summer 
Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recommendations  concerning  the  use  of  ap- 
proved study  courses,  joint  study  courses  and  cooperative  courses.  It  may 
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recommend  also  special  informal  studies  in  line  with,  major  needs.  This  com- 
mittee shall  develop  a correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for  the  year 
which  shall  include  seminars,  workshops,  retreats,  and  any  other  educational 
activities  and  shall  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the  confer- 
ence society. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  composed 
of  the  conference  secretaries  of  missionary  personnel,  promotion,  Wesleyan  Ser- 
vice Guild,  student  work,  youth  work,  the  district  secretaries  of  missionary 
personnel,  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  committee  on  missionary  personnel  of 
the  Woman’s  .Division  residing  within,  the  conference.  Others  with  experience 
in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation,  with  the  committee  on  mission- 
ary personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  It  shall  search  for  consecrated  young 
women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for  Christian  service; 
it  shall  interpret  the  standards  of  candidates  for  the  types  of  service  needed; 
it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  applications 
to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in 
the  judgment  of  the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates; 
it  shall  cooperate  in.  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  conference  in  the 
interest  in  personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its 
activities  to  the  secretary  of  missionary  personnel  of  the  jurisdiction. 

Section  10.  Tliere  shall  be  a Committee  on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  con- 
sisting of  five  mem’bers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  watch  all 
proposed  legislation  and  call  attention  to  any  overlapping,  conflicting  or  un- 
necessary items.  It  shall  prepare  for  use  in  the  annual  report,  a copy  of  the 
Bylaws  adopted  by  the  Conference,  and  the  Standing  Rules  of  Order.  The 
chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive  committee. 

Section  11.  (a)  An  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  set  up  to  help  in  plan- 

ning and  interpreting  the  work  in  the  conference  where  there  are  one  or  more 
Eural  Work  Projects.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  president  of  the  Conference 
Society,  the  secretary  of  missionary  education,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  chairman  of  the  Town  and  Country  Commission,  the  district 
superintendents  of  the  districts  in  which  Church  and  Community  Workers  are 
located,  and  one  or  more  members  at  large.  The  executive  secretary  of  the 
Town  and  Country  Bureau  of  the  Woman’s  Division  shall  be  an  ex-officio  mem- 
ber of  the  committee.  While  the  committee  may  make  recommendations,  the 
actual  decision  as  to  the  area  in  which  the  Church  and  Community  Worker 
shall  serve  rests  with  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  rural  deaconess  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Committee  on  Town  and  Country  Work,  who  shall  direct  her  Work. 

(b)  There  shall  be  set  up  in  each  district  where  there  is  a rural  worker,  a 
District  Advisory  Sub-Committee,  composed  of  the  members  of  the  Conference 
Advisory  Committee  residing  in  the  district,  and  any  additional  members  whicn 
the  Conference  Advisory  Committee  may  wish  to  add.  The  sub-committee 
shall  recommend  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  conference  the  advisability 
of  continuing  each  worker  of  the  district. 

Section  12.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Annual  Report  composed  of  the 
recording  secretary,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  president,  the  treasurer,  the 
secretary  of  promotion,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  edit  and  publish  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Conference  Society. 

Section  13.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  composed  of 
three  members,  the  chairman  of  which  shall  be  a conference  officer  or  secre- 
tary of  a line  of  work.  These  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Administra- 
tive Committee  and  will  serve  for  a quadrennium.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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committee  to  select  suitable  meeting  places  for  the  Mid-Year  and  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  V/oman’s  Society  and  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  their  avail- 
ability one  year  in  advance  of  the  meeting.  Whenever  possible  the  committee 
shall  alternate  the  meetings  between  the  northern  and  southern  pprts  of  tha 
state. 

Section  14.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Cooperative  Youth  Work  com- 
posed of  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  who  shall  be  the  chairman, 
the  Conference  Director  of  Youth  Work,  and  the  secretaries  of  Student  Work 
and  Missionary  Personnel.  The  committee  may  co-opt  additional  members  as 
the  need  arises. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  study  the  needs  of  youth,  especial- 
ly in  the  areas  of  Missionary  Education  and  Christian  Vocations,  and  to  develop 
a correlated  program  of  study  and  action  to  meet  these  needs.  The  committee 
shall  consider  the  total  programs  of  the  Conference  Methodist  Youth  Fellow- 
ship and  the  Methodist  Student  Organization  and  make  recommendations  to 
the  Conference  Society  concerning  opportunities  and  plans  for  cooperation  with 
these  organizations.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  districts  plans  for  a unified 
approach  to  the  total  program  of  work  with  youth  and  their  adult  leaders. 

ARTICLE  rv  — Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  or 
who  are  actively  participating  members  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the 
conference,  shall  be  elected  as  conference  officers  or  secretaries  of  lines  of 
work. 

The  officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  shall  be  elected  biennially  for 
a term  of  four  years.  No  officer  or  secretary  of  a line  of  work  shall  hold  the 
same  office  for  more  than  four  consecutive  years  with  the  possible  exception 
of  the  treasurer,  who  may  serve  eight  years. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  following  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  the  second  year  of  the  quadreniiium:  a president, 
a treasurer,  a secretary  of  children’s  work,  a secretary  of  missionary  personnel, 
a secretary  of  missionary  service,  a secretary  of  student  work,  and  a secretary 
of  youth  work. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  the  follow- 
ing shall  be  elected:  a vice-president,  a recording  secretary,  a secretary  of 
Christian  social  relations,  a secretary  of  literature  and  publications,  a .secretary 
of  missionary  education,  a secretai'y  of  promotion,  a secretary  of  spiritual  life, 
and  a secretary  of  supply  work. 

Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  election. 

(a)  Where  there  is  only  one  nominee,  the  election  shall  be  by  voice. 

Section  2.  Conference  officers,  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Nominations  shall  take  office  June  1.  The  outgoing  officers  shall 
make  the  annual  report. 

Section  3.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  offices  or  chairmen  of  com- 
mittees of  the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee  upon  the  nom- 
ination of  the  committee  on  nominations. 

Section  4.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  society  shall 
elect  six  women  from  the  conference,  three  of  whom  shall  be  conference  offi- 
cers or  secretaries  of  lines  of  work,  for  membership  in  the  jurisdiction  society, 
all  of  whom  shall  serve  for  four  years. 

(a)  The  three  officers  shall  be  the  president,  the  treasurer  and  the  secre- 
tary of  promotion.  The  other  three  shall  be  elected  by  name. 

(b)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  during  the  quadrennium  among  the  de- 
signated officers,  the  successor  in  the  office  shall  be  the  conference  representa- 
tive. 
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(c)  Four  reserve  delegates  from  the  conference  officers  shall  be  elected. 

(d)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  among  the  offices  elected  by  name,  th(' 
reserve  delegates,  in  the  order  elected,  shall  replace  them. 

(e)  Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  election. 

Section  5.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  society  preceding  the 
last  annual  meeting  in  the  quadrennium  of  the  jurisdiction  society,  the  con- 
ference society  shall  nominate  three  women  for  membership  on  the  Board  of 
Missions,  the  names  to  be  sent  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society. 

Section  6.  At  an  annual  or  executive  committee  meeting  of  the  conference 
society,  at  least  six  months  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates  to  the  Assembly 
shall  be  elected  as  follows:  the  conference  president,  one  other  conference  of- 
ficer or  secretary  of  lines  of  work,  the  conference  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  or  her  representative,  and  one  delegate  from  each  district.  (See 
district  bylaws,  Article  IV,  Elections,  Section  4,  concerning  election  of  dele- 
gate.) 


ARTICLE  V — Funds 

Section  1.  The  conference  society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the  Wo- 
man’s Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of 
the  treasurer  of  the  Division  on  a basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Division.  There 
shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the  conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Beginning  in  1960-61  an  amount  up  to  fifteen  per  cent  (15%)  of 
the  pledge  to  the  Woman’s  Division  may  be  set  aside  each  year  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  conference  society  for  cultivation  in  the  conference.  Expenses  of  offi- 
cers, speakers  at  annual  meetings,  expenses  of  executive  committee  meetings, 
expenses  of  delegates  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman’s  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service,  expenses  of  conference  delegates  to  the  Assembly, 
expenses  for  promotional  and  educational  work  of  the  conference  society  shall 
be  paid  from  this  cultivation  fund.  All  monies  in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  over  the  amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry  on  the  conference 
work  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

Section  4.  One-half  of  one  cent  per  adult  member  of  the  conference 
society  shall  be  sent  by  the  conference  treasurer  to  the  Woman’s  Division  for 
the  Division  Cultivation  Fund. 

Section  5.  The  week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial  offering  shall  be  sent  to 
the  conference  treasurer  who  in  turn  will  channel  it  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  to  be  applied  to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the 
Woman’s  Division. 

Section  6.  All  orders  on  the  treasury  must  be  approved  by  the  Conference 
President  and  Secretary  of  Promotion. 

ARTICLE  VI  — Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaws 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  these  bylaws  may  be  made  by  majority  vote 
at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  provided  a thirty-day  notice 
is  given  in  writing  to  all  members  of  the  Division  by  the  executive  committee 
or  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  Division. 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  bylaws  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording  secretary 
of  the  Division  for  presentation  to  the  Division. 

Section  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  majority  vote 
at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
provided  a thirty-day  notice  is  given  in  writing  to  the  executive  committee  of 
the  conference,  or  to  the  standing  committee  on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  and 
provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Division  constitution  and  bylaws  for 
the  Conference  Society.  Copies  shall  be  made  for  distribution  to  delegates. 
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BYLAWS  OF  THE  DISTBICT  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY 

OF  chmshan  service 


The  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  District  Societies  will  be  found  in  Con- 
stitution and  Bylaws  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  I 

Duties  of  officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  Section  1 to  15  inclusive. 

ARTICLE  II  — Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  district  society  shall  be  com- 
posed of  officers,  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  and  chairmen  of  committees  of 
the  district  society;  zone  leaders;  members  of  the  Woman’s  Division  and  the 
officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  of  the  jurisdiction  and  conference  so- 
cieties who  are  members  of  the  district  society;  and  the  district  superintendent. 
A majority  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

This  committee  shall  meet  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  district  society,  shall 
consider  the  advance  plans  projected  by  the  conference  society,  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  district  society  for  carrying  forward  these  plans,  and  shall 
determine  the  officer,  or  secretary  of  line  of  work  to  be  responsible  for  pub- 
licity. Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  offices  or  chairmen  of  committees  of 
the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee  upon  the  nomination  of 
the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Section  2.  The  executive  committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership 
an  Administrative  Committee  of  seven  officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work 
who  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  president,  to  transact  only  necessary  business 
between  meetings  of  the  executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  III  Committees 

Section  1.  The  district  society  shall  provide  such  committees  as  the  needs 

may  require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  conference  society. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  Program  com- 
posed of  the  president,  the  vice  president,  the  recording  secretary,  and  such 
other  members  as  may  be  needed.  The  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman  an- 
nually. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Finance  composed  of  the  trea- 
surer of  the  district,  as  chairman,  the  president,  secretaries  of  Christian  social 
relations,  missionary  education  and  service,  promotion,  supply  work,  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  and  a limited  number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  district  society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the  chair- 
man. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  strength  of  the  so- 
cieties in  the  local  churches  and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed  as  to  dis- 
trict income  and  disbursements,  local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  as- 
sist by  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the  district  pledge  and  cultivation  budget;  and 
cooperate  with  the  conference  society  in  promoting  and  supporting  the  total 
financial  program  of  the  Woman’s  Division. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  district  society  wh»se  duty  it  sh2ill  be  to  find  specially  qualified 
women  in  the  district  who  may  serve  as  officers,  secretaries  of  lines  of  work, 
chairmen  of  committees  and  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination,  and 
nominate  them. 


ARTICLE  IV  “ Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  boimds  of  the  'district,  or  who 
are  actively  participating  members  of  churches  within  the  bounds  of  the  district 
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shall  be  elected  as  district  officers  or  secretaries  of  lines  of  work.  The  district 
society  shall  determine  the  method  of  election  of  its  officers. 

District  officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  shall  be  elected  for  a term 
of  two  years,  with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the 
same  office,  with  the  exception  of  the  treasurer,  whose  term  is  limited  to  eight 
years.  One  year  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  shall  constitute  a full  term, 
with  the  privilege  of  re-election. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  offices  shall  be 
divided  into  two  groups,  with  the  election  of  one  group  each  year.  Group 
number  one  shall  be  composed  of;  a president,  a treasurer,  secretaries  of  child- 
ren’s work,  missionary  personnel,  student  work,  and  youth  work.  Group  num- 
ber two  shall  be  composed  of:  a vice  president,  a recording  secretary,  secretar- 
ies of  Christian  social  relations,  literature  and  publications,  missionary  educa- 
tion, promotion,  spiritual  life,  and  supply  work. 

Section  2.  The  term  of  all  officers,  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  and  the 
committee  on  nominations  shall  begin  June  1.  The  outgoing  officer  shall  make 
the  annual  report. 

Section  3.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  in  offices  or  chairmen  of  com- 
mittees of  the  society  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee  upon  the  nom- 
ination of  the  committee  on  nominations. 

Section  4.  At  an  annual  executive  committee  meeting  at  least  six  months 
preceding  the  Assembly,  one  delegate  shall  be  elected  from  each  district  by 
the  district  executive  committee,  who  shall  be  a district  officer,  or  secretary  of 
lines  of  work.  The  expense  of  the  district  representative  shall  be  paid  by  the 
District. 

Section  5.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones  according  to  their  size.  A 
leader  for  each  zone  shall  be  elected  by  their  respective  zone  for  a term  of  two 
years  with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term.  The  number  of 
zone  meetings  to  be  held  during  the  year  and  program  for  same  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  district  executive  committee.  An  offering  may  be  taken  at  each 
meeting.  The  leader  may  deduct  any  necessary  expense  of  the  meeting  before 
remitting  to  the  district  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  V — Cultivation  Funds 

Section  1.  Each  district  shall  set  up  a fund  for  district  cultivation  and  ex- 
penses according  to  its  needs,  secured  through  a plan  recommended  by  the  con- 
ference Committee  on  Finance  and  approved  by  the  conference  society. 

(a)  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for  district  cultivation  an 
amount  equal  to  fifteen  cents  (15c)  per  member,  to  be  remitted  to  the  district 
treasurer. 

(b)  District  treasurers  shall  set  aside  funds  each  year  for  the  expenses  of 
a delegate  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  VI  Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaws 

Section  1.  (See  Article  6,  Amendments  and  Additional  Bylaws,  Conference 
Society.) 

Section  2.  Additional  bylaws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  the  District 
Woman’s  Society  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Woman’s  Division 
constitution  and  bylaws  for  the  district  society. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  a religious  service. 

2.  All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  signed  by  two  members. 

3.  Courtesies  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes  before  the  noon  devotional 

service. 
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STANDING  KULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 


1.  Thirty  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Conference  recording  secre- 
tary shall  send  to  the  president  of  each  society  in  the  conference  registration 
cards,  which  she  will  fill  in  with  the  names  of  the  delegates  and,  with  check 
covering  meals,  mail  immediately  to  the  chairman  of  Registration  in  the  society 
entertaining  the  Conference. 

2.  Representation  at  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Conference  shall  be  one  dele- 
gate for  each  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each  society,  how- 
ever small,  shall  have  one  delegate. 

3.  The  conference  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  be  composed  of 
the  following  persons  who  have  the  privilege  of  voting:  the  executive  com- 
mittee, all  local  delegates,  the  wife  of  the  resident  Bishop,  all  past  conference 
presidents,  the  chairman  of  the  Deaconess  Board,  all  district  officers  and  secre- 
taries of  lines  of  work,  and  all  zone  leaders. 

4.  The  hostess  society  for  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  provide  homes  for 
the  Conference  Executive  Committee  and  delegates  from  societies  with  20  mem- 
bers or  less.  Hotel  accommodations  shall  be  arranged  for  delegates  from  so- 
cieties with  more  than  20  members,  the  expenses  to  be  paid  by  their  society. 

5.  The  conference  shall  pay  expenses  of  the  conference  president,  the  re- 
cording secretary,  the  treasurer  and  the  chairman  of  Annual  Meeting  Program 
at  a hotel  during  Annual  Meeting. 

6.  A half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Con- 
ference shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 

7.  A typist  shall  be  supplied  at  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  typing  of 
committee  reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  Conference. 

8.  The  Program  Committee  shall  meet  during  or  immediately  following 
the  Annual  Meeting  to  consider  plans  for  selecting  speakers  for  the  next  An- 
nual Meeting.  Whenever  possible,  speakers  who  come  from  a distance  shall  be 
secured  to  address  both  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

9.  The  conference  president  may  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Wo- 
man’s Division  of  Christian  Service  either  her  first  or  second  year  of  office  at 
conference  expense. 

10.  Each  officer  shall  render  to  the  conference  treasurer  quarterly  itemized 
statements  covering  office  expense.  Itemized  expense  accounts  may  be  submit- 
ted in  advance  of  expenditures  or  afterwards. 

11.  Conference  officers  are  expected  to  provide  postage  for  all  coraniuni- 
cations  from  the  Conference  officers,  such  as  circulars,  letters,  literature,  etc., 
that  go  to  the  corresponding  officers  of  the  District  or  local  society. 

12.  It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service: 
a.  to  endorse  and  promote  through  its  channels  plans  from  business  concerns 
to  help  local  societies  of  Christian  Service  to  make  profits  by  selling  their  pro- 
ducts; b.  to  release  lists  of  officers  to  any  organization  or  commercial  firm. 

13.  Since  the  Woman’s  Society  has  a definite  responsibility  for  support  of 
the  program  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  the  Louisiana  Conference  wishes  to 
point  out  that  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the  Woman’s  Society  officers  at 
the  Conference  or  District  level  to  seek  contributions  from  the  Woman’s  So- 
cieties’ treasuries  for  the  support  of  projects  which  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Annual  Conference  or  the  District  of  the  Church. 

14.  Transportation  by  car  for  conference  officers  on  official  business  shall 
be  allowed  five  cents  per  mile.  Car  pools  are  recommended  and  care  should 
be  exercised  to  accommodate  four  persons  in  a car  whenever  possible.  Whan 
conference  and  district  officers  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  other  riders  travel  together  in  a car,  each 
person  should  share  in  the  expenses  of  the  car;  the  conference  officer  charging 
her  pro  rata  share  to  the  conference,  and  the  distict  officer  charging  hers  to 
the  district,  and  the  other  riders  assuming  their  share  in  the  expenses  of  the 
car. 
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15.  A sum  not  to  exceed  ?300.00  per  year  shall  be  allowed  the  secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  for  the  promotion  of  this  department  of  work  in  the 
conference. 

16.  In  each  year  where  there  is  a surplus  from  Cultivation  Funds,  an  a- 
mount  up  to  $300.00,  the  exact  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, shall  be  set  aside  as  Designated  Funds  to  be  used  for  recruitment.  The 
limit  to  this  fund  shall  be  decided  by  the  Administrative  Committee. 

17.  An  amount  not  to  exceed  $3000.00  may  be  raised  on  the  local  level  by 
freewill  offerings  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  per  member  to  be  allocated  toward  the 
salary  of  a Youth  Worker  on  the  staff  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foun- 
dation. 

18.  When  death  occurs  among  members  of  the  executive  committee,  or  to 
relatives  living  within  the  home  of  executive  committee  members,  a remem- 
brance gift  of  $5.00  may  be  sent  as  a memorial. 

19.  When  young  women  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  commissioned 
as  Deaconesses  or  as  Missionaries,  a gift  of  $25.00  shall  be  presented  them  and 
a Special  Membership  given  in  their  honor.  When  missionaries  return  to  the 
field  after  furlough,  an  additional  $25.00  is  to  be  given  them. 

20.  Conference  officers  in  the  pattern  attending  the  Jurisdiction  School  of 
Missions  are  each  allowed  $10.00  subsidy  from  the  Woman’s  Division  and/or  the 
Jurisdiction.  District  officers  substituting  for  conference  officers  in  the  same 
line  of  work  and  meeting  all  requirements  will  be  allowed  the  subsidy. 

21.  Expenses  of  one  car  from  each  district  to  the  Conference  School  of  Mis- 
sions will  be  paid  by  the  conference  from  the  point  where  car  pool  originates. 
The  district  will  assume  expenses  of  persons  to  the  place  car  pool  originates. 

22.  A subsidy  of  $9.00  per  person  shall  be  paid  all  the  district  officers  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  conference  chairmen  of 
lines  of  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  the  quadrennial  pattern  at- 
tending and  meeting  the  requirements  of  work  of  the  Conference  School  of 
Missions. 

23.  A Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  appointed  to  approve  the  minutes  of 
the  Conference  session.  All  minutes  of  the  Conference  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  and  the  recording  secretary. 

24.  The  conference  recording  secretary  shall  have  printed  in  the  Annual 
Report  a mailing  list,  according  to  categories,  to  whom  the  Annual  Report  is 
to  be  sent. 

25.  Standing  Committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before  leaving  the 
seat  of  the  Conference.  Each  committee  shall  have  the  right  to  make  its  own 
quorum.  Expenses  for  an  annual  meeting  of  each  standing  committee  shall  be 
allowed. 

26.  There  shall  be  a District  committee  to  visit  home  institutions  within  the 
bounds  of  the  District,  composed  of  the  District  treasurer,  and  the  District 
secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  SOCIEITES 

1.  No  new  society  CEin  be  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has  been  sent 
to  the  District  treasurer  and  a period  report  to  the  secretary  of  Promotion. 

2.  In  order  that  the  society  entertaining  the  Annual  Meeting  may  not  be 
deprived  of  the  benefits  of  the  meeting,  meals  shall  be  served  by  an  outside 
agency. 

3.  In  case  any  society  is  not  sending  a member  as  a delegate  to  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  that  society  may 
elect  its  zone  leader  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  may  also  assist  in  paying 
her  expenses. 

4.  One-fourth  of  the  membership  of  the  society  shall  constitute  a quorum 
for  the  election  of  officers. 

5.  The  president  of  the  society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  calling  of  an 
Executive  meeting  the  last  of  each  period,  at  which  time  the  reports  should  be 
made  out  and  mailed  to  the  District  officers. 
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8.  The  treasurer  of  each  local  society  shall  send  a copy  of  the  total  bud- 
get to  the  District  treasurer  not  later  than  July  15. 

7.  The  secretary  of  Promotion  in.  each  society  shall  send  the  Memorial 
Roll  to  the  secretary  of  Promotion  of  the  District  not  later  than  March  10. 

8.  Societies  having  the  Circle  plan  of  organization  shall  shift  the  member- 
sMp  of  circles  at  least  every  two  years. 

9.  A report  presenting  all  resolutions  and  plans  adopted  should  be  made 
by  the  delegates  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  society  after  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Conference  Society. 

10.  All  monies  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year, 
except  those  designated  for  local  work  shall  be  sent  to  the  District  treasurer  to 
be  channeled  by  her  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

11.  All  appeals  for  funds  outside  the  institjitions  and  agencies  of  the  Wo- 
man’s ,Divi.sion  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance  before  being 
presented  to  the  society. 

12.  District,  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  officers  shall  be  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  their  local  societies. 

13.  A contribution  of  25c  per  member  may  be  sent  annually  through  regu- 
lar channels  for  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation. 

14.  Officers  should  be  elected  in  February.  Those  elected  shall  assume 
their  duties  the  first  of  June.
